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$46,575 cut from school budget

The School Committee made tentative 
cuts totalling $46,579 during its meetings 
this past week. 

These cuts will be tentative until the 
nine-member committee approves the 
final budget Monday, Feb. 10. 

At the end of last Monday’s meeting, the 
committee had deliberated on more than 
$2.1 million in the budget, and the cut 
represents about 2 per cent of that portion. 

Other proposed savings of $141,692 were 
defeated by the committee, often on tie 
votes with members abstaining. 

The cuts were from the areas of ad¬ 
ministration, School Committee, out-of- 
state travel, and part of the program 
allowances. The committee has not yet 
decided on the budget for personnel or 


support services, which make up a com¬ 
bined total of $30.6 million. 

The committee will have had met 
Wednesday to finish its tentative changes 
in the budget 

Mann won what he considered to be “a 
major victory” at last Wednesday night's 
meeting when his budget officer, Michael 
Lebner, was allowed to sit behind him at a 
desk during the meetings. 

Formerly, the committee would not let 
Donald Levitan, past intergovernmental 
relations director, sit with the mayor at 
the meetings. 

Jan. 29, Aid. Sidney Small, chairman of 
the Finance Committee, criticized the 
School Committee for the way it and Supt. 
of Schools Aaron Fink conduct budget 
deliberations. 

He threatened that the Board of 


Aldermen may cut the school depart¬ 
ment’s budget by five percent when it 
comes before the Board for approval. 

Committeeman Manuel Beckwith said 
"misstatement of fact" destroyed Small’s 
arguments. 

Beckwith corrected the aldermanic 
Finance Committee chairman on a 
reference to the request made by Com- 
mitteewoman Joan Needleman for Fink to 
tell the committee what he would cut if 
asked to cut $1 million from the budget. 

Beckwith and other committee mem¬ 
bers objected to references to Fink’s 
salary of $47,500 also made by Small. 

Committee members said they decided 
on this amount in order to get the quality of 
superintendent they felt they needed for 
the schools. 

Commltteewoman Dorothy Reichard 


noted that Brookline's superintendent is 
paid $42,000 annually and there are far less 
students in Brookline. 

Board of Alderman President Eliot K. 
Cohen commended Small for his com¬ 
ments at the committee meeting and said, 
"there may be some exaggeration in his 
statement, but there is also some truth." 

Cohen said that although he was in- 
strumental in having the Board take 'no 
action’ on the school budget, instead of 
voting to approve it, ‘‘depending what 
happens this year, I might just vote 
against it myself." 

The committee's deliberations ended 
Monday night after a vote to reconsider a 
cut of $15,180 in the elementary and junior 
high school sports budget to make the 
amount the same as last year, $133,394. 

The original motion by Mrs. Reichard 


passed by a 6-3 vote, with Herbert Regal, 
Gerard Byrne and Eleanor Rosenblum 
opposed. 

The vote to reconsider was passed by the 
same vote in order to get more information 
on exactly what programs would be cut. 

Assistant Supt. for Program Henry 
Atkins said the cutbacks would be made by 
eliminating junior high junior varsity 
teams and substituting intramural sports, 
Newton North and South High Suburban 
Hockey Leagues play, and Saturday 
morning clinics. 

Mayor Mann moved for the recon¬ 
sideration, noting that there were 15 
students in tbe Saturday morning modern 
dance class and saying he wanted to make 
sure these kids could be accomodated in 
other programs, either by the Recreation 
Dept., YMCA, or elsewhere.

Transfer-haul approved, but not 




The final vote on an appropriation to 
back up the contract for tlie switch to the 
transfer-haul method of rubbish disposal 
was taken by the Board of Aldermen 
Monday night 

Despite the 17-6 vote in favor, unforeseen 
problems may still wreck the plans of 
Newton and Waltham to join together in 
the transfer-haul district 

Previously it had been thought that only 
the appropriation of $50,000 was necessary 
to effectuate the contract between Newton 
and SCA Disposal Services, the contractor 
for the transfer-haul station to be built into 
the Newton incinerator building. 

This week it was learned that before the 


contract can be signed several ordinances 
must be changed or created. 

The plan before this week had been to 
work on the ordinances after the contract 
was signed, during the months in which the 
transfer-haul station will be under con¬ 
struction. * 

The ordinances will be considered 
tonight (Thursday) at a special meeting of 
the Legislation & Rules Committee and if 
completed can be voted on at the Feb. 18 
meeting of the full Board. 

Although the transfer-haul ap¬ 
propriation was passed by a wide margin, 
some of the aldermen who voted against it 
are angered by what they consider a 
deception by Mayor Theodore Mann in 


regard to the date of extension of the bid 
price by SCA. 

Originally bid in August, the price has 
been extended several times, the last time 
ostensibly till Feb. 4 or 5, to allow the 
Board of Aldermen to get through all 
possible parliamentary blocking 
maneuvers. 

Tuesday some members of the Board 
learned that the bid date had really been 
extended until March 1 just in case. 

At Monday night's meeting, Aid. 
Richard Bullwinkle and Richard McGrath 
again led the fight against closing the 
Newton incinerator in favor of transfer- 
haul. 

Bullwinkle called what the Board was 


sure yet 

being called on to do "making a decision 
on a decision," saying in other words that 
the choice had been taken out of the hands 
of the Board of Aldermen. 

Bullwinkle still wants to upgrade the 
incinerator and said that even now if the 
Board decided to take that course he feels 
sure that the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency would grant an ex¬ 
tension for the continued use of the in¬ 
cinerator. 

"Once transfer-haul is in, it will never 
get out — remember that," Bullwinkle 
warned’ and moved to recommit the ap¬ 
propriation request to Finance, Public

Aid. Small 
gets into the 
budget fray

Aid. Sidney Small last week told the 
School Committee he is convinced there is 
"$1 to $2 million in ‘fat’ “ in its proposed 
$31 million school budget, and the School 
Committee has yet to flatly disagree. 

Small, chairman of the aldermanic 
finance committee, offered several 
suggestions on cutting the budget and 
questioned some of the current ex¬ 
penditures. 

He went on to recommend that the 
School Committee cut its budget by 5 per 
cent and told the members if they did not, 
he would recommend the Board of 
Aldermen cut it 5 per cent. 

Under state law, school committees are 
fiscally autonomous and other govern¬ 
mental branches cannot cut their budgets. 

School Committee members did respond 
to Small’s challenge at the meeting last 
week and the Newton Graphic furnished 
School Committee Chairwoman Eleanor 
Rosenblum with a copy of the alderman's 
statement and invited her to make a point 
by point reply. 

Small pointed out that the $1.6 million 
increase proposed in the budget alone 
represents an increase of $4.50 per 
thousand on the tax rate. He added that 
due to salary increases yet to be 
negotiated, he estimates the actual in¬ 
crease would hot be $1.6 million, but $4

Sidney Hill has Board okay 


Like the proverbial honest woman, 
Sidney Hill Country Club obtained 
legalization of Its previous transgressions 
from the Board of Aldermen Monday 
night. 

Because there are new owners who 
bought Sidney Hill without knowing the 
long history of building and commercial 
uses at the club, the Board of Aldermen 
was willing to legitimize some of the 
previously illegal activities «t Sidney Hill. 

The parking plan submitted by Sidney 
Hill provides enough parking spaces to 
allow the continued use of the card room, 
six outdoor tennis courts, and walkways 
and driveways, all built without per¬ 
mission of the Board of Aldermen. 

But any further expansion of the club, as 
planned, will require permission from the 
Board. 

City Solicitor Howard Levine had ruled 
that aldermen who are members of Sidney 
Hill would be ineligible to vote on the 


petition. Those excused were Board 
President Eliot Cohen, Michael Lipof, and 
Sidney Small. 

Small, however, said he disagreed with 
Levine’s ruling that he not be allowed to 
vote and that instead of being excused he 
would absent himself from die the floor. I 

In other action the Board sent back to 
the Legislation & Rules Committee the 
proposed ordinance creating a Human 
Rights Commission to supplant the present | 
Community Relations Commission. 

The new commission would have in¬ 
vestigatory powers, notably those of 
subpoena, which at first the Community 
Relations Commission rejected. 

But according to Aid. Terry Morris, the 
author of the new proposed ordinance and 
the creator of the concept of the Human 
Rights Commission, when the CRC got 
some "negative press and adverse com¬ 
ments" about its position, it changed. 

Morris explained that he had 


eliminated much of the ordinance that 
would add to the budget of the Human 
Resources Department, under which the 
CRC operates and the Human Rights 
Commission would operate. 

Aid. Michael Antonellis, a lawyer, spoke 
at length on the dangers of subpoena 
powers and "the legal problems of con¬ 
tempt implied by subpoena." 

Aid. Richard McGrath came to Morris' 
defense, when Antonellis seemed to be 
attacking Morris, saying, "Terry Morris is 
not on trial here." 

Antonellis whirled around and shouted 
at McGrath, "You’re voting for subpoena 
powers, and you don't know what you're 
doing!” 

Antonellis’ argument was perhaps 
outweighed by arguments of others that 
since the disruption of the Youth Com¬ 
mission by the resignation of its chairman,

Condominium plans meet with 
frosty reception in Auburndale

Plans to construct 225 condominium 
units on the north side of Commonwealth 
Avenue, Auburndale, met with a frosty 
reception at their first public viewing 
before the Auburndale Association 
meeting Feb. 4. The developer who owns 
the land, formerly Norumbega Park, is 
Perini Land and Development Company of 
Framingham. 

The designs, shown before a polite, but 
hostile audience, call for three "mid-rise" 
buildings, each six stories high containing 
180 units. The remaining 45 units will be 
two to two and one half stories high. 

On another site on the south side of 
Commonwealth Avenue, approximately 
three and one half acres, the developer is 
proposing an office building roughly five 
stories high with an undetermined amount 
of tenants. 

One of the only enthusiastic responses 
from the audience came when Conal 
Doyle, assistant to David Perini, 
president, noted it would cost $1,000,000 to 


purchase the land to preserve it for open 
space. One member of the audience 
commented that "might be the best 
bargain Newton ever got." 

In an initial speech, Steve Hopkins, a 
real estate developer working for Perini, 
made many references to meetings with 
alderman, notably Richard McGrath. 
Hopkins also mentioned meeting with 
Helen Heyn and other conservation 
commissioners. When Mrs. Heyn, who is 
secretary to the conservation commission, 
was asked if she was as much in favor of 
the project as Hopkins seemed to indicate, 
Mrs. Heyn replied, “don’t believe a word 
he says." 

One conservation commissioner, Debbie 
Howard, had declined to meet with the 
developer beforehand, opting to view the 
plans at the Auburndale Association 
meeting in order to retain her in¬ 
dependence. 

Hopkins also implied the plan was ap¬ 
proved by the city planning department 
when he stated "the city planning 
department thinks this is u good idea." 


Charles Thomas, city planning director, 
who attended the meeting, remained 
silent. However, during the meeting in an 
interview, Thomas said the statement was 
"inaccurate." He did say the planning 
department worked with the developer in 
giving them criteria to follow. He added 
“we have also expressed reservations 
about the south side." That is the portion 
where the developer proposes the office 
buildings. Thomas said the reservations 
were because of “ design impact and 
traffic impact." He said this area 
represents the "greater area of 
disagreement because it represents the 
greater problem." 

Steve Nuckols, an associate with the 
firm of Sasaki Associates of Watertown, 
the architect for the project, made the 
major presentation. In a mildly veiled 
threat to residents, Nuckols said the ar¬ 
chitect had considered a plan they were 
"not proud of" to demonstrate what could 
be built under the present zoning. He 
unveiled an unsightly design for 34 single

Board no longer a rubber stamp

Mayoral appointments to the voluntary 
"citizen" committees and commissions 
that abound in Newton and help run the 
city are receiving ever sharper scrutiny by 
the Board of Aldermen. 

Most recently a reappointment to the 
Newton Housing Authority and a new 
appointment to the troubled Youth 
Commission were strongly challenged. 

Aid. Mark White expressed the feelings 
of many of the newer and younger and 
more liberal members of the Board 
Monday night when he said, “It is time to 
stop rubberstampuig the mayor’s ap¬ 
pointments." 

And Aid. Susan Schur, another freshman 
alderman, said, "If you appoint people to 
commissions and then the next month rely 
on their expertise, you should appoint 
experts.” 

The Land Use Committee, which in¬ 
terviewed Henry Wilson, whom the mayor 
has reappointed to the Housing Authority, 
was divided op approval. 

Aid. Matthew Jefferson, Newton’s only 
black alderman (there is no black School 
Committee member or department head 
either), asked Mayor Theodore Mann last 
April to increase the participation of 
blacks in city government, especially on 
the Housing Authority and Redevelopment 
Authority. 


In a letter to the mayor, Jefferson 
pointed out that during his five-year tenure 
of office as an alderman he had never 
interviwed a black for appointment to 
either authority. 

Jefferson voted against the reap¬ 
pointment of Wilson because he wanted a 
minority person appointed, while others of 
the Board wanted a housing activist, which 
they felt Wilson is not, however com¬ 
petently he may do his job. 

His reappointment was approved by a 
14-9 vote, one of the most predictable in 
some time. The favorable votes came from 
the 10 Republicans and four relatively 
conservative Democrats. 

The other appointment recently causing 
discord between the executive and 
legislative branches was that of the 
mayor’s former aide, Charles Miller, to 
the Youth Commission. 

The vote on Miller ended up 10-10, a 
denial of tbe appointment, but the matter 
was sent back to the Kenrick Fund 
Committee for further discussion. 

Miller had served on the advisory board 
of the Youth Commission and had been 
approved 7-0 by Kenrick Fund, which does 
the interviewing of most of the mayor’s 
appointees. 

Questions brought up by Aid. Susan 
Schur about Miller’s views on com¬ 
munications between the Youth Com¬ 
mission and the public and by Aid. Richard 


Bullwinkle on a possible conflict of interest 
between the Youth Commission and CETA 
(a federal job program headed by Miller 
for Newton) apparently swayed some 
votes. 

Bullwinkle said that he himself had 
voted in committee in favor of Miller, then 
decided that involvement on the Youth 
Commission might throw Miller into 
contact with young people who might then 
come to him looking for a job. 

Aid. Thomas Concannon and Andrew 
Magni also voted in favor in committee 
and against on the floor of the Board. 

The recommittal to the Kenrick Fund 
has already stirred Aid. Murk White to 
seek a ruling from the city solicitor. 

White contends that according to 
parliamentary procedure a tie vote con¬ 
stitutes a denial, which is final. He 
believes that after a denial the item is dead 
and therefore cannot be acted upon fur¬ 
ther. 

Even if the appointment is not ruled 
dead, the failure of the appointment to 
pass easily cannot be reassuring to the 
mayor about future appointments. 

Most of the aldermen apparently tlunk 
the mayor on the whole makes good, 
nonpolilical appointments, because they 
generally make it through the Beard. 

But the Board has also put the mayor on 
notice that he should keep up the quality.

"I am really concerned," 
said Backman, "that if an 
attempt to cut back in the area 
of human services is made, it 
will be the elderly who are 
asked to make the sacrifice of 
decreased services. I don’t 
intend to let this happen.” 

Backman is particularly 
concerned about a possible 
abandonment of home care 
services to the elderly, a 
commitment made through the 
newly established Department 
of Elder Affairs. 

"I pledge my full support in 
this legislative session to the 
expansion rather than 
reduction of benefits and 
services to the elderly," 
Backman continued. 

Backman has filed 
legislation that would allow 
elderly recipients of Sup¬ 
plemental Security Income to 
participate in the federal food 
stamp program. These 
recipients presently are ex- 


sibility to provide food stamps 
to our elderly poor so that they 
can better cope with the 
present spiraling inflation," 
Backman said. 

Backman expressed deep 
concern for the status of the hot 
lunch program for the elderly 
in the Commonwealth. "I have 
received information that 
many agencies which provide 
hot lunches to the elderly are 
going to be forced to close their 
doors by Feb. 28, 1975, unless 
they receive the frozen-state 
reimbursement to which they 
are entitled." 

He continued, "I have been 
told that the Department of 
Education has submitted a 
deficiency budget for $280,000 
to cover the present and future 
cost . of these programs. 
However, it appears that the 
Department of Education and 
the Department of Elder 
Affairs are playing roulette 
with essential programs for 
our elderly citizens." 

In order to increase services 
to the elderly, Senator 
Backman has proposed 
legislation to provide for a 
program of special needs in the 
Department of Elder Affairs. 

"The state or federal 
government has made no 
provision for compensation to 


recipients. These emergency 
situations are not unusual,” 
said Sen. Backman, "and 
provisions must be made for 
them.” 

Two bills designed to help the 
elderly find suitable housing 
have been proposed by the 
chairman of the Human Ser¬ 
vices and Elder Affairs 
Committee. Backman ex¬ 
plained that one bill mandates 
the Department of Elder 
Affairs to find suitable housing 
for those elderly persons who 
qualify and who have waited 
three months after their ac¬ 
ceptance for housing. The 
second proposal authorizes the 
Department of Elder Affairs to 
assume the responsibility of 
screening applicants for ad¬ 
mission to elderly housing. 

"We must have a speedy 
disposition of the applications 
for elderly housing. The 
Department of Elder Affairs, 
which is charged with 
providing for the needs of the 
elderly, should be the agency to 
provide housing as one of those 
needs," Backman said. 

"The elderly of 
Massachusetts built this state. 
They worked long and hard to 
assure the youth a chance to 
grow — now it is our respon¬ 
sibility to allow them to live out 
their life in full dignity."

A complaint will be issued 
against Joseph McMullin, 
owner of a gasoline service 
station on Route 9, Newton 
Highlands, on violation of the 
city's zoning ordinances, 
following a probable-cause 
hearing at Newton District 
Court Tuesday.

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Union charges mayor with 
delay on contract terms

Louis Rufo, president of the 
municipal employees’ union 
Ix>cal 800, Tuesday charged 
Mayor Theodore Mann with 
"delaying tactics" in living up 
to the union’s promises of the 
new contract. 

Mann denied Rufo's charges, 
saying that Rufo should follow 
established procedures for 
grievances, and that "no useful 
purpose is being served by 
Rufo’s tactics of carrying tales 
to the newspapers." 

In a written statement, Rufo 
said, "Our contract calls for a 
clothing allowance, longevity 
pay and an ordinance change 
to give retiring men 50 percent 
of their accumulated sick leave 
and maintain a $2000 group life 
insurance policy.” Rufo said he 
had heard the city does not 
have the money to pay for 
these items. 

Mayor Mann pointed out that 
the contract was signed only in 
December, and that "right now 
we're in the process of getting 


the clothing allowance 
throuqb,” 

The mayor said that all the 
items of the contract will be 
covered by the appropriate 
ordinance changes and 
requests for monetary tran¬ 
sfers or appropriations as soon 
as possible. 

Rufo also charged that the 
city has refused to pay to the 
estates of men who have died 
the accumulated sick leave pay 
and has deprived widows of 
retired men of their 
hospitalization benefits. 

The mayor refuted these 
claims and said that such 
benefits are regulated by state 
law. 

"There is even a question of 
a violation of federal law 
concerning the CETA 
program," Rufo said. He 
charged that the union was not 
officially notified about the 
program. CETA is the Com¬ 
prehensive Employment and 
Training Act; the city of 


Newton is responsible for 
administering the job- 
placement program for 
Newton and nine other com¬ 
munities. 

Second, Rufo said, the union 
does not believe there is a 
proper labor representative on 
the CETA committee. 

Rufo also called the wages 
being paid under the CETA 
program "substandard." 

Charles F. Miller, director of 
the Newton CETA program, 
denied categorically all three 
points. 

He has met several times 
with officers of the union. 
Miller said, there are labor 
representatives on the com¬ 
mittee, and the wages paid are 
not union wages but are legal 
wages. 

Mayor Mann said that Rufo 
had sent him a letter "that was 
not clear" about some 
grievances. He said Rufo 
always has access to the 
mayor's office.

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Morris’ reconstruction plan 


Hearing today on 
policewomen injunction 


Newtonville Square 
reconstruction proposed 


Judge James Lynch of 
Middlesex Superior Court last 
week declined to hold a hearing 
on the merits of an injunction 
sought by two applicants for 
the Newton Police Department 
against the hiring of 12 women 
police officers in Newton. 

The judge, in response to 
City Solicitor Howard Levine's 
request that the matter be 
acted on last Friday, said, "My 
only function is to get this 
heard.” The hearing was then 
rescheduled for today 
(Thursday). 

The action was brought by 
Colin McNevin and David 
Martin, who believe that the 
advancement of women’s 
names on the Civil Service list 
will deny them consideration 
as applicants to the police. 

Levine asked that the case be 
heard Friday because the city 
has not been able to hire the 25 


policemen to fill vacancies for 
the past two years because of 
other court action on the 
validity of the Civil Service 
lists. 

The fact that the city is now 
preparing its 1975-76 budget 
also makes a quick deter¬ 
mination desirable, Levine 
said. 

Judge Lynch told Levine, "If 
you think this court is going to 
give you any hint of the out¬ 
come today, you are 
mistaken." . 

He said he believed that 
since no hiring of either men or 
women would take place until 
March 3, a decision on Friday 
would be premature. 

The police union here has 
opposed the hiring of the 
women for several reasons, 
outstanding of which at present 
is that Chief William Quinn’s 
intention to fill some of the 


vacancies in the department, 
after the 25 new male officers 
have been hired, with some of 
the women. 

The current Civil Service list 
expires next July, and any men 
on the current list will have to 
take another examination to 
qualify for consideration after 
that time. 

The women to be hired will 
be paid for from federal funds, 
at least for the first year of 
their employment, under a 
demonstration grant designed 
to find out whether female 
officers can perform the same 
functions as male officers. 

The Massachusetts Civil 
Service Commission has 
allowed women’s names to be 
put on the list by “selective 
certification,” which the 
policemen and their wives are 
fighting, calling it “reverse 
discrimination." 


Aid. Terry Morris has 
created a plan to give a new 
look to Newtonville Square. 

Morris is scheduled to 
present the plan to Newtonville 
businessmen next Wednesday.

Aldermen, School Committee 
to cooperate 


School Committee Chair¬ 
woman Eleanor Rosenblum 
approp riately summed up 
Tuesday night's citywide PTA 
Council meeting when she a 
said it "progressed from a 
venting of adversary feelings 
to recommendations of 
cooperation." 

The meeting, attended by 
about 50 people, was in Mason- 
Rice School to discuss the 
relationship between the 
School Committee and the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Aldermanic Education 
Committeee Chairman Louis 
Egelson said there is 
"definitely an adversary 
relationship, almost 
traditional," between the 
Board of Aldermen that sets 
the tax rate and the School 
Committee which decides its 
own budget. 

Board of Aldermen 
President Eliot Cohen said, 
"As a board, we question the 
work done by the School 
Department, and question the 
honesty of the original 
presentations requesting 
funding." 

Cohen specifically cited the

Former School Com¬ 
mitteeman Richard Douglas

Douglas said if the aldermen 
feel the city help is underpaid, 
they shouldn't complain to the

The Citizens Advisory 
Committee on Declining 
Enrollment, in exploring the 
utilization of a school or 
schools for possible new 
educational uses to ward off 
closing a school, has ventured 
into areas "beyond the 
traditional approach,” says 
Rochelle Alexander, com- 
mitteewoman. 

Although some committee 
members have shown en¬ 
thusiasm for various 
programs, others like Mrs. 
Alexander, say they cannot 
endorse recommendations to 
the School Committee without 
more study. 

Among the options discussed 
at the last two meetings were 
metropolitan approaches to 
education, magnet or ex¬ 
perimental schools, regional 
collaboratives, space for 
nursery schools and a south 
side alternative high school. 

Metropolitan approaches are 
used to provide racially 
balanced educational op¬ 
portunities. In a report to the 
committee, Robert Hayden, 
Bob Provencher and Joan 
Warner recommended three 
ways metropolitan approaches' 
might be implemented. 

They suggest the areas to 


investigate are magnet school 
facilities, magnet educational 
programs and an expansion of 
the METCO program. 

The magnet facility could 
either be an extension of the 
Experimental School System 
of Massachusetts, now 
operating in Dorchester, or it 
could be a replica of the school. 
This type of program “is in¬ 
tegrated, not racially balan¬ 
ced.” 

A magnet educational 
program could utilize space for 
a multicultural resource center 
or could be used by teachers.

The three also recommended 
expanding the METCO 
program "to levels beyond the 
9.4 to utilize the space."

We have tried this week to devote as 
much space as was possible to what we 
consider to be a fine, to-the-point speech on 
the school budget by Alderman Sidney 
Small. 

There is one insight we feel he offered 
that towers above all the others and should 
be kept in mind by all readers and tax¬ 
payers as they see the budget story un¬ 
folding. 

"It seems to me that a defense of the 
school budget has already begun by some 
members of the School Committee,” he 
observed. "I suggest to you that this is 
wrong. I know you are all aware of the 
process the city’s budget goes through. A 
similar system should be taking place here 
at the School Committee. I think the com¬ 
mittee should be carefully examining this 
budget in the hopes of cutting it. 

"Certainly now, during budget hearings 
and deliberations, is not the time to be 
defending this budget.” 

Sid Small, in his presentation, posed 
interesting questions on size of staff, 
money to be saved in school closings, and 
even the small amounts of money to be 
saved in cutting little things such as out-of- 
state travel. 

Look carefully at the responses, as lame 
as they certainly appear to be. 

You'll soon discover they're "defense” 
in one guise or another. 

Eleanor Rosenblum recites a litany of 
cost increases and says that, in spite of 
them, the school budget is only increasing 
5.7 percent. 

Are they existing in a vacuum? 

These are the same fuel, utility and fixed 
charge increases ANY unit of government 
faces. 

This is not an answer, it’s a 
smokescreen. 

Statistical razzle-dazzle is a favorite tool 
of the School Committee, and we hope 
you’re not as easily taken in as they would 
like to think you are. 

Don’t forget the old axiom about apples 
and oranges. 

We are delighted to see general citizen 
interest in the school budget increasing this 
year, and Sid Small in his talk has done a 
lot to intensify discussion on the budget. 

Thank you, Aid. Small. You’ve done us 
all a favor. 


The Needle's Eye 

School budgetary labyrinth

I am happy to report that after almost 10 
hours of intense deliberations, our School 
Committee has so far whittled its corpulent 
$31 million budget by $42,000. The potential 
tax impact is nine cents per thousand. 

Now, dollars are dollars, and I do not mean 
to look a gift horse in the mouth. I only hope 
that in the remaining 10 to 12 hours of 
hearings it warms to its task. 

If the School Committee follows its 
established pattern, we may look forward to 
the same budget dollar amount as last year. 
Oh! Ves there is inflation—agreed. But the 
fact remains that we have fewer students this 
year than last year. So why is it that the 
budget will be the same while the student 
body is less? 

As 1 see it, the results are predetermined 
and can be found by understanding the force 
field of education here in our Garden City. 
The problem is fourfold: 


1. The School Committee sitting on its fiscal 
autonomy has yet to set policy. Not only that, 
it has its clientele mixed up. For it has been 
elected to represent us, the citizenry, rather 
than Fink, et al. Furthermore, with rare 
exception its rather ludicrous attempts to cut 
the budget reminds me of the youngster who 
with three pennies in the grubby fist attempts 
to make up his mind before the candy 
counter. Its actions speak louder than my 
words. The child can be forgiven, but not the 
School Committee. 

2. Our present school program is a product 
of previous processes. Sadly, time has not 
seen significant growth nor changes. The 
present school administration has long been 
successful in managing our schools as well as 
the School Committee, rather than ad¬ 
ministering the school programs. Central 
staff, additional coordinators and support 
personnel continue to maintain their numbers 
while the quality of education does not. Many 
teachers tell us they provide little. This is a 


reaffirmation of Parkinson's law. 

3. The budget as a document is many 
things, but it is not, as touted, a program 
budget with a zero base. It is, however, an 
incomprehensible line-item format with an 
incremental base. 

Besides the mathematical mistakes, some 
excusable, the budget is far from consistent, 
and analysis is difficult even for the ex¬ 
perienced. Items are conveniently lost from 
relevant categories only to be found 
elsewhere; for example, the staff functions 
associated with Research and Planning. No 
wonder the School Committee Is having 
difficulties in dealing with the document. . . 
I know that I am. 

4. And lastly you and I, the public, by our 
lack of attendance at these deliberations are 
also to blame. We have allowed ourselves the 
misspent luxury of placing too much power in 
the hands of so very few. We are the audience 
they refer to rather than the electorate to 
whom they are responsible. 


It is not too late, however. We can do 
several things—either attend the budget 
meetings or call members of the School 
Committee to indicate our pleasure or 
displeasure in their actions and secondly to 
remember that this is an election year for 
them. I am sure they haven't forgotten. I urge 
you to do both! 

But alas, because of the interaction of this 
four-part force field, there is little hope that 
the final school budget will be any less than 
what it was last year, either in substance or in 
dollars. 

At the conclusion of the school budget 
hearings, I anticipate that the School Com¬ 
mittee will cut an amount sufficient to reduce 
the budget to last year’s level. 

The superintendent will growl that 
programs will suffer and the School Com¬ 
mittee will sleep a sleep of accomplishment. 
You and I will be asked to pay the bill.

Support for 
Election of Judges 

Goverenor Michael S. Dukakis is encountering sharp 
opposition o- Beacon Hill to his complicated plan involving 
the proposed abolition of the Governor’s Council and a 
change in the method of selecting new judges. 

It isn’t so much that the Executive Council is held in 
hi.’:.'!! esteem by members of the legislature as it is that 
Dukakis’ scheme for appointing new judges is considered 
weak, unsatisfactory and unfeasible. 

Dukakis has made the Governor’s Council the target for 
his attacks, and he probably will succeed in having a 
proposed constitutional amendment placed on the 1978 
election ballot asking the voters if they wish to wipe out the 
Council. 

This will happen not because of any great powers of 
persuasion on Dukakis’ part but because many law-makers 
realize the Council has been made a whipping boy and are 
fearful of the political consequences if they do not give the 
people the right to abolish the Council. 

The voters unquestionably will sink the Governor’s 
Council without a trace in the 1978 election, just as they 
would wipe out the Legislature or the office of Governor if 
they were given an opportunity to do so The people almost 
always vote for wipe-outs. 

But if a constitutional change allowing the voters to elect 
judges is listed on the 1978 election ballot, as it may be, it 
also will be enthusiastically approved. That is part of the 
price Dukakis may have to pay for abolishing the Gover¬ 
nor’s Council. 

A move for the election of judges appears to be gaining 
support although some supposed reformers are opposed to 
entrusting the people with that power. 

The Newton Graphic 
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Governor Dukakis told the joint legislative judiciary 
committee that he could not recall "one instance in my 
lifetime where the Governor’s Council has stopped a bad 
judicial appointment, and there have been some." 

That statement is open to challenge and debate. Some 
poor judicial appointments have got by the Governor’s 
Council. There is no question about that. But some bad 
appointments have been blocked by the Council which has 
not been an altogether useless body. 

One observation which is not open to dispute is that the 
Governor’s Council has never confirmed a judge who was 
not nominated by a Governor. 

So if some poor appointments have been made to the 
bench, as Governor Dukakis alleged, a major share of the 
blame must be placed on the Governors with whon the 
judicial appointments originated. Dukakis did not elaborate 
on his charge of bad appointments or specify who they 
were. 

Dukakis is proposing the creation of a Judicial Screening 
Commission which theoretically would assure that a 
Governor did not make a poor choice when picking a new 
judge. How there would be any guarantee that the 
Screening Commission would never make a mistake is not 
clear to this bystander. 

The Governor believes that the establishment of the 
Screening Commission on an official basis would eliminate 
the need for an elected body such as the Governor’s Council 
to pass on the judicial appointments after they had been 
made by a Governor. 

Many responsible members of the Legislature are not 
convinced that is so and are less than enchanted with the 
entire package proposed by Governor Dukakis. 

They assert that Dukakis, in effect, is transferring the 
power of picking judges to an appointed commission, even 
though he presumably will control the commission. 

Under Dukakis’ plan, the commission would recommend 
three candidates when a judge was to be appointed. If 
Dukakis didn’t like any of the three, he could request 
another three recommendations. 

But even if he didn't like any of the six, he would be 
obliged to make a choice from the six unsatisfactory 
recommendations. That seemingly could tie the hands of a 
Governor. How it would guarantee good appointments to 
the bench is a mystery to many legislators. Dukakis moves 
fast over that part of the proposition. 

Some responsible legislative leaders argue that if 
Governors are to surrender the responsibility of picking 
judges, the people should be asked if they want to assume 
the right to elect the jurists who would be required to stand 
for reelection at specified intervals to assure they woujld be 
responsive to public sentiment. 

Fulre Governors also may not wieh to be bound by the 
recununendatious of an appointed commission when they 
are appointing judges, the law-makers point out. 

Present indications are that the joint legislative com¬ 
mittee on the judiciary headed by Democratic Senator John 
Conte of Worcester will scrap the Dukakis plan and draft a 
new bill of its own which would provide for the abolition of 
the Governor's Council but have judicial appointments 
confirmed or rejected by some boyd such as the joint 
legislative rules coinmitt-e or the joint legislative judiciary 
coinmitte. 

A staggering increase in senseless murders and other 
crimes of violence is causing a rise in sentiment in the 
Legislature in favor of the restoration of the death penalty. 

Scarcely a day passes that the newspapers do not publish 
a story of some lifeless body being found the day before, and 


this is having an effect upon law-makers, including some of 
h the liberals who have opposed snuffing out a human life as 
punishment for any crime, however heinous. 

While the Supreme Court has ruled that death in the 
electric chair is cruel and unusual punishment, law-makers 
are beginning to point out that a holdup man or robber, who 
guns down and murders a law-abiding citizen, is guilty of a 
cruel and unusual crime. 

This writer has been opposed to capital punishment ever 
since in the long ago as a young news reporter we covered 
an electrocution at the old State Prison in Charlestown. 
That was an experience we would not wish to repeat. But 
with killings a daily occurrence and with the cheap value 
placed today on human life, we are coming to the 
realization that there is some merit to the police argument 
that Trigger Burke didn’t commit any murders after he Was 
put to death in the electric chair. 

Perhaps the death penalty is not a deterrent to murder, as 
opponents of capital punishment maintain, but the statistics 
show that there were fewer murders and crimes of violence 
when a person with a gun or a knife in his hand knew that he 
might be sentenced to death if he took the life of someone 
else. 

Watching a convicted murderer die in the electric chair is 
a terrible thing. But an increasing number of Legislators 
believe that cruel and unusual punishment should be put 
back on the books to ascertain if it would result in a 
reduction in the number of murders and other crimes of 
violence. 

Nixon's Campaign Help

We can’t imagine any Republican candidates for any 
public offices whatever requesting former President 
Richard M. Nixon to go into their states or districts and 
campaign for them. 

So we were a bit uon-plussed when Senator Barry 
Goldwater, after a visit to San Clemente, reported that 
Nixon would like to return to the political wars in the future 
and campaign for Republican candidates. 

Perhaps we didn't correctly interpret the causes of the 
great Democratic tide which rolled across the nation last 
November, but we thought one of the reasons for it was the 
public indignation over President Ford's action in par¬ 
doning Nixon so the nation would be spared the ordeal of 
seeing a former President stand trail and possibly be sent to 
prison. 

Many readers have written in recently to declare that the 
bungled attempt to break into a Watergate apartment in 
order to bug Larry O'Brien's telephone was no worse than 
former President Lyndon Johnson’s action in having public 
officials spied upon. 

They have a puiut, It wasn't really any worse. But Nixon 
lied about it and mishandled It so that It was blown up all out 
of its true importance and finally became a scandal which 
forced bis resignation 

As a result it has pretty much sidelined him as a cam¬ 
paigner. He is not primarily remembered for his truth¬ 
fulness even though the bungled Watergate break-in was 
trivial in itself.

Therefore, the only people to 
whom it will have any meaning 
are those who attend special 
services in Dr. King's memory. 

It is my belief that this is 
wrong. There must be school 
on Martin Luther King’s bir¬ 
thday. 

Recently, I spoke to Mayor 
Mann about this subject 

"’niere Is no doubt that the 
school’s must be closed, no 
matter what day is given to 
honor Dr. King," the mayor 
said. 

"His life was an extension of 
the lives of many martyrs 
throughout history who 
reflected the same ideologies 
as religious leaders of the 
world, such as Moses, Jesus 
Christ and Mahatma Gandhi. 

"Although it’s a holiday 
commemorating Dr. King, 
Martin Luther King's 
pronouncements are as old as 
time itself and in the respect 
for religion, in respect for the 
brotherhood of man, any time 
is appropriate.”

Well, I think we 
can whistle “Dixie," for the 
results these measures would 
bring. 

On the other hand, President 
Ford’s tariff, which is surely 
painful to us, may also prove 
painful to the OPEC cartel: 

1. They have to watch their 


prices Increased by 30 per cnet, 
which they know will reduce 
consumption. 

2. The funds collected can be 
used to help pay for the self- 
sufficiency program, which 
again will hurt OPEC. 

3. The tariff will insulate the 
self-sufficiency program from 
reductions the OPEC cartel 
may make if they see it really 
starting to work. If the tariff is 
$3 a barrel, if they reduce the 
price as much as from $10 to $6, 
the imported cost is still $9, so 
the incentive for self- 
sufficiency is still there. 

4. With the tariff, there’s just 
a chance that we can crack the 
cartel, because the increased 
pressure may cause those 
nations that want to sell their 
oil to reduce their price while 
those that want to sit on their 
oil are cutting back production. 


My suggestion to you is that 
we make the best hard-nosed 
deal we can with the President, 
but at least go along with him. 
At the same time, recognizing 
that the issue may well be 
survival, let's crank up some of 
the things we’ve been fighting 
till now that will improve our 
situation (and the job outlook): 
exploration on the Continental 
shelf, refinery construction, 
and deepwater ports. 

I think a positive response to 
the President’s call will prove 
to be in our best interest, long 
term. Some day we may ap¬ 
plaud President Ford's 
foresight, for a program that 
may turn out as massive, far- 
reaching, and successful as the 
Marshall Plan.

To the Citizens of Newton: 

We strongly protest the 
freeze imposed by Governor 
Dukakis which dispropor¬ 
tionately affects children and 
their families. 

The Newton-Wellesley- 
Weston Council for Children 
and the Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation Area 
Board representing many 
citizen groups and Human 
Service agencies Insist that all 
appropriations for services to 
children and their families be 
exempted from the freeze and 
be spent as appropriated to 
provide critically needed 
services. While wc do not 
minimize the legitimate fiscal 
crisis which exists in the state, 
we question the measures 
chosen to address it. 

In his campaign Governor 
Dukakis promised not to cut 
human service programs and 
reaffirmed his committment to 
open, decentralized govern¬ 
ment based on citizen par¬ 
ticipation and decision making. 
The Office for Children and the 
Department of Mental Health 
are the only state agencies that 
have worked for and supported 
citizen decision making. The 
freeze arbitraily circumvents 
and ignores the citizen process 
mandated by law for deter¬ 
mining priorities and 
allocating funds. 

In a time of increasing 
unemployment any cutback in 
Human Services is un¬ 
thinkable. This is a time when 
services lo children and their 
families must increase. Only in 
this past year have we seen 
even a promise of any 
significant expansion of state 
spending for Children. Even 
with this expansion, children's 
services represent only some 
15 per cent in most agencies 
although 40 per cent of our 
state population are children. 

The freeze affects one-third 
of the total budget allocated to 
children’s services this year. 
These funds were earmarked 
for clrtically needed services 


many of which are only now in 
the final stages of contract 
negotiations. We must protect 
not penalize our most valuable 
resource — CHIIDREN. 

We question the preemptive 
nature of the freeze. The funds 
in question were voted by the 
legislature and are now frozen 
by executive fiat. 

Expenditures in Human 
Services bring federal monies 
to our state (l.e., donated 
funds, Title IV-A and 766 
Evaluations) by way of mat¬ 
ching funds and provide badly 
needed jobs. 

Many of the programs (some 
103 by local Councils for 
Children) which are 
threatened by the freeze are 
those stressing early diagnosis, 
intervention and prevention. 
These represent a good 
economic investment for the 
state. Without such programs 
these children will cost the 
state millions of dollars from 
eventual institutional care. 

Laws enacted by our 
Legislature are underfunded 
and unable to provide the 
mandated services. Chapter 
1074; Childrens Protective 
Services — the numbers of 
abused and neglected children 
needing such services are 
growing daily and many calls 
must be turned away or wait 
indefinitely. Chapter 766;

To the Editor: 

In September of 1962, the 
Continuous Learning Program 
(C.L.) began at Meadowbrook 
Junior High School. During the 
first year, 110 students were 
selected to participate in this 
educational experiment. I was 
one of these unfortunate 
students. 

The program was designed 
to develop responsibility within 
each student for his own 
education. Letter grades were 
no longer given to students to 
remove pressure, Students 
could build their schedules 
from dozens of courses to 
enhance their interests. They 
could learn at their own rate of 
speed to insure the mastery of 
each new skill required. I am in 
complete agreement with the 
spirit of this program. 
Unfortunately, the program 
does not work for the vast 
majority of students. 

Today, as a teacher of 
chemistry in Dover, I can see 
that the C.L. Program, in 
general, did not work then, and 
is not working now. My fellow 
students referred to C.L. as 
“Continuous Loafing,” and 


students that 1 have spoken 
with at Meadowbrook today 
still see the program the same 
way. 

My indictment of 
Meadowbrook’s Continuous 
Learning Program is based on 
three pedagogical arguments. 

First, students during early 
adolescence need and desire 
structure in their lives. During 
this period, they are in a 
process of shaping their values 
and philosophies. Structure 
clearly indicates to the 
students the bounds in which 
they may challenge their 
teachers. If expected behavior 
is too vague, as I contend it is 
at Meadowbrook, the 
adolescent can become anxious 
and confused. 

Second, the extremely 
flexible curriculum allows 
students to be able to cir¬ 
cumvent many courses that 
develop the basic skills which 
they will need later in life. 
Even today at Meadowbrook, a 
student is able to avoid English 
courses which emphasize 
compositional skills and 
English grammar. Basic skills 


in education are not em¬ 
phasized at Meadowbrook. 

Third, the pressure-free 
atmosphere is not 
educationally realistic given 
that adolescents are energetic 
and often challenging. Students 
of this age need and often 
appreciate the gentle per¬ 
suasion that a teacher can 
offer. 

Meadowbrook today is 
totally Continuous Learning 
and the parents have no choice 
in how their children are to be 
educated at Meadowbrook. 

I suggest that Meadowbrook 
develop a pilot program, as 
Continuous Learning began, 
that emphasizes basic skills. I 
contend that the ad¬ 
ministration will be over¬ 
whelmed with requests from 
Meadowbrook parents to enroll • 
their children. If you agree that 
parents should be given this 
choice, please call your School 
Committee representative and 
let him know how you feel. Our 
children deserve the right to a 
better education.

Uhder the present Middlesex 
County Court system, juvenile 
cases are handled by juvenile 
sessions held in the district 
courts. While no one district 
court in the county handles a 
sufficient number of juvenile 
cases to warrant the 
establisliment of a full-time 
juvenile court within its 
jurisdiction, a county-wide 
juvenile court would have a 
large enough caseload to 
justify its existence. 

DeNucci believes that judges 
and probation officers who 
work "solely with juveniles are 
in a better position to aid them 
than those who handle both 
adult and juvenile cases. 
Specialization provides closer 
coordination between the 
courts and the police, schools 
and other organizations which 
have contact with juveniles," 
he said. 

“Moreover, every juvenile 
would have the respurces and 
expertise of a large, 


specialized court available to 
him." In addition, he notes, 
specialized judges can become 
more aware of the strengths 
and weaknesses of the various 
institutions to which juveniles 
may be referred. 

The legislation specifically 
calls for the eotablishment of a 
North and a Sout District 
Juvenile Court. “Middlesex 
County is large enough to 
warrant dividing the court into 
two districts, thereby 
minimizing distance and 
reducing caseloads,” DeNucci 
said. 

Rep. Mofenson noted the 
trend toward creating 
specialized courts and says 
that Middlesex County could 
benefit by creating a juvenile 
court. 

DeNucci is a legislative aide 
and administrative assistant to 
the House Chairman of the 
Committee on Public Service. 
One of his prime concerns has 
been the welfare of juveniles.

have you no sense of enough is enough?" 

The proposed office building came in for 
some heavy fire from James Miller who 
lives on Bourne Street, which would face 
the project. Miller is head of the 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council, 
chairman of the Newton Housing 


Authority and former city planner for 
Newton. 

Miller said not considering building 
residences on the south side is "ill-advised 
and totally inconsistent with the standards 
of the board of aldermen and if I have 
anything to say, it will remain so." He 
asked Hopkins whether he would seek a 
residential solution on the south side and 
Hopkins replied, "no...I don't think it is the 
highest and best use...no garden apart¬ 
ments are considered at this point."

His motion was seconded by McGrath, 
who then spoke to question the validity of 
the landfill-site permit of SCA and the 
number of trucks allowed to go through the 
streets in the landfill town. 

Aid. David Jackson, co-chairman of the 
Newton-Waltham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District, which worked out the 


transfer-haul contract with its consultants, 
commented that upgrading the incinerator 
would cost around $5 million initially and 
upkeep would cost $1.25 million annually. 

Transfer-haul, Jackson said, is cheaper 
by $600,000-700,000 per year over the five- 
year-minimum contract with SCA. 

The goal of the Newton-Waltham district 
is to interest neighboring communities in a 
resource-recovery plant to be built nearby 


Marcus Lieberman, co-president of the 
Norumbega Association, said "we do not 
plan to sit placidly by and permit casual 
zoning changes under the guise of land 
improvement or economic necessity.” 

At the meeting's conclusion, one woman 
suggested "we bombard the aldermen and 
save you (the developer) the trouble of 
finalizing plans." Someone nearby 
commented, "they’re going to have a long 
fight on this one.”

between the city government 
and the School Committee, 
Mrs. Rosenblum said the 
committee has asked for a city 
budget but has never received 
one. 

She and the other members 
of the panel cited the Com¬ 
munity School Commission as 
the ideal model of cooperation 
between the financial and 
administrative branches of 
both bodies. 

Mrs. Rosenblum accused the 
Board of Aldermen of using the 
School Committee's budget as 
a "scapegoat" for higher 
taxes. She said the Board is 
using "the old adage that the 
best defense is a good offense," 
and the city is not doing as good 
a job to keep the budget down 
as the School Committee is. 

Aldermen Cohen arid 
Egelson noted that the School 
Committee's annual budget 
does not include the capital 
outlay costs for new buildings 
and equipment , costs for 
health and street crossing 
personnel, and the 85 percent of 
the city’s bonded debt for the 
school buildings now standing. 

When a member of the 
audience asked why the panel 
was pouring out its problems to 
the public which elected them 
to resolve the city’s problems, 
the panel seemed a bit em¬ 
barrassed and began em¬ 
phasizing its moves tward 
more cooperation. 

The aldermen suggested the 
School Committee could 
maintain autonomy over the 
professional teaching staff and 
share custodial, maintenance, 
and secretarial responsibilities 
with the city, resulting in a 
savings to the taxpayers. 

As chairman of the 
Education Committee for the 
past three years, Egelson said

the CACDE, proposed several 
other options she felt could be 
researched by the school 
committee. She suggested 
allotting space for a nursery 
school since "elementary 
schools offer an obvious 
physical and educational! 
advantages to the 3-5 year old 
population." 

Mrs. Picard wanted to see 
regional collaboratives ser¬ 
viced in Newton and not con¬ 
tracted out. She suggested that 
this setup might result in 
"decreased cost to the city." 

Collaboratives are 
educational opportunities 
funded by the city, other school 
districts and sometimes in¬ 
clude slate money. They can 
result in programs which no 
one city could afford alone. 

Collaboratives were 
discussed not only in regard to 
racially balanced op¬ 
portunities, but in regard to 
Chapter 766. In this area the 
resource person addressing the 
committee was Sandra 
Fleishman. 

Mrs. Fleishman is president 
of the Board of Directors of the 
Massachusetts Parents 
Association for the Deaf and 
Hard of Hearing and a member 
of the Greater Boston Regional 
Advisory Council for Chapter 
766. She spoke about the 
problems and the possible 
utilization of space. 

Other questions about 
Chapter 766 were raised in a 
memo prepared by Lois 
Alexander. The committee is 
trying to determine how the 
needs of Chapter 766 could fit 
into the declining enrollment 
problem. 

An argument at the end of 
the meeting as to whether the 
committee could endorse the 
concepts presented, resulted in 
a hopelessly tangled set of 
motions. Edward Shapiro felt 
the committee should not vote 
late at night. On some issues 
Rochelle Alexander said that 
endorsement "might ap¬ 
proval." imply tacit Others, 
like Mrs. Alexander felt they 
still lacked sufficient in¬ 
formation on various subjects. 
The late night conflict led one 
observer to comment, "they're 
going to have to fish or cut bait 
soon."

Men's T-shirts have also joined the color 
explosion and now come in every hue 
imaginable sporting designs that include 
everything from silk screen transfers of 
yesteryear's movie greats to photo 
transfers of beer cans, motor cycles and 
boldly enlarged flowers. 

Jeans have always been "saddle born”;

2 garlic cloves, crushed 

2 cups tomato sauce 
1 cup Burgundy wine 
1 tablespoon oregano 
1 tablespoon chopped parsley 
1 tablespoon basil 
1 tablespoon salt 
Pinch of pepper 

1 pound shrimp, shelled and devclned 
4 cups hot cooked rice 

Dust chicken pieces with seasoned flour i flour combined 
with teaspoon salt, 4 teaspoon pepper, 's teaspoon 
paprika). In skillet, saute chicken pieces in butter until 
golden; remove from pan. In same pan, saute onions and 
crushed garlic, stirring until onions are tender but not 
browned. Add tomato sauce, Burgundy, oregano, parsley, 
basil, salt and pepper. Return chicken to skillet; cook 
covered over low heat for 45 minutes until tender. Transfer 
chicken to platter. Bring sauce to a boil; add shrimps and 
cook over moderate heat just until they are pink, about 4 
minutes. Pour sauce over hot rice and top with chicken 
pieces. Serves 6.

The term "coffee Clotche" comes from 
the German "kaffee Klatsch” and Is 
defined as a "ladies afternoon coffee party 
or any informal social gathering at which 
coffee is served—usually with small 
pastries and cakes and a generous helping 
of gossip." 


Blushing cream cones 


This form of entertaining often proves to 
be more relaxing for the hostess and 
guests with the arrival time planned for 
around 8 or 9. Friends on a diet will ap¬ 
preciate a bowl of fruit and one low calorie 
dessert. By all means, create a sensation 
with a cake or pie that defies description. 

Suggested here are Blushing Cream 
Cones. The dainty yeast-raised sweet rolls 
are filled with a mixture of cream cheese, 
cherries and almonds. The compliments 
will make the effort of making them 
worthwhile. Bearing in mind the high price 
of sugar, we promise not to include any 
recipe calling for more than 1 cup of that 
precious ingredient. 

BLUSHING CREAM CONES 

2 to 24 cups unsifted flour 

4 cup sugar 
teaspoon salt 

1 pkg. active dry yeast 

4 cup milk 

cup water 

2 tablespoons margarine 

1 egg, at room temperature 

2 pkgs. (3 oz.ea.) cream cheese, softened 

2 tablespoons sugar 

1 egg yolk 

4 teaspoon almond extract 

Vi cup blanched almonds, toasted 

4 cup chopped candled cherries (op¬ 
tional) 

In a large bowl thoroughly mix 4 cup 
flour, 4 cup sugar, salt and active dry 
yeast. Combine milk, water and 
margarine in a saucepan. Heat over low 
heat until liquids are very warm (120-130 
degrees). Margarine does not need to 
melt. Gradually add to dry ingredients and 
beat 2 minutes at medium speed of electric 
mixer, scraping bowl occasionally. Add 
egg and 4 cup flour or enough flour to 
make a thick batter and beat at high speed 
for 2 minutes, scraping bowl occasionally. 
Stir in enough additional flour to make a 
soft dough. Turn out onto lightly floured 
board; knead until smooth and elastic, 
about 8-10 minutes. 

Place in a greased bowl, turning to 
grease top. Cover; let rise in warm place, 
free from draft, until doubled in bulk about 
1 hour. Cream together cheese and 2 
tablespoons sugar until fluffy; beat in egg 
yolk and almond extract. Stir In almonds 
and cherries. Refrigerate until ready to 
use. 

Punch dough down; turn out onto lightly 
greased board. Roll dough into a 15-inch 
square. Cut into 25 3-inch squares. Place 


about 2 teaspoons cheese mixture in center 
of each square. Overlap 2 opposite cor¬ 
ners. Seal seam tightly to form cones. 
Place on greased baking sheets. Cover; let 
rise 1 hour. Bake in hot 400 degree oven 
about 12 minutes or until done. Remove to 
wire racks to cool; dust lightly with con¬ 
fectioners’ sugar. Makes 25 cones 
COCONUT FILBERT COFFEE RING 
4 cup brown sugar, packed 
Vi cup chopped filberts 
3 1 cup toasted coconut 

2 cups sifted flour 

2*3 teaspoons baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 

On^thlrd cup granulated sugar 
Onc-third cup shortening 
1 egg, slightly beaten 
Oue^JUrji cup milk 

3 tablespoons butter or marg., melted 
Combing;Jirown sugar, filberts and 

coconut and mix thoroughly. Sift together 
flour, bakingpowder, salt and sugar. Cut 
in shortening. Qdjpbine egg and milk and 
blend. Add to flqqf.piixture, stirring until 
soft dough is fottmit- Place on lightly 
floured board and kjl^ad 30 seconds. Roll 
into an 18 x 9-inch rectangle and brush with 
part of melted butter, f^read with coconut 
mixture and roll fronti^Ort side as for 
jellyroll.

Qru$h with 
remaining melted butter and bake 'at 400 
degrees 20-25 minutes. (If desired,'.ljaze 
with thin icing.)

3 pkgs. (8 oz.ea.) cream cheese

2 tablespoons flour 

1 cup sour cream

4 teaspoon paprika 

4 cup sauterne wine 
14 cups sour cream 
Parsley (optional) 

Boil potatoes in jackets; cool, peel and slice thinly. 
Arrange in well buttered baking dish, 8x8x2 inches. Saute 
mushrooms in butter in frying pan. Spread mushrooms 
over the potatoes. Sprinkle with half the salt and pepper as 
well as paprika. Add wine; spread half the sour cream on 
top. Then arrange the fish slices. Sprinkle with remaining 
seasonings and top with remaining sour cream.

Mint Cream (recipe follows) 

Chocolate Glaze (recipe follows) 

Melt chocolate and margerine together over hot water. In 
a bowl, beat together eggs and sugar until ivory-colored; 
add flour, nuts and chocolate mixture; stir until combined. 
Pour the batter evenly into a greased and flour-dusted 9- 
inch square pan. Bake in a 350 degree oven for 25 minutes or 
until toothpick inserted in center comes out clean.

BOSTON—John E. Foristall, 
IRS District Director for 
Massachusetts, cautioned 
taxpayers about to file their 
1974 federal income tax return 
to check it over carefully 
before mailing it to the 
Andover IRS Service Center.

Auduben Society 
It's hard to believe that 
fifteen years of suburban 
growth would not reduce the 
bird population in an area. 

Yet a fifteen-year study of 
trends in the Christmas Counts 
within the Concord. Mass., 
district—which includes all or 
parts of other towns, such as 
Acton, Stow, Harvard, Lit¬ 
tleton, Carlisle, Framingham 
and Bolton—indicates only 
minor fluctuations over the 
years. There have been, of 
course, bountiful years and 
poor years on such birds as 
evening grosbeaks and other 
erratics. But the stay-at-home 
birds of New England winters 
apparently have been finding 
the space to remain. 

Peter Alden, who is a staff 
ornithologist with the 
Massachusetts Audubon 
Society, did the analysis. There 
were ups and downs in the 
o totals. On snowy days there are 
fewer birds reported, the 
weather probably affecting the 
bird counters more than the 
birds. Also the numbers of 
persons counting birds has a 
correlation with the numbers 
of birds counted. In the year 
that 17 observers were afield, 
the total count was 5160 birds. 
The year that 64 observers 
participated, the total count 
was 38,721 birds. 

There have been some shifts 
in the prevalence of certain 
species. Strangely, the declines 
seem to be among birds which 
one might suppose would 
benefit most from having 
human neighbors, because 
these species largely are birds 
that will visit feeders. 

"The blue jays’ over¬ 
population in 1971 and sudden 
decline in 1972 are evident in 
the figures," Alden says. “In 
fact, several species, such as 
blue jays, evening grosbeaks, 
purple finches, mourning 
doves and American gold¬ 
finches may have started a 
decline from highs in the 1968- 
71 period. Only by continued 
help with censusing can we 
determine if the decline is 
temporary. 

“The group of birds most 
poorly represented on counts 
are woodland owls. Only a 
minute fraction of those 
present are ever recorded, and 
staUstics depend more on the 
___ whim of people than owls." 
Meanwhile, a few unusual 
birds have appeared in the 
fifteen-year period within this 
inland birding area. As Alden 
asks: 

"Do you think Thoreau, 
Brewster and Griscom in all 
their years of birding in the 
Concord area could imagine 
any of the following birds being 
present here in winter: great 
cormorant, mute swan, snow 
goose, gadwall, shoveler, 
peregrine falcon, sora rail, red¬ 
headed woodpecker, redbeilied 
woodpecker, black-backed 
three-toed woodpecker, 
eastern phoebe, boreal 
chickadee, wood thrush, 
Bohemian waxwing, northern 
waterthrush, yellowthroat, 
yellow-breasted chat, black¬ 
headed grosbeak, rose- 
breasted grosbeak, vesper 
sparrow, lark sparrow, white- 
crowned sparrow and clay- 
colored sparrow?" 

The Concord count area has 
had an unusual number of 
national high counts for a few 
species—which means that 
there are more birds of a 
particular species—which 
particular species — with¬ 
in a fifteen-mile radius of 
Concord center than in any 
other similar circle in 
America. The species in which 
national highs have occurred 
are goshawks, blue jays, black- 
capped chickadees, hairy 
woodpeckers, white-breasted 
nuthatches and American 
goldfinches.

How to get more meat 
for your meat dollar 

Price per portion, not price per pound 

No matter what cuts of meat you buy, 
here's an important rule to follow. It's the 
price per serving that counts, not the price 
per pound. If boneless round is $1.49 per 
pound it's a better buy than short ribs at 
98 per pound. Because you can get 4 
servings out of the boneless round at about 
38' apiece. Whereas you might only get 
two serv ings out of the short ribs at about 
49' apiece. 

Of course the size of a serving really 
depends on your family's individual needs. 
But three ounces of cooked lean meat is 
the most common definition of a serving. 
And two is a satisfactory amount for small 
children, or older people with small 
appetites. 

In planning your shopping list, the 
following guides to portions per pound can 
help.

2. Put two sheets of paper between pairs of 
shaped patties or steaks, so that they can 
easily be separated while still frozen. 

3. Wrap the meat tightly in moisture and 
vapor-proof paper. Lay the meat in the 
center of the wrap, bring the long edges 
together, fold over and over, butcher's 
style Hat against the meat, fold ends of the 
wrup over and over to make u tight seal. 
Tie firmly or seal with freezer tape. 

4.1.abel each package with contents and 
date of storage. Be sure to use the meat 
before the recommended storage time is 
up. 

5. Freezer storage times are 6-8 months for 
beef and poultry, 6-7 months for lamb, 3-1 
months for pork and veal. 1-3 months for 
ground meat and cooked meat and 1 
month for sausage.

Visitors are guided thru the 
exhibit by Adam, a seven-year- 
old Narragensett boy, 
modelled after Paulla Jen¬ 
nings' own son. Adam first 
introduces himself and a larger 
counterpart of himself, whose 
body contains things 
significant in relationship to 
Mother Earth. 

For example, in the hands 
are food, clothing, and 
shelter—items given by 
Mother Earth to Adam (and 
everyone). In the heart are 
sacred things of Native 
Americans, used in their 
religions basically to thank 
Mother Earth for life she gives. 
The stomach and feet sections 
demonstrate that Adam, and 
all Native Americans, retain 
their traditional ways while 
they are at the same time part 
of the modem world. The 
stomach holds traditional 
foods, like cranberries and 
johnny cakes, but also a coke 
and hamburger, staples of the 
dominant culture. On the feet 
are moccasins and sneakers— 
both have their place in the 
world of today’s Native 
Americans. 

The first section deals with 
the basics Mother Earth 
provides for life: food, clothing 
and shelter. The second section 
is concerned with stereotypes 
of Native Americans, while the 


third, representing the heart, 
relates to things of spiritual 
nature. 

The last of the sections 
contains four Mother Earth 
models—the first showing her 
in natural state as made by the 
Creator; the second with 
buildings, highways, tunnels, 
etc.; and third portraying 
complete destruction by man 
as a result of his misuse of 
Mother Earth's gifts. 

At the last model, which is 
empty, objects from the first 
three models are provided sc 
that a child may choose and 
build the Mother Earth he 
prefers. 

We’re Still Here also exhibits 
a map showing tribes in New 
England 300 years ago and the 
land areas they occupied, 
together with a map indicating 
the tribes in New England 
today and where they are now 
located; as well as a list of 
things adapted from or con¬ 
tributed by Native Americans 
to the present dominant 
society. ’ 

It is Adam's hope thaf 
visitors will come to realize 
there are Native Americans all 
over this continent today Just 
as there were 350 years ago, 
and not only that they are still 
here, but that they have much 
to offer, just as they have of¬ 
fered much in the past.

Q—Can veterans reserve 
space in a national cemetery? 

A—Any veteran whose 
separation from the service 
was for reasons other than 
dishonorable is eligible for 
burial in a national cemetery, 
but advance reservations are 
not accepted. Each veteran is 
entitled to one grave. Next-of- 
kin must share space with the 
deceased veteran. 

Q—I entered military service 
before completing high school. 

I was honorably discharged 
last month after four years of 
duty. Am I eligible for GI Bill 
benefits while finishing high 
school? 

A—Yes. Veterans in your 
category may receive 
educational aesistance without 
charge against basic en¬ 
titlement. That entitlement 
thus remains available for 
post-secondary schooling. 

Q—I receive 20 per cent VA 
disability compensation. I am 
66 years old and retired. May I 
waive this compensation and 
receive pension. 

A—You should file a claim 
for pension benefits. Con¬ 
sideration will be given to 
medical information, your 
period of active military duty, 
and income and net worth 
information. After considering 
these factors you will be paid 
the greater benefit.

(I’ll send you a copy if you’ll 
write to me for it). Then I 
suggested that they sit down 
together and talk over each 
item . . . mortgage ... in¬ 
surances . . . .utilities . . . 
food, clothing . . . school costs 
. . .transportation.', .evento 
the listing of all debts. For each 
item they were to discuss the 
family needs and agree upon a 
figure. The total would then be 
arrived at for the week... the 
month ... the year. 

Secondly ... the INCOME 


for each is to BE SET DOWN 
against the expense budget. I 
am surprised at the nuer of 
husbands and wives who do not 
know each other’s income. 
They live in seclusion from 
each other . . . hardly a 
inarrtage . . . when there's so 
much lack of trust to not reveal 
incomes. A decision must be 
reached on how to handle the 
incomes from each. Pool it? 
Save one income? Both 
husband and wife would make 
this joint decision. 

The third step is to reach a 
decision on WHO’S TO HAN¬ 
DLE EACH ITEM. Who writes 
the checks for utilities . . . 
mortgage. . . insurances each 
month? It makes no difference 
... so long as there is an 
agreement and each keeps to 
the agreement. Included in the 
budget should be an item for 
which each is to be handled as 
each wishes. 

It's hardly cricket for a wife 
to have to ask her husband for 
money to buy him a birthday 
gift. . . nor for a husband to 
have to ask his wife for money 
to go to the barber. "Gordon's 
money," Marge’s money’" 
were two additional items in 
their budget 

Gordon and Marge agreed to 
sit down together once each 
month to review the budget and 
any items that required their 
joint decision. They found that 
out of this plan they had more 
money for savings than they 
had before, and the monthly 
discussions over the budget 
. . . instead of a quarreling 
session . . . became a study 
session on the most ad¬ 
vantageous way to Invest their 
savings. 

Two big values emerged 
from this program. They got to 
talking together. Their anger 
over misunderstandings and 
suspicions was disipated. That 
energy was channeled into 
positive financial advantage.

GROW CUCUMBERS: Now 
that the seed catalogs are in, 
don't forget to add cucumber 
seed to your list. We've got 
cucumbers that can be grown 
in pots or tubs, and which can 
be trained to grow on trellises 
or strings, taking up very little 
space around the house. 

If you own a greenhouse and 
want to grow cucumbers, use 
those varieties bred for 
greenhouse production only. 
That doesn't mean that garden 
cucumbers won’t grow in the 
greenhouse; they will, but the 
European varieties are 
recommended for greenhouse 
production only, not for out¬ 
doors. 

The European or Greenhouse 
cucumbers cannot be grown 
outside as they are seedless 
and self-pollinating. Any ad¬ 
ditional pollination from bees, 
insects, wind, would cause seed 
pods to form in the cucumber, 
and make it gourd-like Ahd 
unusuable. Make sitfji-you 
order the right kiiyjjor cuke 
seed, when maMm? out the 
order. ,JBF 
There arg'Several "all- 
female" c^rambers available 
for tb# 1 home gardener, 
r, one of the hybrids, is 
”60 days) and has an all 
lie parent. A few male 
are enclosed with the 
emales for higher yields. 
Usually, the allfemale vines 
start to bear very early and 
some of the fruits are crooked 
or mis-shaped. The normal 
cukes are slender and fairly 
long, greenish in color and 
great to eat. 

If you're one who can't eat 
cucumbers because they "talk 
back” to you, try the Burpless 
26, a Japanese hybrid, long, 


slim and curved. Skin is so 
tender you don't have to peel it 
to eat it. Marketmore 70 is a 
very dependable producer, 
carrying resistance to scab and 
mosaic diseases. Victory is an 
all American winner, ripening 
in 50 days, probably the 
earliest slicing cucumber. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: 
"We have some nut trees which 
seldom bear nuts. We heard 
that if you beat the bark with a 
ball bat, it will make the trees 
bear. Is that true?" 

Whacking the trunk of a tree 
(or driving iron nails into) 
have little to do with making it 
bear. Iron has nothing to do 
with bearing of nuts. Often, it's 
the age of a tree; some 
varieties bear earlier than 
others. For example, McIntosh 
apple trees start bearing at the 
age of 6 or 7, while Golden 
Delicious beings to fruit at a 
younger age, 4 to 6 years. 
Weather at pollinating time 
can affect bearing. Bees are 
lazy in bad weather and won't 
work on the blooms. 

Sometimes a spring frost will 
kill the blossoms, preventing 
set of nuts and trees. 
Sometimes whacking the trunk 
might act like ringing the bark 
does, but usually it’s not worth 
the effort.

They heard newly. elected 
President J.S. Normaft,'-pledge 
to work toward restoring 
public confidence in* the 
national economy, an<L in 
housing markets across Mje 
country. 

“This industry has hit bot¬ 
tom,” Norman told the NAHB” 
Board of Directors, the policy 
making body of the 77,000 
member association. "From 
here on, we’re going to be 
moving up.” 

NAHB Executive Vice 
President Nathaniel H. Rogg 
urged the convention delegates 
to "lay asides pessimism" and 
to take a realistic look at the 
problems confronting the 
housing industry. 

According to Sidney 
Rosenthal, president of the 
Builders Association of 
Greater Boston, the general 
consensus of economists and 
housing and • government 
leaders was that the housing 
industry and the economy in 
general would gather 
momentum in the latter 
months of this year. 

The unknown in the current 
situation, Rosenthal said, "is 


not whether the overall 
economy will improve, but 
when.” 

A number of signs already 
are pointing to a turnaround in 
housing, Rosenthal explained, 
including a return of savings to

Housing and nursing home 


Because of lengthy appeals and legal en¬ 
tanglements expected, the Newton Community 
Development Foundation (NCDF) has applied for 
a five-year extension of its permissive use to build 
50 units of low- and moderate-income housing at 
Hamlet Street, Chestnut Hill.

Recreation, conservation don't see eye to eye

Whether or not Perini land and Development 
Foundation builds 225 condominium units and an 
office building on two adjacent sites on Com¬ 
monwealth Ave may rest on a conflict between 
the recreation comission and the conservation 
commission. 

The conservation commission needs support of 
the recreation commission to obtain funding to 
purchase the land, formerly Norumbega Park. 

At the Feb. 11 meeting of the conservation com¬ 
mission, Dr. Burton Levine, chainnan of the 
recreation commission said his commission voted 
to support the taking of Norumbega land without 


realizing it may cost the city $500,000. He said if 
such money were available, the recreation com¬ 
mission would prefer to purchass a skating rink. 
He saw the issue of the money as a parting of the 
way between recreation and conservation. Levine 
later staled he was speaking for himself per¬ 
sonally. 

The recreation commission had sent two letters 
i ndicating support to the conservation commission. 
However, observers at the recreation com¬ 
mission's meeting where this issue was raised 
recall that the commission was reluctant to spend 
money on the land. 

There are man in the city who agree with Dennis 
Ditelberg, chairman of the conservation com¬ 


mission that Norumbega represents a "recreation 
and conservation resource." Deb by Howard, 
another commissioner, said the site is "the one last 
large parcel of land on the north side of Beacon 
Street." 

In terms of funding, if the conse nation com¬ 
mission were to receive the support of the 
recreation commission, they might be eligible to 
get 50 percent of the money from the Bureau of 
Outdoor Recreation, 25 percent from the Deart- 
menl of Natural Resources self-help program and 
the remaining 25 percent from the city of Newton. 
However, the city would have to put up the money 
and then be reimbursed.

Budget up 
for vote

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
outlined the School Committee's $647,669 
ait from his recommended budget of $31 
million to more than 160 people at Mon¬ 
day's public hearing on the budget. 

The nine committee members will have 
made a final decision on tnese tenative 
cuts for a final budget Wednesday. 

During the regular meeting before the 
public hearing, Committeeman Alvin 
Mandell read a statement saying "the 
present ireduced) budget represents loo 
large a burden on the people of Newton," 
and, considering re-valuation, he wants 
the committee to send the budget back to 
Superintendent Fink-and have him reduce 
it another $1 million. 

Mandeb's statement was preceeded by 
remarks that he was "sympathetic" with 
Aldermanic Finance Committee Chair¬ 
man Sidney Small's criticism of the School 
Committee's budget process last week. 

The public hearing began with Newton 
Teachers' Association President Robert 
Provencher criticizing the complete cut of 
$68,150 for sabbatical leaves. He said 
sabbatical leaves are "critical to the 
professional renewal of Newton teacher, 
and their absence will effect the com¬ 
petency of the staff." 

The Murray Road annex to Newton 
North High School was strongly defended 
by at lcasi seven speakers at the hearing, 
one of whom polled the audience with a 
show of hands and found more than 70 
people in favor of the school. 

Fink said the costs of plant maintenance 
at the school was $20,364, which, if the 100 
students and the program were housed in 
the high school, would probably have to be 
spent on additional counseling and 
remedial help. 

Two speakers were opposed to con¬ 
tinuing Murray Road school. 

Hyde School Principal Arthur 
Laugh land spoke in favor of the afternoon 
and evening recreation program at Hyde, 
Carr, and Burr schools, and evening 
programs at Countryside and Oak Hill. 

Laughland said more than 75 people 
show up each family night, and the 
program was an important part of 
developing schools as a center of the 
community. 

Moved by Laughland's comments and 
the effective cut in half of after-school 
sports at the schools, Mandell told the 
public he would urge reconsideration of 
the $23,327 program that the committee 
cut before. 


A Cabot School mother said she was 
willing to pay the $1.72 in her tax rate 
would be saved from the $647,669 cut, if the 
29-1 pupil-teacher ratio in the Kin¬ 
dergarten-first grade classrooms at her 
children's school. 

She said the committee should make 
education its policy, not money.

Recently, the CACDE moved 
that "as a condition precedent 
to closing a school, a fully 
planned use sha 11 be presented 
b the board of aldermen." An 
empty school reverts back to 
the city. 

Committeew Oman Joce 
Picard stated that "this is a 
statement of concern, we don't 
recomend a closing of a school 
liglrtl, it's the utilization that is 
the important concern." 

The committe e has explored 
several ways in which the 
schools could be used. Use b 


the elderly was recommended 
by I/xs Alexander, who said 
the human resources depart¬ 
ment was searching for one 
more site for a drop in center. 

Dr. Ronald N uttal noted that 
according to the study made b 
Vincent Silluzio, dirctor of 
research and planning for the 
Newton schools, there are 13.2 
elderly persons in Newton. 

When som c roblems 
regarding utilization of the 
schools for this purpose were 
raised, illiam Shaevel said “if 
Boston can cure a problem, we 
can." Shaevel referred to the 
fact that there are nine schools 
in Boston which use a part of 
their buildings f or the elderly. 

Two members of the com¬ 
mittee were clearl against 
having a school remain open if 
the enrollment was under 300 
students.oyce Picard said she 
felt “children in small schools 
are at a disadvantage.” Dr. 
uttall stated that with "fewer 
than 300 students, the building 
shouldn't be run as a school 
and the school committee 
should be encouraged to 
release the space to the city.” 

However, William Shaevel 
countere ith the statement that 


"there Is no evidence to sup¬ 
port the theory that any school 
is infa-ior due to it size." To 
illustrate this, he pointed to 
private schools. 

Picar felt that "private 
schools tend to be elitist and 
that small schools ma lead to 
elitist pockets." She suggested 
examining the possibilities of 
having industry use a building 
or possibly having a building 
used for housing. 

It was noted by Picard that 
the cultural affairs com¬ 
mission had made recom¬ 
mendations for the use of 
Peabody House and that Polly 
Egelscn, cultural affairs s 
chairwoman, stated the use 
intended for Peabody could be 
implemented in an empty 
schooL 

The committee also 


reviewed the possibilities of 
day care. Picard saw day care 
as offering a "strong in¬ 
ducement" to parents to enroll 
children in less crowded 
schools in the city.

Development funds to be 
under control of aldermen

The new community- 
develcpment plan for utilizing 
the $2.1 millier coming to the 
city of Newton for the next 
three years got approval from 
three committees of the Board 
of Aldermen last week, after 
being told by Planning 
Director Charles Thomas that 
the Board of Aldermen will 
have the ultimate control over 
the money. 

At a joint meeting of the 
Finance, Public Works, and 
City Planning Committees, 
Stanley Miller, chairman of the 
Planning Board, described the 
plan as presented to the Board 
as giving the “most bang for a 
buck." 

Miller was referring to the 
components of the plan that 
utilize federal money to 
upgrade neighborhoods and 
housing. 

Using the money to subsidize 
interest rates on rehabilitation 
mortgages for housing and to 
upgrade neighborhoods will 
encourage other hoeowners 
and businessmen to improve 
their property, Miller said, 
calling this concept 
‘‘leverage." 

Miller pointed out the major 
change in the plan as it has 
been revised during the 
"citizen participation" process 
— the elimination of Stearns

The application for federal 
funds must be submitted to the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development byOO pril 
15 and must first be reviewed 
by the state Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council. The Board of 
Aldermen must take final 
action on the pla n by Feb. 25 to 
meet these deadlines. 

Aid. S’dney Small, chairman 
of the aldermanic Finance 
Committee, asked whether the 
Board of Aldermen will have 
any crntrol over the use of the 
money, which in the first year 
of the program will provide the 
city with $655,000,and whether 
the city is bound to spend it 
exactly as outlined in the ap¬ 
plication. 

Planning Director Charles 
Thomas, whose department 
will administer the program, 
replied that the Board will 
retain control over the money 
by being able to place it in 
separate accounts earmarked 
for specific programs. 

There is provision in the 
Housing and Community 
Development Act of 1974, under 
wich the federal funds are 
allocated, for a 10 percent 
"leeway,” Thomas said, for 
changing the plan for ex¬ 
penditure. If the plan is to be 
changed further, there are 
procedures for amending it. 

Several aldermen wanted 
more safeguards against abuse 
or mismanagement of the 
program. 

Aid. David Cohen proposed 
an amendment to the 
resolution by which the Board 
would accept the plan that 
would require written 
guidelines for continued citizen 
participation and definitions of 
job hmetions related to the 
administration of the plan. 

Aid. Mark W hite questioned 
whether the designation of 
West Newton, Nonantum, and 
Newton Corner as "target 
areas," and the selection of 
housing sites on Staniford 
Street, Auburndale, and Paul 
Street, Newtai Centre, were 
appropriate. 

“You have taken a limited 
view of 'community’ in this 
community development 
plan,” he said. “TTiis is sup¬ 
posed to be housing for (all) 
Newtcn," he said. 


Miller, explained that the 
proposal for housing in 
Nonantum at the old Stearns 
School site was dropped 
because of strong 
neighborhood opposition, "e’d 
make a mockery of the par¬ 
ticipatory process if we didn't 
listen.” 

With assuranc es of continued 
citizen participation in the 
implementation of the plan and 
continuous control of the 
money by .the Board of 
Aldermen, all three com¬ 
mittees unanimously passed 
the acceptance of the plan as 
amended. 

The money for the first year 
can be available to the city by 
July 1. 

Although the six-year 
program is dealt with in two 
three-year plans, the law 
requires a new application, 
preceded by public hearings, 
each year.

Pines proposes limit 
to supermarket profit 


Rep. Lois G. Pines (D-

The time has come to 
prohibit the practices of 
stockpiling in the food in¬ 
dustry-holding large in¬ 
ventories of a certain item with 
the intention of selling when 
the price of that item in¬ 
creases. Food is the most 
critical expenditure of every 
family. Government must now 
step in to protect the public. We 
can no longer quietly accept 
windfall profits of supermarket 
chains when the elderly and 
poor are eating dog food,” Rep. 
Pines said. 

"The escalation of the price 
of food has been meteoric," 
Rep. Pines continued. "For 
example, a particular cake 
mix I purchased several weeks 
ago sold at $1.05. The same box 
can be found on the shelf of the 


crease of nearly 25 per cent on 
an item bought at the same 
original invoice price. The 
price of one brand of dog food 
has increased from $1.95 to 
$2.69 in a few months. Dog food 
does not contain sugar. The 
legislation (H-5111) I have 
proposed would attempt to 
prevent such occurrences by 
prohibiting inventory profits 
for an individual item from 
exceeding the average in¬ 
ventory profits on that item for 
the previous 36 months.” 

The bill would force the food 
industry—retailers, manuf¬ 
acturers, and wholesalers—to 
submit inventory records to the 
State Department of Cor¬ 
porations and Taxation. 

Rep. Pines continued, “This 
bill would not allow members 
of the food industry, which is so 
directly tied to the public 
welfare, the continued luxury 
of secrecy over their pricing 
and inventory stock-piling. By 
allowing government to get to 
the core of the supermarket 
operation this legislation would 
serve as an effective tool in the 
urgent campaign against

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Revaluation in 
its final phase

Revaluation of all real and 
personal property in the City of 
Newtcn is entering its last 
stage. 

The'project, eaded by a team 
from the Cole-La yer-Trumble 
Company has a deadline of 
June 30. 

Paul Reinhard, project 
supervisor, reported this week 
that the “review phase" was 90 
per cent completed. This is the 
final (becking phase in which 
the inspection information on 
property record cards is 
reviewed by professional 
appraisers as they take a look 
at each pared. 

The next step is to pick up 
leftovers, real estate changes 
and new construction. Then 
values will be finalized for 
25,000 parcels of real estate, 
including residential, in¬ 
dustrial and commercial. 
Appraisals are then turned 
over to the Newton Board of 
Assessors. 

Reinhard estimates that 
notices of the new values will 
go to property owners probably 
the first of April. 

After notification, the ap¬ 
praisal firm will hold informal 
hthatearings so property 


owners can present their cases 
if they feel that their property 
is not appraised at 1974 market 
value. The object of the 
equalization appraisal is to 
record current values for 
everyone so that, in effect, 
each property is compared 
with every other property 
fairly and equitably, Reinhard 
said. 

Reinhard stated tht the new 
appraised values will un¬ 
doubtedly be much higher than 
previous assessments, owever, 
he indicated that "this does not 
mean that properly taxes will 
increase proportionately." 

Reinhard indicated that 
while taxes may go up in those 
areas where properly has been 
underassessed, they may be 
less in those cases where 
assessments were properly 
maintained or may have been 
overassessed. 

Property appraisal notices 
for the City of Newton will 
project the anticipated tax rate 
and tax bill based on the new 
valuation and last year’s city 
budget. However, Reinhard 
noted that the exact tax bill will 
not be determineduntil the new 
tax rate has been established.

School Committee 
short $500,000 


After the School Committee 
passes its school budget for 
fiscal 1976, it will have to come 
back and make financial 
decisions for the rest of fiscal 
1975. 

The School Committee faces 
an anticipated $520,000 deficit 
in its current budget. 

The amount is the total of 
“underestimates" the schools 
are operating with now. 

The bulk of the increased 
cost is in fuel and utilities, 
totaling $337,552. Other in¬ 
creases include $4,012 for Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield coverage 
and $141,651 fir busing Newton 
students to Newton private 
schools in Newton. 

Harry Vienneau, director of 
the administration’s budget 


and accounting office, said this 
week he plans to submit a 
statement on the deficit to the 
School Committee meeting at 
one of its regular business 
meetings after current budget 
matters are finished. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink said the Figure for 
increased heating costs might 
wind up below the $330,000 
figure because “it’s been a 
good winter, so far.” 

Fink said he hopes to make 
up the amount needed by 
cutting from accounts now yet 
spent. 

“I'm not going back to the 
Board of Alderm en (to ask for 
an appropriation) if I can help 
it,” FTnk said. 


Rep. Pines, Graphic editor speak 
on proposed open meeting law 
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Rubbish contract may 
still have problems 


Three minor revisions to 
Newton ordinances approved 
by the Legislation & Rules 
Committee dear the way for 
the signing of a contract for the 
construction of a transfer-haul 
station for the disposal of 
Newton's and Waltham's 
rubbish. 

An appropriation of $50,000 
was aproved by the Board of 
Aldermen Feb 3 so that the 
five-year contract could be 
entered into with SC A Disposal 
Services, which will build the 
transfer-haul station and 
dispose of the two cities' 
rubbish. 


In spite of Board approval, 
there may be efforts to delay 
the implementation of the 
contract. 

Aid. Richard Bullwinkle 
feels that contract changes in 
regard to Waltham's share of 
the alteration of a street corner 
are being contemplated, and 
feels that the Board of 
Aldermen should be involved in 
whatever change may be 
made. 

There is also a legal question 
about the use of the incinerator 
land by a private firm, 
Bullwinkle feels. 


Roberts installed 
as director of Realtors 


State Rep. Lois G. ines and 
Newton Graphic Editor 
Cynthia. Black testified last 
week on a proposed new open 
meeting law for 
Massachusetts. 

The new law calls for stricter 
provisions for when executive 
sessions can be held and 
proposes a money penalty for 
violations. 

"The concept of open 
meetings is based on the 
simple proposition that the 
proper place to transact public 
business is before the public," 
Rep. Pines said. “This theory 
has its roots in the belief that 
the best government stems 
from representatives who are 
responsive to the wishes of an 
intelligent public and that the 
public can be intelligent in 
civic affairs only if it is well- 
informed.” 

The new law provides that all 
meetings will be open unless 
legitimately voted closed only 
for the following reasons: 

—to discuss someone's 
character or mental or 
physical health, but not to 
discuss the appointment of 
someone to a public body. 

—collective bargaining or 
litigation strategy sessions. 

—discussion of deployment 
of security personnel or 
devices. 

—investigation of alleged 
criminal misconduct. 

—consideration of real 
property transactions when 
such discussions would hurt the 
governing body’s bargaining 
position. 

—to comply with state or 


federal grant-in-aid 
requirements. Currently, 
executive session provisions 
are stated more vaguely: 
“Executive session may be 
held only for the purpose of 
discussing, deliberating or 
voting on those matters which 
by general or special statute 
cannot be made public,...- 
matters which might adversely 
affect the public security, the 
financial interest of the city, or 
reputation of any person.” 

The new bill also would 
require that every newly 
elected official in the Com¬ 
monwealth receive a copy of 
the open meeting law and sign 
a statement saying he un¬ 
derstood it. 

It clarifies what would 
constitute an "emergency" 
session, and,in all other cases, 
requires 72 hours notice of all 
regular meetings instead of the 
current 24 hours notice. 

It would require that no 
executive session could be held 
unless the governmental body 
has first convened in an open 
session for which proper notice 
has been given, two-thirds of 
the members vote to go into 
executive session, the 
presiding officer has cited the 
reasons for the closed meeting 
under the law, the presiding 
officer states whether or not 
the body will reconvene in open 
session after the executive 
session. 

Any person "knowingly 
violating” any provisions of the 
law would be subject to fines of 
no less than $50 and no more 
than $500 if a paid official, no 


less than $10 nor more than 
$200 if an unpaid official. 

This provision appears to be 
the most controversial. 

Common Cause, a main 
author of the bill, defends this 
provision, a substitution for 
invalidation of any action 
taken . in an illegal session, on 
the basis that invalidation of 
action of fines of the state or 
town penalizes the taxpayers, 
not the officials. 

If convicted, officials would 
be personally responsible for 
payment of the fine. 

Opponents to the fine feel it 
would discourage citizens from 
seeking office or accepting 
appointments to committees, 
boards or commissions. 

"The abuses of secrecy 
imperil individual rights and 
democratic institutions,” Rep. 
Pines told the members of the 
Public Administration Com¬ 


mittee. "The proposed 
legislation would limit the use 
of executive sessions by 
governmental bodies and 
would impose penalties on 
public officials who willfully 
violate the law.” 

"The success of strong open 
meeting laws in Wisconsin, 
Florida and Oregon demon¬ 
strates the need in 
Massachusetts to pass this 
bill,” she concluded. 

Miss Black told the corn- 
mi ttee her prim e concern is the 
sections of the law that clarify 
the reasons for which an 
executive session can be held. 

“Certainly specific criteria 
for closing a meeting will help 
the press, will make our jobs 
easier," she said. "However, it 
is erroneous to assume that an 
open meeting law is a law to

Proposed holida ys 

Massachusetts already has more 
holidays than any other State in the Union. 
But by the end of the present legislative 
session on Beacon Hill it may have a couple 
of additional ones. 

Strong sentiment exists for making May 
29, the birthdate of the late President John 

F. Kennedy, a legal holiday in 
Massachusetts. 

Admirers of JFK, who was born in the 
Bay State, are arguing that if Martin 
Luther King’s birthday is to be a holiday in 
Massachusetts, so should the birthday of 
John F. Kennedy, one of our martyred 
Presidents. 

Present indications are that the day on 
which the Presidential election is held next 
year will be made at least a half-holiday 
and possibly a full holiday in order to 
attract more people to the polls. 

Opponents of that measure says that 
some people may go away for the day 
$ instead of voting if Election Day is made a 
holiday, and that the law may defeat its 
own purpose. However, supporters of the 
proposal appeat to outnumber its op- 
■ ponents. 

A bill also has been filed which would 
make Primary Day a holiday, but at this 
time considerable doubt exists that it will 
be enacted into law. 

Massachusetts now has 11 state-wide 
holidays and two local holidays, March 17 
and June 17, which are observed in Suffolk 
County only. Some of those holidays such 
as Memorial Day, Columbus Day and 
Veterans’ Day would be moved back to 
their original dates if bills now pending in 
the Legislature are adopted. Here are 
some of the proposals awaiting considera¬ 
tion by the Legislature. 

One bill would make Feb. 12, Abraham 
Lincoln’s Birthday, a legal holiday. Only 
lukewarm support exists for that measure. 
Classroom exercises mark Lincoln’s 
Birthday in most schools. Many legislators 
appear to feel that observance is adequate. 

March 21 would become a holiday under 
the provisions of another measure. That 
would commemorate the 1960 Sharpesville 
Massacre in South Africa in which 30 black 
persons were killed and more than 100 
injured. It is considered unlikely that will 
be added to the Bay State’s list of holidays. 

June 17, the anniversary of the 
Watergate break-in, would be designated 
as “a day of citizen contemplation concer¬ 
ning that dark event in American political 
history,” under the terms of a bill filed by 
Democratic State Representative James 

G. Collins of Amherst. Collins says he 
sponsored the bill calling for Watergate 
Day at the request of a constituent who 

| wants to have the day marked to remind 
the people of the event and "the loss of 
confidence in government it caused.” 

That bill is headed down the legislative 
drain. Many lawmakers believe the 
proposal is silly and that the quicker the 
people forget about the Watergate mess, 
the better it will be for the United States 
and its citizens. 

The third Monday of each October would 
be celebrated as Fall Foliage Day in the 
state's four western counties, Berkshire, 
Franklin, Hampden and Hampshire. 

Other proposals would shift Memorial 
Day from the fourth Monday in May back 
to May 30, regardless of the date on which 
that day falls; Columbus Day from the 
second Monday in October back to Oct. 12 
and Veterans' Day back to Nov. 11. 

Patriots' Day would be celebrated on 
April 19 instead of the third Monday in 
April. A law in effect this year provides for 
a three-day observance of Patriots' Day as 
part of the Bicentennial celebration. This 
will be held April 19-21, Saturday, Sunday 
and Monday.

Some members of the Republican State Committee in 
Massachusetts are more conservative than the late Calvin 
Coolidge. 

If the GOP had to live or die on their philosophy in the 
most liberal and Democratic State in the Union, it would 
succumb quickly. 

That Ls why Senator Edward W, Brooke the only 
remaining Republican in Massachusetts holding an elective 
office at the state-wide level, had to oust William Barnstcad 
from the chairmanship of the GOP State Committee as a 
start toward restoring the fallen fortunes of his party In the 
Bay State. 

It also is why Brooke accomplishedquite a political feat 
when he lined up an overwhelming 42-12 vote to fire Barn- 
stead. 


Bamstead and some of his conservative colleagues on 
the official Republican State organization were so 
politically impracUcal it was inevitable that eventually 
they would help to run their party into the dust if they made 
any impact whatever on public thinking in Massachusetts. 

At times Bamstead seemed almost to regard the 
Republican State Committee Chairmanship as his own 
personal plaything. He went through the motions of sup¬ 
porting former Republican Governor Francis W. Sargent 
last summer but then turned on Sargent and embarrasses 
him during the gubernatorial campaign. 

Political observers who had no particular fondiness for 
Sarge, felt Bamstead either should have backed him 
without reservations or resigned from the GOP State 
Chairmanship. 

The most successful GOP politicians in Massachusetts 
in the last quarter of a century-Christian A. Herter 
I.everett Saltonstall John A. Volpe Edward W. Brooke 
Elliot L. Richardson and Francis W. Sargent-realized that 
they could not get elected in a Democratic State on 
Republican votes alone that they had to pick up some 
Democratic and Independent support to win when the 
ballots were counted on election night. 

Bamstead and his conservative cohorts on the 
Republican State Committee cither did not recognize that 
political fact of life or did not accept It. They declared 
poliUcal war on cx-Governor Sargent for doing what he had 
to do if he was to have any chance of winning rcelectlon. 

They refused to work with Sargent and then wrote him 
off because he didn't work with them. 

Bamstead buried his head in his hands and was close to 


tears after the Republican State Committee members by a 
margin of more than 3-1 voted to remove him as their 
chairman. 

The mystery to this observer Is what Bamstead thought 
he had done that would warrant retaining him as GOP State 
Chairman. If he had shed any tears, they should have been 
for the Republican party-hls own party-whleh he helped to 
sink. 

The guessing here is that some liberal such as former 
MDC Chairman John Sears eventually will be installed as 
the new chairman of the Republican State Committee. 
Sears is not the best politician ever to come down the pike 
but he would be an improvement over Bamstead. 

The ouster of Bamstead and the installation of a more 
progressive chairman will mean little unless Senator 
Brooks keeps an eye on what happens In Massachusetts and 
personally assists in getting the Republican party 
machinery back on the tracks. 

Brooks has a personal stake in the revival of the 
Republican party in Massachusetts. His present term 
expires at the end of 1978, and there is no certainty he will 
be reelected. 

A couple oi prominent Democrats have their political 
gunslghts trained on him, and some of the Democrats 
especially In Boston who supported him in the past, would 
not be disposed to rally to his cause if he were running for 
reelectlon today. 

He will need a strong Republican party behind him. But 
Brooke knows better than most people that will only be a 
sla rUng point for him and that he could find himself in 
serious political trouble in 1978.

The budget imprimatur

Consistent with current practice at local 
movie theaters, Monday night was dollar 
night at Bigelow Junior High School. 

On that night, the public hearing was held 
on the lugubrious school budget. 

There was a packed house. Half of the 
people there were teachers. There was also a 
sprinkling of interested citizens and the 
remainder was MurrayOO oad parents 
speaking for the continuation of the school. 

Those in attendance were privy to the latest 
slide show and an updated rerun of how ef¬ 
fective was the School Department's budget 
request of $30 million-plus. 

The time has come to reflect on what did not 
happen, for we all know what did happen. A 
few well-meaning persons have raised our 
taxes by passing on a nebulous school budget 
which they neither understand nor were a 
part of the proces which established it. 

What did not take place, for it could not, 
was the presentation of a School Committee 
budget. We have the administration's budget' 
and the difference is clear. 

If our School Committee wishes to maintain 
its fiscal autonomy as Uie law allows, then 
why should they not be responable for 
establishing the budget rather than reacting 
to it? 

he time has come to reshape the process, 
not only to make it more responsive, but also 
more meaningful to the elected chool Com¬ 
mittee instead of the appointed School 
Department. 

In order to effect this concept, I recommend 


that the entire financial administration 
process be severed from the School Depart¬ 
ment, in a structural and functional manner 
rather than a physical or geographic one, and 
be placed under the direct control of the 
School Committee. 

Budget preparation, financial ad¬ 
ministration oversight and evaluation 
(something lacking up to now) would be 
vested in this office. 

The School Committee would then not only 
set policy, but also the necessary budget to 
achieve the policy. This is at the very essence 
of budgeting by objectives. 

A direct "solid line" relationship would be 
established between thisofficeand the 
committee and a "dotted line" to the ad¬ 
ministration. This approach is both legal as 
weU as practical. 

Fiscal autonomy has for too long existed in 
a legal vacuum. It should be inextricably 
linked to financial accountability . We hold al 1 
other elected officials accountable, so why not 
the School Committee? 

For those incl ined to seek a chool Co mmi tee 
seat this faU, all are up for grabs, I would find 
this proposal an interesting and realistic 
plank upon which to campaign. 

One thing is for certain. It is time the 
Augean stables were straightened up.

Open campus at North High

What do carpentry, transcendental 
meditation, a cerebral palsy clinic, and 
Ruder testing have in common? They are all 
part of the Open Campus Program at Newton 
North High School (NNHS). 

Composed of four parts, Work-Study, 
Community Service Internships, The Career 
Resource Center, and the in-school Maximum 
Education Program, the Open Campus 
Program provides a myriad of opportunities 
to meet a student's needs and interests. 

Take Work-Study directed by Charles Day. 
With his aid more than 250 students are 
combining the experience of a paying job with 
classroom education. 

Students signed up for Work-Study are 
assigned a job that relates to the field of a 
course they have chosen to take. 

There are a large variety of jobs op en to the 
students, including general car maintenance, 
computer programming, child care, and sales 
work. 

The work is supervised and the studennts 
are evaluated according too their job per¬ 
formance and personal traits such as 
cooperation and reliability. 

The second part of the Open Campus 
Program, the Community Service Intern¬ 
ships, is a volunteer program directed by 
Social Studies Dee Hanspicker who expounds 
the philosophy of learning by doing. 

This program gives students an tscellent 
opportunity to learn about Newton through 
community service and to obtain classroom 
credit for volunteer work. 

Some Service options consist of being a 
teacher aide, helping the handicapped, 
helping the elderly, or working with 
legislatures and political campaigners. 

The students spend from four to six hours 
per week in the service of their choice and one 
and one-half hours per week in an evening 
seminar with a teacher. 

Ms. Hanspecker stated, "The students have 
the chance to accomplish sane thing on their 
own and make some progress in the area i 
which they volunteer." 


The Career Resource Center (CRC), is the 
third part of the Open Campus Program, is 
managed by Ms. Myra Trachtenberg. This 
facility offers the latest information on 
colleges by maintaining a library of college 
bulletins. It also offe5s information on various 
occuaptional possibilities, as well as, interest 
testing to help a student better know himself. 

Junior Cathy Kneeland summed up student 
reponse to the CRC when she said, "I t's great 
that the center is openn to students. Using the 
catalogues and taking the interest tes t is very 
helpful." 

Cathy then explained hher own experience 
with the interest testing, "I heard that in¬ 
terests tests were available from other kids 
who had taken them. I decided to take the test 
because I felt it would help me determine 
which fields I'm interested in. 

"After I took the test, Ms. Trachtenberg 
helped me analyze the results which in my 
case indicated that 1 had potential as a speech 
therapist. Ms. Trachtenberg arranged for me 
to spend a day working with a speech 
therapist at the Claflin Elementary School.” 

The final part of the Open Campus 
Program, the in-school Maximum Edication 
Program, ss run by Open Campus Co¬ 
ordinator Bill Becker and by Student and 
Faculty Advisory Boards. 

Through the Maximum Education Program 
interesting and educational activities are 
made available to students who have free 
time Airing the school day. 

Some of the activities offered in the past 
have been week-long programs on Crime, 
Correction, and Prison Reform, Venereal 
Disease and Alcohol Abuse. There have also 
been minni-courses ranging from Tran¬ 
scendental Meditation to Private Pilot Flying 
and Guitar Lessons. 

A very unusual and particularly well-liked 
activity introduced to NNHS in May 1974 by 
the Open Campus Boards is Expo Ma in St, a 
type of fair with booths and exhibitions set up 
for a day in the school's main hallway Main 
St. by inndividual students and schod clubs.

Keep up the quality 


To the Editor: 

As a Newton taxpayer, 
longtime resident and con¬ 
cerned citizen, I am deeply 
troubled by the dangers to 
rational consideration of the 
Newton Public Schools budget 
represented by the irrespov 
sible attacks and the wildly 
irrelevant statements of a few 
Newton residents, 

Chairman Rosenbhim and 
other members of the School 
Committee have responded 
most reasonably to these 
charges, though in tones 
perhaps too low-pitched and 
reasonable to be heard over the 
shrill cires of the others' so I 
shall confine this letter to a few 
wholly pragmatic statements. 

My children arc long gone 
from the Newton Schools. 
However, the circumstances of 
my life and that of every 
Newton home or property 
owner are continuously and 
closely tied to the quality of 
those schools. The price I could 
get for my house in Newton is 
far higher than I could get for 
the same house in Waltham or 
Watertown. Why? Ask any real 
estate dealer. The value of our 
property in large part depends 
directly upon the excellence of 
the schools and only secon¬ 
darily upon the level of 
municipal services. This is a 
very ample fact which should 
be clear to the mayor and the 
aldermen. 

Die mayor's attempt to raise 


the level of executive ap¬ 
pointments in the ad¬ 
ministrative area, itself, have 
been laudable and I applaud 
them. The expansion of 
municipal staffing I assume 
has been necessary in spite of a 
stationary, even slightly 
dropping population; and I 
agree that the office of mayor 
of a city like ours should carry 
a higher salary. 

But Newton's most im¬ 
portant product is still good 
education and first-rate 
schools are possible only with 
first-rate staffs. 

These are, indeed "parlous'' 
times. If it is possible to save 
money by consolidating school 


buildings, clearly this is wha 
should be done, and I hope the 
School Committee will do it. 

Fortunately for our peace of 
mind, most of us maintain our 
confidence in the ability and 
the determination of a 
majority of the members of the 
School Committee have an 
awareness of the proper 
educational goals. They should 
know, however, that this 
community, as always, wants 
them to maintain the quality of 
our schools. The y have worked 
hard and long to make that 
possible within reasonable 
financial constraints. More 
power to them!

House Ways and Means 
Committee is support of 
legislation he filed to establish 
a Crime Victim Compensation 
Commission. 

In explaining the intent of the 
bill, Mofenson said that it 
"more' effectively promotes 
the legislative policy to 
compensate and reimburse 


victims of crime for losses 
suffered as a result of criminal 
activity." 

Presently, the compensation 
of victims is determined 
through the district courts, a 
procedure unique to 
Massachusetts, Mofenson 
pointed out. Yet, he said,

operation of the compensation 
system (in 1969), the average 
number of claims determined 
has been approximately one 
hundred each year. This 
number is exceedingly small 
when it is contrasted with the 
projected figure of 3,000 per 
year made by the legislative 
committee established to study 
the possibility of developing a 
crime victim compensation 
system in 1967." 

"In light of the obvious 
failure of the present law, the 
rationale behind the legislative 
choice of the district courts as 
the decision-making body for 
compensation of claims must 
be reexamined. The already 
overburdened courts in¬ 
variably cause long delays in 
compensation, and the for¬ 
malities of this forum can 
intimidate potential ap¬ 
plicants," Mofenson said. 

The legislation proposed by 
Rep. Mofenson transfers the 
administration of the victim 
compensation program from 
the courts to an administrative 
body. It aLso expands the class 


of eligible claimants, increases 
the amount of compensation 
available, and imposes upon 
police and hospitals the duty to 
inform the public of procedures 
for applying for compensation 
awards. 

The proposed bill establishes 
a claim determination 
structure similar to the one 
used by the Commonwealth's 
Division of Employment 
Security. "While creating an 
administrative agency to 
determine compensation 
claims undoubtedly involves a 
greater expense to the Com¬ 
monwealth," Mofenson said, 
"the present system is 
unresponsive to the needs of 
victims and rescuers. This 
investment is necessary to 
implement the policy to 
compensate such persons in a 
meaningful way." 

A notable characteristic of 
the bill is the elimination of 
many of the widely ciriticizcd 
qualifications for eligibility for 
compensation and the sub¬ 
sequent expansion of the class 
of potential claimants.

As explained by Mofenson, 
"The present law excludes 
victims on the basis of the 
characteristics of the per¬ 
petrator of the crime. Victims 
of crimes committed by minors 
are excluded, as are victims of 
family or lovers' quarrels." 
Under the amended statute, 
rescuers and their dependents 
are now eligble for com¬ 
pensation. Mofenson said, 
“This should promote the 
policy of helping victims and 
aiding the apprehension of 
offenders." 

The third major revision of 
the proposed bill is to eliminate 
the $100 minimum-loss 
requirement. Rep. Mofenson 
said that a loss of under $100 
may be extraordinarily im¬ 
portant to a low-income family. 

Mofenson said that "it is 
probably too much to expect 
that government can prevent 
every act of violence; yet we 
must compensate those in¬ 
dividuals whom, for one reason 
or another, government has 
failed to or been unable to 
protect." 

"While the idea of com¬ 
pensating victims of violent 
crimes is a relatively new one 
lo Western society, it is not a 
new one to civilization; 
references to the concept are 
evident in ancient and biblical 
laws. And in today's society, 
veterans’ benefits are 
available to those injured in 
war or external acts of 
aggression. Our thoughts 
should also be with those who 
are injured by internal acts of 
aggression, violence in our own 
land," Mofenson said.

If we are to insure the 
safety of the citizens of the 
Commonwealth, we must 
provide victims and their 
would-be rescuers with the 
fastest possible means of ob¬ 
taining police and emergency 
assistance.” .

to go. Helen Heyn pointed out 
the proposed $ 1 , 000,000 the 
corporation Ls asking for the 
land would price it at roughly 
$82,000 an acre.

that there has been a recent

"life, liberty . . It could 
also be construed as "cruel and 
unusual punishment" 
prohibited by the 8th Amend¬ 
ment, especially when viewed 
in light of U. S. Military 
regulations and the Geneva 
convention which outlaws the 
use of such bullets on warfare. 

The Newton legislator 
concluded his letter to the 
governor saying, "Further, I 
would ask that you ‘strongly 
urge’ municipal police 
departments to accept similar 
restraints. I suggest that those 
municipalities that refuse to 
terminate the use of these 
bullets be excluded from 
participation in the distribution 
of state funds for non-essential 
programs (for example, 
bicentenial, manpower 
development, commerce and 
tourist development, etc.)" 

Harrington is the leading gun 
control proponent in the 
Massachusetts House of 
Representatives. He has filed a 
package of firearms control 
legislation which include: ban 
on the private ownership of 
handguns, penalty for 
possesion of firearms while 
under the influence of liquor, 
registration of all firearms, 
security regulations con¬ 
cerning the transportation and 
sale of firearms and am¬ 
munition. 

In calling fcr the bullet ban, 
Harrington said that the "dum- 
;dum” bullet, developed in 


India in 1891, was first banned 
by international agreement at 
the Hague in 1899 and 1907 by 
U. S. military regulations. 

In other countries in the 
"Free World" state, local and 
federal police would not con¬ 
sider using this type of am¬ 
munition. Because of this 
rejection by civilized police 
officials exact information 
concerning the number of 
Massachusetts municipalities 
using soft and hollow nosed 
bullets is difficult to verify. 

This is a synopsis of the 
legislation: H. 2340:%An Act 
allowing the possession of 
handguns by police and certain 
officers. This bill will prohibit 
the private ownership of 
handguns except for police and 
law enforcement officers. 
H.2341: An Act prohibiting 
persons under the Influence of 
liquor to be In the possession of 
a firearm. This bill will make it 
illegal to hold or possess a 
f irearm, rifle or shotgun while 
under the influence of liquor. 
Punishment by loss of FID 
card for two years and fine of 
$100 to $1,000. H.2342: An Act to 
implement complete 
registration of all firearms. 
This bill calls for the complete 
registration of all firearms 
with the Commissioner of 
Public Safety. Presently, the 
Department knows who owns 
any legally acquired gun since 
1968 ... this bill extends that 
knowledge to all firearms in

H.2343: An Act 
establishing a waiting period to 
obtain a firearm Identification 
card. This 15 day waiting 
period not only allows law 
enforcement officials to run a 
complete check on the ap¬ 
plicant, but it is also known as 
a "cooling off" period, in 
which, the applicant, if he has 
an intention to shoot someone, 
has 15 days to cool off. 

H.2344: An Act promoting the 
use of non-lethal weapons In 
place of firearms. This bill 
allocates a sum of $300,000 to 
Public Safety for the purpose of 
running a state-wide media 
campaign to p-omote firearms 
safety and the advantage of 
keeping mace for self¬ 
protection rather than 
firearms.

"There should be no general 
relaxation of environmental 
standards for the sake of 
reducing Inflationary 
pressures,” according to the 
Congressional Joint Economic 
Committee. 

This combined Senate-House 
of Representatives committee 
studied the relationship bet¬ 
ween inflation and pollution 
controls, and came to the 
conclusion that "the benefits 
from controlling pollution have 
exceeded and clearly will 
continue to exceed the costs. 
Even if the price impact of 
these expenditures were far 
greater than It is, the public 
benefits stemming from these 
expenditures would still make 
them a good investment.” 

In its year-end report, 
"Achieving Price Stability 
Through Economic Growth,” 
the Joint Economic Committee 
assessed the economic impact 
of national pollution control 
efforts during the next ten 
years, studying effects on 
Gross National Product, in¬ 
flation, capital investments, 
employment and energy. 

Projected pollution control 
expenditures, according to the 
Joint Economic Coihmittee, 
will represent about 0.7 per 
cent of the expected Gross 
National Product during the 
decade 1973-1982. 

Over the past year, en¬ 
vironmental expenditures have 
contributed about 0.5 per cent 
of the nearly 20 per cent in¬ 
crease in the annual Wholesale 
Price Index last year. From 
1973 to 1978, environmental 
expenditures are expected to 
add about 0.3 per cent annually 
to the Consumer Price Index, 
and in the decade ending 1982 
there will be no iscemable 
effect on the average price 
leveL 

The Joint Economic Com¬ 
mittee quotes a 1974 survey by 
the Department of Commerce 
which concluded that only 2 per 
- cent of firms surveyed had 
reduced plant and equipment 
expenditures because of 
pollution control measures. An 
analysis by Chase 
Econometrics showed that any 
displacement of private in¬ 
vestment to me et air and water 
pollution standards would 
* occur primarily in areas other 
than capital investment. 

The Committee found that 
since January, 1971, 14 plant 
Closings have been caused by 
Federal Government pollution 
enforcement action. Their 
impact is more than coun¬ 
terbalanced by increased 
employment in pollution 
abatement fields. Expen¬ 
ditures for pollution abatement 
are likely to contribute much- 
needed stimulus to the 
declining economy. The 
Bureau of Labor Statistics has 
estimated that more than 
50,000 workers are presently 
employed in federally financed 
sewage treatment projects. 
The unemployment rate for 
1975 would be 0.4 per cent 
higher if pollution abatement 
expenditures were discon¬ 
tinued. 

Large capital investments 
for pollution control have been 
made in the energy fields and 
environmental requirements 
have increased demand for 
certain fuels and decreased the 
potential supply of others. 
However, no serious delays in 
energy projects ave been 
lrectly attributable to en¬ 
vironmental regulations. 

The National Wildlife 
Federation's publication 
■Conservation Report," which 
discusses the Committee’s 
findings, says that the 
following reasons are given by 
the Joint Economic Committee 
for its recommendation not to 
relax environmental sta nd a r ds 
for economic reasons: 

-Benefits mil dearly ex¬ 
ceed costs. 

—The environmental con¬ 
tribution to inflation will be 
minimal. 

—Delays will increase 
pollution clean-up costs. * 
—The stimulation to em¬ 
ployment will be baiefiml to 
| the economy.

answers on 
Federal 


income tax 

While Federal income lax 
laws apply equally lo all 
taxpayers regardless of age, 
some provisions in the laws 
grant special considerations to 
taxpayers who are 65 years of 
age or older. 

The Internal Revenue Ser¬ 
vice provides the following 
answers to the most frequently 
asked questions by senior 
citizens: 


q. I have just reached my 
65th birthday. Am I still 
required to flic a Federal In¬ 
come tax return? 

Yes. However, if you are 
unmarried and 65 years of age 
or older, you do not have to file 
a return unless you have a 
gross income of $2800 or more. 
For married persons filing a 
joint return, the filing 
requirement is $3,550 if cither 
husband or wife is 65 or older, 
and $4,300 if both are 65 or 
older. However, if you had 
income tax withheld from your 
pay, you should file to receive 
your refund, although your 
income may be less than these 
amounts. Self-employed 
persons must file a return if 
they had net earnings of $400 or 
more, regardless of age. 

Q. Are my social security 
payments taxable? 

A. No. Social Security 
payments are not taxable; they 
are not included in your in 
come. 

Q. Can I deduct my Medicare 
premiums? 

A. Yes. Premiums for 
medical health insurance, 
including supplementary 
medical insurance for the aged 
under Medicare (Medicare B), 
are deductible if you itemize. 
One-half of your premiums up 
to $150 is deductible without 
limitation. The balance should 
be added to your other medical 
expenses. These are deductible 
only to the extent they exceed 
three precent of your income. 
However, the portion of the 
social security tax on em¬ 
ployees and self-employed 
persons that covers basic 
Medicare (Medicare A) is not 
t deductible. 

Q. 1 am retured and receive 
.social security benefits. 1 also 
work part-time for a company 
for a little extra money, but my 
employer Is taking out social 
security tax. Is this right? 

A. Yes. Employers are liable 
for social security tax on all 
employees. The fact that you 
are alraady receiving social 
security benefits is not a 
consideration in this case. 

Q. Can I have tax withheld on 
my pension? 

A. Yes, you may elect to have 
income tax withheld from the 
taxable portion of pensions and 
annuities paid over a period of 
more than one year by filling 
out a Form W-4P and giving it 
to the payer. 

Q. Is the pension I receive 
taxable? 

A. Generally, if you did not 
contribute to the cost of your 
employee pension or annuity, 
the amounts you receive each 
year are fully taxable. If you 
are unsure whether or not you 
are in this category, check with 
your former employer. 

Q. Isn't there some sort of 
tax credit for which retirees 
may qualify? 

A. Yes, A retireee may 
qualify for the retirement 
income credit if he is a U.S. 
citizen or resident, had $600 or 
earned income in each of any 
10 calendar years before the 
current year, and had 
retirement income during the 
tax year. For more details, see 
IRS Publication .524, 
“Retirement Income Credit." 
You can get a copy free by 
contacting your Internal 
Revenue Service office. 

Q. My company's maudatory 
retirement age Is 65, but It's 
possible for an employee to 
retire at 55. I'm 58 and have to 
retire on account of Illness. I’ll 
be receiving a weekly 
disability pension. Can 1 ex¬ 
clude all or part of this amount 
from my income as tax-free 
sick pay? 

A. A taxpayer who retires on 
disability prior to his com¬ 
pany’s mandatory retirement 
age can exclude his disability 
payments front income as tax- 
free sick pay up to $100 a week. 
When you reach mandatory 
retirement age, which in your 
case is 65, you can no longer 
claim the exclusion.

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Questions and 
answers on 
Federal 
income tax 

Q. Is ll true that if you are 65 
or older and sell your home, 
you may not have to pay tax on 
the gain? 

A. Yps. If you were 65 or 
older More the date of the sale 
or exchange of your principal 
residence, you may generally 
choose to exclude from income 
all or part of the gain. In order 
to claim this exclusion you 
must have owned or used the 
property ns your principal 
residence for at least five years 
out of eight years before the 
sale. You can take advantage 
of this provision of the tax law 
only once in your lifetime. If 
you meet these requirements, 
you can choose to exclude the 
entire gain if you sell your 
home for $20,000 or less. If it is 
sold for more than $20,000 you 
still may exclude part of the 
profit. For more details, sec 
IRS Publication 523. -Tax 
Information on Selling Your 
Home." The brochure is 
available free from your IRS 
office. 

Q. I am over 65 and receive a 
taxable pension and Interest of 
approximately $3,200 but with 
the retirement income credit I 
will owe no tax. Do 1 have to fill 
out a return even though I owe 
no tax? 

A. Yes, a single person over 
65 with gross income of $2,800 
or more must file a return. 

Q. I need help In filling out 
my tax return but I cannot 
travel to my local IRS office 
because it Is too far from my 
home. How can I get free help? 

A. The Internal Revenue 
offers toll-free telephone 
service. The number for your 
area is included in the tax 
package mailed to your home 
or you may consult your local 
telephone directory. Also, 
several national retirement 
organizations will sponsor tax 
assistance centers in many 
locales during the filing period. 
Check with your local senior 
citizens' center or similar 
groups for center nearest your 
home. 

Q. What other specific tax 
benefit am 1 entitled to if I am 
over 65? 


A. If you are age 65 or older 
on the last day of the tax year, 
you are allowed an "age" 
exemption of $750 on your 
income tax return. This is in 
addition to the personal 
exemption of $750 to which 
every taxpayer is entitled even 
if he is the dependent of 
another taxpayer. If your 
spouse is also over 65 and you 
are filing a joint return for the 
calendar year, you may also 
cliam the additional $750 
exemption. Thus for a married 
couple, total exemptions, could 
amount to $3,000.

Splashes of color, new fur¬ 
nishings, an education room 
and a family visiting room are 
part of an ongoing 
redecorating program at 
Newton-Wellesley hospital's 
32-bed maternity and 
gynecology unit. 

Patients' rooms have been 
decorated with one of two color 
schemes, either blue and green 
or blue and purple. 

Emerald green and royal 
blue draperies are used to 
emphasize the blue and green 
combination, and lime green 
spreads cover the beds. Walls 
are white with the exception of 
one accent wall, painted a pale 
blue. Colorful prints, matted 
and framed, hang on the walls. 

Shades of purple highlight 
the other color scheme used in 
redecorating the rooms. 
Varying tones of violet in a 
geometric pattern on white 
background make up the 
draperies, the accent wall is 
painted lavender, and the 
bedspreads are purple. 

New furnishings in the form 
of chairs that complement the 
two major color combinations 
have also been added. 

Also brightened by the ad¬ 
dition of new furnishings is the 
solarium, a sunny, airy room 
at the end of the fifth floor 
where both patients and 
visitors may relax. Patients 
are encouraged to take their 


meals there if they feel up to it. 

Comfortable tub chairs In 
solid colors of black and green 
are in the solarium, and blue 
and green striped couches 
invite visitors to sit and relax 
awhile. 

Two new rooms created 
when the unit was redecorated 
are the patient education room 
and family visiting room. 

Contemporary in its decor, 
the education facility is used 
primarily for bath demon¬ 
strations for new mothers and 
fathers and showing of films 
that illustrate care of the 
newborn.

The room is for the use of the 
mother, father and siblings 
only, and instructions and a 
pass should be obtained at the 
nurses’ station before 2 p.m. of 
the appointed day. 

Arrayed with bright orange 
and green chairs, the family 
visiting room is open for use 
between 3:30 and 4:30 every 
day.

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Romantic 
outlook for spring

If spring fashion has a title this year you 
can call it soft unconstructed and 
romantic. 

In the American Designer Showings of 
Spring 1975 collections, the loose flowing 
dress is Number One among silhouettes. It 
is shown long in shirred tiers below the 
yoke and full gathered sleeves (a la 
Francaise) or American style with casual 
dropped shouldered top outlined in jeans 
stitching, with sportive neckline and 
perhaps a wide cinched belt. 

Clothes are definitely taking a new 
direction away from the body and, groan if 
you will, but skirts that say '75 will end 
below the knees—or "under the knee" as 
one designer put it, adding, "People are 
ready for the longer hemline, though they 
resist it for a while longer, it’s bound to 
come. Actually," he added, "two inches 
below the knee is a charming romantic 
length because the knee is not beautiful. 
Have you ever taken a good look at a 
woman's knees? They are not pretty 

. I would place them in the same 
category as an elbow and you know that 
elbows are unsightly!" 

Softness of spring fashions refers to 
lightweight, almost nightgown thin fabrics 
• mostly synthetics and blends which 
behave not only in wearing but also in 
laundering. 

American designers have affirmed this 
spring that "life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness” can be expressed in fabrics. 
Materials in recently shown collections 
are airy, lively, lustrous and blithe in 
color. Even the mid-browns and greyed 
blues Introduced in Europe are light- 
filtered, non-drab here. Cottons have 
sheen, and some are glazed. 

The spring color palette is as varied as a 
garden, and as pleasant Gentle tones of 
violet and mauve, peach and apricot pink, 
rose and geranium red plus every tint 
tone and shade of green. 

While there is certainly no fussiness, 
clothes are decoratively trimmed. From 
contrast double stitching, piping and 
faggoting to frills of lace or pleating, the 
cut of the garment is quite often em¬ 
phasized by a touch that is supposed to add 
charm and relieve any line that may tend 
toward harshness. 

Lace jackets will be most important, 
often topping a printed crepe or chiffon 
and will be seen in daytime as well as 
evening. Because many American 
designers have stopped naming their 


collections for the seasons, they are 
showing woolens (double-faced or thin) as 
year-round materials. Both challis and 
gabardine have long been established in 
this category. 

Everyone is aware that dresses are in 
for a comeback this spring after years of 
being eclipsed by sportswear separates. 

Layers and mixed separates are not 
important themes. While many costumes 
are compositions of a coat or jacket with 
either a top and skirt or blouse and pants, 
and there are a multitude of two-piece 
dresses, they present a clear total picture 
seen by the designer, not gathered 
together by the wearer. 

Speaking about her Papillon collection, 
Susan Sheinman had this to say: 
"Papillon, while being the word for but¬ 
terfly, is not to be confused with will o’ the 
wisp. My clothes are for the small, fine- 
boned woman with many interests, in¬ 
cluding being elegant and well groomed. I 
am not interested in wildly leaping 
hemlines, violently exaggerated widths or 
super-skinniness. There are already too 
many crises in life for fashion to add to 
others." 

Her collection includes a number of 
dresses in the decorative spirit of classic 
peasant costume, with small bright 
repeats in the patterned cotton and an 
added wide border following the same 
motif. 

Now that the First Lady, Mrs. Gerald 
Ford, has cited Albert Capraro of Jerfy 
Guttenberg Ltd. as her favorite designer. 
American designers are delighted 

Many women discovered the Capraro 
magic prior to Albert's historic summons 
to the White House in January. Although 
he has never had a formal showing, this 
quiet young creator’s lithe, romantic rich- 
looking but modestly priced clothes are 
already in some of the smartest wardrobes 
of the world. 

The look of airy fullness strategically 
directed by fine tucks, contrasting borders 
or braiding is Albert’s recurring theme in 
his spring collection. Natural silks and 
creamy light backgrounds are used in 
most of the daytime clothes. Colors are 
soft ■ and roseate—the rare dark 
backgrounds are wood brown or navy blue. 
Soft open necklines are the rule, even on 
tailored clothes. 

Though the spirit may be a bit drab this 
spring, clothes will be light and lovely in 
anticipation of happier days to come.

The following are two of Carmen’s 
recipes — In preparing the Country Farm Stew, he advises 
you to speak with your cold cuts counter man and prevail on 
him to save the ends of the cold cuts (which sell far less than 
freshly sliced). This recipe calls for 2 pounds cold cut ends, 
however, you can also use leftover meat, chicken, turkey or 
fresh hamburg. 


Heat oil in large skillet; add crusneo garlic cloves and fry 
until cloves are burned. Remove burned cloves. Add veal 
and brown on all sides; add salt, pepper and sugar, lower 
heat and allow to simmer for 30 minutes.

Answer: Ragout (pronounced rah-goo) is a French dish ; 
and refers to a stew and can be made out of almost' 
anything. The particular dish you're looking for was found ! 
in “Savory Stews" by Mary Savage. 

VEAL RAGOUT 
4 tablespoons butter 
3 pounds boned and cubed lean veal 

3 large onions, thinly sliced 

4 cloves garlic, pressed 

1 teaspoon curry powder 
4 cups water 
1 cup sake 

1 can tomato soup 

About 1 tablespoon salt (to taste) 

4 pound mushrooms, sliced 

Put butter in stewpot over high heat until it sizzles but 
does not smoke. Add veal and onions and lower heat to 
medium. Cook until onions are well-browned, stirring as 
you go. Add garlic and stir in, then add curry powder, 
water, sake, tomato soup and salt to taste. Cover tightly and 
simmer very slowly for at least an hour. Add mushrooms 
and simmer another 10 minutes. Serves 6 .

EGGPLANT PARMIG1ANA 

2 whole eggplants 
4 eggs 

Grated cheese 
4 ounce olive oil 
2 medium cans whole tomatoes 
4 large slices mozzarella cheese 

Bread sliced eggplant in eggs and then grated cheese. 
Saute in oil. Brown both sides. Add tomatoes over the top 
then sliced mozzarella cheese and bake at 375 degrees for 10 
minutes or until mozarella turns slightly brown. (note that 
by breading in eggs, it seals the eggplant so oil doesn’t seep 
In.) 

BAKED EGGPLANT 
1 medium sized eggplant 
Salt and pepper to taste 
1 to 2 eggs, well beaten 
About 4 cup fine dry bread crumbs 
Butter 


Slice unpeeled eggplant crosswise into V4 inch thick 
rounds. Sprinkle with salt, then dip each slice first into 
beaten egg then into bread crumbs. Lay slices flat (not 
overlapping) on a baking sheet well greased with oil or 
butter. Sprinkle lightly with salt and pepper; dot each slice 
with butter. Bake in a 450 degree oven about 20 minutes, or 
until browned. Serves 5-6.

Sift flour with 1 cup of the sugar, baking 
powder and salt into a large mixing bowl.

Chop cherries and set aside. Make a well in 
center of dry ingredients and add oil, egg 
yolks, cherry syrup, water, lemon peel and 
juice.

The Middlesex County 
Advisory Board has reviewed 
three parts of the 1975-76 
county budget, according to 
board chairman Mayor 
Theodore Mann, and is ex¬ 
pected to have completed its 
review by the end of this week. 

The budget, before cuts, is 
$26.5 million, up almost $1 
million from last year. 


Last year Newton’s 
assessment was $1,765,750. 

After the review a public 
hearing will be set up, Mayor 
Mann said, before the advisory 
board makes its recom¬ 
mendations to the state 
legislature. 

The advisory board cannot 
itself make any cuts in the 
county budget but by a two-

thirds vote can recommend 
cuts to the legislature. 

The advisory board also 
hopes to be able to have some 
say in the selection of a new 
county commissioner to 
replace Paul Tsongas, who has 
resigned to become a U.S.

Mann is awaiting a reply 
from the two remaining 
commissioners about the 
possibility that the Middlesex 


County cities and towns will be 
heard in the selection process, 
which according to current law 
is done by the two com¬ 
missioners, John Danehy and 
I-ester Ralph, aided by the 
Middlesex County clerk of the 
courts in case of a tie. 

A bill has been filed by State 
Sen. Chester Atkins that would 
allow two representatives of 
the advisory board to par¬ 
ticipate in the selection.

Action for Children's 
Television (ACT) of 46 Austin 
St., Newtonville, filed a law 
suit last week against the 
Federal Trade Commission to 
require action on its three- 
year-old petition requesting a 
trade regulation rule to 
prohibit food advertising on 


children’s television. 

ACT'S repeated inquiries to 
the commission about the 
status of the petition, filed in 
March, 1972, have received no 
respoase. 

In its original petition, ACT 
argued that the ads for food 
products on children's

television programs continue 
to do a disservice to the 
nation's health. 

Rather than exposing 
children to the wide range of 
foods necessary to meet the 
recommended daily 
allowances of important 
nutrients, these ads promote 
products filled with sugar- 
coated empty calories, in¬ 
cluding cereals, sweet snacks, 
cookies, and soft drinks. 

ACT requested the adoption 
of a trade regulation rule to 
ban the televised advertising of 
edibles to children on the 
grounds that such ads are 
unfair and misleading, 

ACT charged that the FTC 
has taken no action on the 
petition. 

Attorneys of the Public 
Citizen Litigation Group in 
Washington, D.C., who are 
representing ACT in the suit, 
requested that the FTC be 
directed to ake action on the 
petition within 15 days of a final 
court order. 

"The inaction of the FTC on a 


matter so vital to the nation's 
health means that the needs of 
the sugar lobby are being 
considered ahead of the needs 
of children," said Peggy 
Charren, president of ACT. 

ACT initially testified that on 
televised food ads, "children 
are urged to eat a food not 
because it is nutritious or will 
keep them healthy, but 
because it is sweet, it is fun, or 
it is the way to get a toy." 

In January, 1973, ACT filed 
supplementary evidence 
showing that the list of 
products sold to children via 
television is headed by 
caramel, chocolate, cookies, 
and pastry, the four most 
cavity-producing foods. 

ACT cited a study of 
television viewing by children 
conducted for the Surgeon 
General’s Scientific Advisory 
Committee on TV and Social 
Behavior, which found that 
"food products advertised on 
television are more frequently 
requested by the child than 
other products.”

DETROIT - It’s a whole new 
ball game for anyone returning 
to shop the new car market 
after an absence of even a few 
years. 

Ecology and energy con¬ 
cerns, inflation and trends 
within the industry itself, have 
all helped complicate the 
choice of a car, and have made 
auto shows even more wor¬ 
thwhile. 

“Treat it more like a 
marriage than a love affair,” is 
the advice one local Dodge 
dealer gives prospects in his 
showroom.

40 months, and possibly longer, 
so he should be sure it’s more 
than a passing fancy," he 
cautions. 

Also, Ostrow notes the longer 
a new car buyer retains the 
car, the more weight the 
dealer's service facilities and 
reputation should carry in the 
original decision of what and 
where to buy.

Both dealers agree that 
drivers deciding on a smaller, 
lighter ear than they 
previously drove tend to be 
unhappy if they also eliminate 
accustomed options and 
conveniences. 

They encourage prospects 
who scale down the size or 
weight of their next car to 
order all the available niceties 
they like and can afford.

In big cities or small, buyers 
expect used cars to be 
equipped with considerably 
more accessories than in years 
back.

Car pools 
make 
sense 

This is the time of year when 
new car buyers traditionally 
check out Detroit's latest 
products, carefully examining 
everything from the price of 
optional air conditioning to the 
need for automatic antenna 
extenders. This year, however, 
there is a new factor on the 
buyer'smind: the energy crisis 
and the added expense that 
goes along with it in the form of 
increased gas prices. 

The .ALA Auto and Travel 
Club suggests that there is a 
way to go out and buy that new 
car, enjoy all of its comforts, 
and still save an awful lot of 
money compared to what you 
are spending now, despite the 
high price of gas. 

The scene could be any one of 
thousands of suburban com¬ 
munities across the country. 
Four commuters who live a 
few blocks from each other 
gulp down a cup of coffee, rush 
to their cars and begin their 
daily trek to their shops and 
offices, also a few blocks apart. 

Along the way, they sit alone 
in their cars tn massive traffic 
jams, strrounded by hundreds 
of other cars each containing 
just one person. They sit im¬ 
patient and unhappy. They 
can't help thinking there must 
be a better way. There is: 
Carpooling. 

Carpooling is an old, time- 
tested idea that can work 
almost any place where there 
are people, cars, and a spirit of 
cooperation. All it takes is two 
or more commuters and one 
car 

The scene above could have 
been very different if one of the 
four commuters had left just a 
few minutes earlier, picked up 
the other three, and driven to 
work.

DETROIT—In a sharp break 
with traditional car design, 
American Motors nas in¬ 
troduced the Pacer, a wide 
small car unique in concept 
and designed to appeal to a 
broad range of car buyers. 

Roy D. Chapin. Jr., AMC 
board chairman, told a North 
American news preview here 
that the Pacer, "illustrates 
again that American Motors is 
committed to providing 
distinctive ideas and products 
which are responsive to 
rapidly-changing times. 

"In 1971, the company 
pioneered an all-in elusive car 
warranty designed to protect 
consumers, the Buyer 
Protection Plan. A year 
earlier, in 1970. the company- 
made a product commitment 
to consumers with the 
Gremlin, the first U.S.-built 
subcompact car. By in¬ 
troducing the Pacer, the 
company now reaffirms its 
commitment to being 
responsive to the ever- 
changing product needs d 
consumers." 

Pacer development began 
four years ago with studies on 
personal mobility that could be 
anticipated in the late 1970's 
and early 1980's. The objective 
was "to meld together the 
specific ingredients of a car 
that would be in harmony with 
the environment of the coming 
decade," Chapin said. 

“Several attempts were 
made to design such a car, and 
then one emerged that seemed 
to fit the objective,” he said. 
"Subsequently, it was taken 
before panels of car buyers of 
widely varying purchase 
preferences - snail car buyers, 
medium sized buyers, big car 
buyers - and they were asked 
for their opinions. They 
responded and we reacted to 
their suggestions." 

Chapin said the Pacer is 
unlike anything American 
Motors has introduced in the 
past, and in many respects, it 
departs from anything ever 
offered by other automobile 
manufacturers. 

"In a true sense, it is not 
revolutionary, but its total 
effect is one of marked dif¬ 
ference," he said. "The ex¬ 
terior is not traditional m its 
configuration, and its interior 
has the people space of much 
larger cars."

Toyota leads the way 


Most 1975 Toyota vehicles 
will meet government 
emission-control standards 
without eh use of catalytic 
converters. 

John D. Cross man, technical 
compliance manager for 
Toyota Motor Sales, U.S.A., 
Inc., said only the six-cylinder 
Mark II will be equipped with 


catalytic converters nation¬ 
wide. 

Crossman said other Toyota 
passenger cars will need 
converters in California, which 
has the strictest emission 
regulations, but not in other 
states. 

"Our four-cylinder engines - 
the 1.6 liter version in our 1975 


Corollas and the all-new 2.2 
liter 20R in our Celicas and 
Coronas -- are clean-burning 
power plants that don't require 
catalytic converters except in 
California,” Crussman said. 

He added that the six- 
cylinder Land Cruiser models 
and four-cylinder half-ton 
pickup trucks w ill not need to 
be equipped with converters in 
any state. 


The 1975 Oldsmobile Starfire 
is an all-new car for the 
division. It is offered in one 
body style, a sport couple, built 
on a 97-inch wheelbase with an 
overall length of 179,3 inches. A 
231-cubic-inch V-6 engine and a 
console-mounted four-speed 
synchromesh transmission are 
standard with a three-speed 
Turbo Hydra-matic tran¬ 
smission available as optional 
equipment. 

The styling of the Starfire 
includes dual rectangular 
headlamps mounted in a soft 
plastic front end panel that 
flexes with the energy- 
absorbing front bumper in 
minor impacts and returns to 
its original shape without 
damaging any of the safety

Functional louvers with 
bright edges are located in the 
rear quarter lock pillars to 
exhaust air from the passenger 
compartment for efficient 
flow-through ventilation.

How to handle minor accident 


Richard Goods, president 


It’s always frightening 
because it’s always unex¬ 
pected. You’re driving along, 
minding your own business, 
keeping your eyes on the road, 
when suddenly you hear the 
blast of a horn, the screeching 
of brakes, and WHAM! 

You’ve had an accident. 
Everyone's all right, but your 
car and that other one that 
seemed to come from nowhere 
are in an awful mess. The 
shock and spills are over, but 
ahead of you lies a lot of ex¬ 
pense, worry and red tape. 

In order to minimize the 
bureaucratic and legal com¬ 
plexities surrounding your 


accident it is a good idea to 
immediately obtain pertinent 
information from the driver of 
the other vehicle. Accom¬ 
panying this article Is a 
checklist which the ALA Auto 
and Travel Club has prepared 
for you to clip out and keep in 
the glove compartment of your 
car. Should you have the 
misfortune to have an ac¬ 
cident, use this fonn as an aid 
in noting down facts that you 
may need later for filling out 
police reports and insurance 
claims. 

Staple this form to a blank 
piece of paper on which you 
can draw a diagram of the 


accident site. This Inloru^tion 
is required on accident reports 
and it would be wise to sketch it 
while you are at the scene and 
the events are fresh in your 
mind. 

It is important to get the 
name und address of the other 
driver, as well as the license 
number of the vehicle. Ask to 
see b>s registration also. If 
there are any passengers in the 
other car, write down their 
names and seating positions. 
Be sure to find out the names 
and addresses of all witnesses; 
you may need them in the 
event of a court cage. 
Remember, the law requires 


that you show your license and 
registration to the other party 
at his request, whether or not 
the accident was your fault. 

But be careful not to offer 
any unnecessary Information 
to the other party or to witr 
nesses that might be damaging 
to you later. Never voluntarily 
admit that you were respon¬ 
sible for the accident; even if 
you were responsible, the 
smartest move is to clam up 
until the police arrive. Even a 
sympathetic Gee, 
I’m sorry” could be 
misinterpreted by a witness. 
You owe a full explanation only 
to the police.

Interesting Failures in Airposl

Special meeting 
on transfer-haul 

Opponents of the transfer-haul method 
of rubbish disposal again delayed Board of 
Aldermen action on the loose end of the 
switch to transfer-haul rubbish disposal. 

Before the Board Monday night were 
three minor ordinance changes regarding 
use of the transfer-haul station that will be 
built at the Newton incinerator. 

At the meeting of the Board, Aid. Joseph 
McDonnell pointed out that the issue was 
not transfer-haul but a few ordinances that 
pertain not only to the necessities of 
transfer-haul but also to the use of the 
Newton disposal facilities in general. 

In spite of lengthy arguments against 
approving the transfer-haul system, in¬ 
cluding traffic problems and possible lack 
of approval of the contract with SCA 
Disposal Services by Waltham, which will 
dispose of its rubbish at the transfer-haul 
station, the Board passed the three or¬ 
dinance revisions. 

According to some aldermen, the or¬ 
dinances must be approved by the Board 
before the contract with SCA can be 
signed. If the contract is not signed before 
March 1 the price may go up. 

Despite the 15-6 vote in favor Alderman 
Richard McGrath (also a state 
representative ), who voted in favor so 
that he could vote reconsideration, filed a 
motion for reconsideraation of the vote. 

A special meeting of the Board was 
called for Thursday niht to vote on 
reconsideration of the vote and thus 
dispose of the matter once and for all. 

The Board spent much of the remaining 
time of its meeting Monday night, which 
was relatively brief, on the traffic and 
parking problems that plague the ciy. 

To begin with, the Board approved a 
doubling of the rates of a parking meters 
from five to 10 cents and the elimination of 
the one-cent slot on parking metersin favor 
of five-cent charges. 

Other changes in parking meters were 
the rates for the three- and six-hour 
meters, whose charges have increased. 

In a further effort to improve the 
parking problems and increase the city's 
revenue from parking meters the Board 
also approved a $14,000 .appropriation for 
the purchase of 125 new meters to replace 
- broken meters. 

City Engineer U. M. Schiavone had said 
in committee that all meters 16 years old 
and older should be replaced. 

The Board also agreed to finance the 
installation of a traffic light at the in¬ 
tersection of Waverley Avenue, .enrick 
Street and Sargent Street at a cost of 
$32,500. This light was deferred after an 
earlier approval until the city’s financial 
picture had improved. 

A 100-foot parking ban on Centre Street 
on both sides of the street on each side of 
Church Street was approved. The Traffic 
ommission approved this measure as a 
means of speeding traffic through the 
intersection. 

The Board voted to accept a state law 
allowing the city to formulate a policy for 
on-street parking by permit If the plan 
ever goes into effect, it will apply to 
selected areas of ewton where there is not 
enough off-street overnight parking.

The School Committee last Friday 
narrowly approved a $31.9 million budget 
for the fiscal year beginning July 1. 

The committee voted 4-3 in favor of a 
$31,902,834 budget, including deletions of 
$651,969 and the addition of $1.55 million 
for anticipated negotiated salary in¬ 
creases. 

Notice was posted Wednesday night that 
the School Committee planned to meet at 
the Administration Building in executive 
ession to discuss negotiations and per¬ 
sonnel Thursday night. It was unclear 
whether this meeting would mean any 
change in the $31.9 million budget which 
was due at City Hall Friday morning. 

The total represents an 8.7 percent in¬ 
crease over the $29.3 million budget of 
fiscal 1975. 

Initially, the School Committee voted 6-3 
in favor of the budget before adding the 
$1.55 million for salaries. Opposed were 
Alvin andell, Henry Delicata and Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann. 

The School Committee went into an 
hour-long executive session, and when it 
reconvened in open session, members 
voted 4-3-2 in favor of the budget including 
the $1.55 million for salaries. 

Voting in favor were: Eleanor Rosen- 
blum, Gerard Byrne, Herbert egal and 
Dorothy Reichard. Manuel Beckwith, 
Delicata and Mandell voted against it. 
Joan Needleman and the mayor abstained. 


The old Community Relations Com¬ 
mission, mainly through the the work of 
Aid. Terry Morris, has been transformed 
into a new and more powerful body, the 
Human Rights Commission. 

The Board of Aldermen approved the 
Human Rights Commission Monday night. 
The mayor's signature is needed before 
the new commission is officially 
established. 

Altered only slightly from Morris' 
original concept, the Human Rights 
Commission differs from the Community 
Relations Commission in that the HRC will 
have controlled subpoena power for use in 
investigations of unlawful discrimination, 
whereas the CRC had only the powers of 
persuasion backed up by the potential for 
action by the Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination. 

The new Human Rights CommisJon’s 


Mrs. Needleman said she abstained on 
the final budget vote because she is a 
teacher in Wayland and felt she should not 
vote for or against teachers' salaries. 

Negotiations between the School 
Committee and the Newton Teachers 
Association for the two-year contract 
beginning in September are still in 
progress. 

The $1.55 million allocation for salaries 
would cover pay increases for all per¬ 
sonnel. 

Each major section of the budget was 
voted on separately before the final vote 
was taken. 

Upon the urging of Mayor Mann, out-of- 
state travel was cut an additional $4300, 
reducing the total to $10,000. The vote on 
this was 5-4 with Reichard, Rosenblum, 
Regal and Byrne opposed to the Luther 
cut. The original figure was $17,000. 

Chairwoman Rosenblum voted against 
the addition, not because it wasn't a good 
proram, she said, but in order to maintain 
euity in the budget reductions. 

She noted that summer guidance and 
sabbatical leaves ere areas where she’d 
put money back into the budget. 

Committee members also made general 
statements on the bud get. 

Mrs. Needleman noted that most of the 
$652,000 cut from the superin tendent's 
original proposal was from areas he 
pointed out in response to a query from her 
on how $1 million could be cut 

She also said she thought the committee 
had "preserved quality education." 


purpose will be to promote a harmonious 
relationship among the various ethnic and 
other groups in Newton, to investigate 
incidents of unlawful discrimination in 
housing, employment, education or any 
other social area, and to attempt to resolve 
such matters first by mediation. 

The commizion will have nine members, 
appointed by ihe mayor with the approval 
of the Board of Aldermen. An advisory' 
council of 20 members will have one 
representative of law enforcement, the 
School Department, the clergy, a civil 
rights organization, a labor union, and the 
real estate business. 

To allay the fears of some aldermen that 
the subpoena power will be abused, an 
amendment to the ordinance was In¬ 
corporated that would require a vote of 
two-thirds of the commission in order to 
exercise subpoena power. 


Beckwith reminded the committee that 
the Citizen’s Advisory Comittee on 
Declining nrollment has not yet reported 
on the possibility of closing any elemen¬ 
tary schools, and such a decision might 
result in a savings of $160,000 to $250,000 for 
each school closed. 

He urged his fellow School Committee 
members to consider starting the budet 
review in October to eliminate "meetings 
that last until 2 a.m." 

He also said he will make further 
recommendations that would save money, 
but declined to comment on where these 
savings could be made. 

Delicata recommended four changes in 
the way Fink's office prepares the budget. 

He asked that next year the committee 
be given a complete budget by program, 
that figures indicating the amounts 
departents request from Fink be 
eliminated, that the actual amounts spent 
in each category for the current fiscal year 
be included, along with the dollar amounts 
of change, not percentages. 

He also said the administration should 
be better prepared at budget meetings to 
discuss the impact of any proposed cuts. 

Mann said the committee "failed to give 
guidance to the superintendent" on how to 
present the budget. 

He also noted there is constant talk of 
"maintaining quality education,” but tire 
committee has never defined the phrase. 

Byrne said he was "mostly pleased" 
with the budget cuts made, but was uset by 
the destructive criticism that tarnished 
the budget hearings. 

He added his support for the "most 
imaginative program in the United 
States" at Murray Road School, and said 
he fell ther e was a general oversight 
throughout the hearings on the $6 million 
the clt will receive in reimbursements 
from the state for certain school 
programs. 

Mandell said he feels the workload of 
secondary school teachers should be 
reevaluated and that further savings could 
be made in the areas he recommended to 
the committee, totalling $ 1.2 million.

Board establishes

School building 
uses explored 

In the final meeting before the Feb. 25 
public meeting, the members of the 
Citizens Advisory Committee on Declining 
Enrollment explored the possibilities of 
utilizing portions of a school building for 
uses other than educational purposes. 

According to Dr Ronald Nuttall, a 
committee member, "this would give the 
committee greater flexibility." He said 
some possible uses could be "day care, 
utilization for the elderly, or even a branch 
of city hall." 

Cooperation between the school 
department and the city government were 
explored by Erna Gill, chairwoman, in a 
memo to the committee. 

How school principals might react to 
suggestions and who would have final say 
if a principal objected to his-her school 
used in this manner were areas touched 
upon. Lillian Radio, assistant to the 
superintendent of schools, commented 
that the School Committee would consider 
the objections of a principal even to the 
point of rejecting the idea. 

Utilization of a wing for commercial 
uses, or as in the case of Memorial School, 
a public library, were also points raised. 
The question was brought up as to whether 
a school should close rather than exercise 
the option of changing its legal boundaries. 
Radio insisted "it is futile to presume this 
could happen," while Marc Rector said 
"we must take the attitude something can 
be done." 

The CACDE also heard from two 
resource people, Frank Quinn, executive 
director of the Newton Housing Authority 
and Chuck Miller, head of CETA.

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More attention paid to girls' sports

The doors of Newton's gymnasiums are opening 
wider and wider for girls who want to share in the 
fun and glory of competition in sports. No longer 
content with the role of cheerleader or with par¬ 
ticipating only in gymnastics or modem dance, the 
girls are responding to a new area of life. 

In Newton, after strenuous efforts by some 
members of the National Organization for Women, 
interested fathers, mothers and teachers, the 
amount of money tricled into girls athletics is 
gradually being increased. 

However, the amount of money spent on girls 
sports can never be equalized because football and 
hockey, the heavy contact sports, are the most 
expensive part of the sports budget. At the high 
school level, for instance, the total boy's equipment 
budget is $56,867. For girls, the total equipment 
budget is $23,314. Most of this inequity is due to 
football and hockey. 

However, James A. Koynane, head of athletics at 
Newton North High School, says the "answer is not 
as simple as providing uniforms, coaches, 
schedules ... you need to provide the stimulus." 

Aaron Fink, superintendent of schools, main¬ 
tains the schools are willing to "provide programs 
according to needs or interests." 

“Needs or interests" is a key phrase, for school 
officials have long stated that girls don’t want a 
sports program." 

Yet Fink admits the question is "not whether the 
girls are interested, or do they go out, but should 
they?" 

"Sports have been more culturally acceptable 
for men .. . they built an empire ... in order to 
create a change, there must be a change in at¬ 
titudes in the public." 

Public opinion is slowly changing and Fink 
suggests the media will have the "greatest in¬ 
fluence." He says they have ignored girls sports. 

And James Ronayne, George Winkler, head of 


athletics at Newton South High School and Judy 
Davidson, physical education teacher at Newton 
North all agree. Ronayne says "there has long 
been a lack of recognition and you have to look 
hard for box scores in the newspapers.” In fact, 
most of the time those box scores are non-existent. 

Ms. Davidson, who is studying for her doctorate 
in The History of Sport with emphasis on Women in 
Sport, points out that many T.V. commercials 
contribute to image of the athletic girl as un¬ 
feminine. She notes that "very few ads show girls 
actively involved in sports." 

Winkler, the father of two daughters, indicates 
he is in full sympathy with the movement to allow 
girls to cash in on the values long touted by par¬ 
ticipants in sports and competition. He says he is 
"getting more girls turn out than in the past." But 
he adds, "they're not banging down our doors." 

And he’s not alone with that complaint. Ruth 
Frazier, girls athletic head at Newton North since 
1957, says "we get programs all planned and they 
don’t show." "We would gladly work with the girls 
and try to make more teams." 

Parents are also responsible for the girls lack of 
interest says Lenore Hershey, head of girls 
athletics at Newton South. "They have not ac¬ 
cepted the idea of pushing girls onto a team... we 
must condition them . . . educate people’s at¬ 
titudes." 

Existing social attitudes are one more theory 
that can be tossed into the pot pourri of ideas why 
girls don't come out for the teams. Another is that 
competition among girls has been played down and 
some feel half the excitement is competing, not 
only for the chance to win, but for the exhilaration 
of a well-played game. 

Davidson says these attitudes against com¬ 
petition "emerged in the 20's when educational 
leaders were trying to stamp out high level com¬ 
petition ... they met and the thrust of their efforts 
was to have a sport for every girl and a girl for 
every sport." 

Not a bad idea... a sport for everyone. However,

Comprehensive planning 
process presented 


The "Newton Plan," a plan 
for fulfilling the city charter's 
requirement for a com¬ 
prehensive plan for Newton, 
has been submitted by the 
Planning Department to the 
Board of Aldermen. 

"Newton Plan" is not the 
comprehensive plan, but 
Planning Director Charles 
Thomas’ view of what com¬ 
prehensive planning is, and 
how and how much it will cost 
to prouce a comprehensive 
plan. 

Thomas' view of com¬ 
prehensive planning is non- 
traditional. He has said that 
there can be no single 
document or book to comprise 
the comprehensive plan. 
Therefore he has proposed a 
comprehensive plan made up 
of several elements, covering 
population, land use, com¬ 
mercial development, and 
community facilities. 


These elements are 
scheduled to be completed by 
fiscal year 1978. 

Preliminary work on some of 
these studies has been done, 
according to Thomas,in 
Planning Department material 
prepared for inventory of 
housing, population analysis, 
and a planning information 
system. 

The citlxen opinion 
questionnaire that goes out 
with the census form each year 
is another Planning Depart¬ 
ment da ta-gathering device, he 
answers to the questions, when 
tabulated and analyzed, 
provide another source of 
citizen input. 

To create the components of 
the comprehensive plan, 
Thomas is asking for a more 
than doubledPlanning 
Department budget salaries 
for fiscal 1976.

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The budget for 1975 salaries 
was, including federal money, 
was *131,593. The proposed new 
budget is $271,009, Including 
federal money. 

The city’s funding of the 
department proposed for 1976 
would be $194,697, compared to 
$119,171 for 1975. 

New personnel directly at¬ 
tributable to comprehensive 
planning would be two junior 
planners and one senior 
planner at a total cost of 
$41,829. 

Other staff increases 
projected for 1976 are a 
graphics specialist, a draft- 
smanand.a four-person "urban 
design team," whose cost 
would total $74,901. 

The total Planning Depart¬ 
ment projected 1976 budget 
comes to $301,825, against the 
1975 total of $167,106. 

The lack of anything that 
could be pointed to as a 
"comprehensive plan” has 
caused concern to many 
members of the Board of 
Aldermen as well as members 
of conservation groups in the 
city, who feel that the city is 
operating without a clear-cut 
plan for future development. 

Although the “Newton plan" 
is not the comprehensive plan, 
it is being treated as a pert part 
of the comprehensive plan. 
After being submitted by the 
mayor to the Board of 
Aldermen, It was referred by 
the Board to the Planning 
Board, which has announced a 
public hearing on the plan to be 
held March 24. 

According to the charter, the 
Planning Board makes 
recommendations to the Board 
of Aldermen on the com¬ 
prehensive plan or components 
of the plan, and the Board of 
Aldermen is responsible for 
holding a public hearing on the 
item, following which it shall 
adopt the plan as is or with 
amendments.

Backman seeks funds for 
residences for mentally ill 


In speaking on "The Men¬ 
tally Ill and the Community" at 
the annual meeting of the 
Massachusetts Mental Health 
Association recently, State 
Sen. Jack Backman pointed out 
that if the courts were to award 
damages to the thousands of 
mentally disabled who have 
been imprisoned over the last 
150 years in mental in¬ 
stitutions, the judgment would 
be sufficient to fund the 
national debt. 

"We can never repay for the 
lives already spent in in- 
stutions for retarded persons 
and the mentally ill ... the 
false imprisonment, inhumane 
diagnosis and wasted potential. 
What is it worth for just one 
person institutionalized for life, 
when he or she could have lived 
in dignity in the community? 

"This year marks the tenth 
year of the 10 -year plan 
adopted in 1966 for the dein¬ 
stitutionalization of the mental 
health institutions of 
Massachusetts. 

"Some people say there have 
been great strides forward. I 
say we have barely begun,” 
said Backman. 

Backman points out that in a 
study just completed by a 
group of graduate students of 
the Boston College School of 
Social Work in conjunction 
with his office, a first tentative 
evaluation of the efficacy of 
community residences has 
been made. However, an 
ongoing series of independent 
evaluations is essential if the 
state is to double or triple 


community residences in the 
continuing battle for life for the 
mentally disabled. 

In the Boston College study, 
80 percent of the managers and 
100 percent of the residents in 
halfway houses indicated a 
need for additional education 
services, employment ser¬ 
vices, financial services, 
medical services, social ser¬ 
vices and also mental health 
services. 

"For the most part, com¬ 
munity residences provide 
.care and not treatment for the 
mentally 111," said Sen. 
Backman. 

'‘There has not yet been a full 
commitment by our state to 
fund mental health community 
residences. There has never 
been a budget item for mental 
health community residences. 
Last year I personally In¬ 
troduced a small item into the 


budget when it came to the 
Senate. The item was for 
mental health community 
residences. I was soon called 
by members of the Department 
of Mental Health and asked to 
drop my advocacy forhthis 
small beginning, lest it in¬ 
terfere with other requests for 
funding considered to be higher 
priority. 

"1 was assured that in this 
new year’s budget there would 
be an item of $1.2 million for 
funding community residen¬ 
ces. We shall wait and see what 
the priorities of the Depart¬ 
ment and the new ad¬ 
ministration will be this year. 

"The 10-year mental health 
deinstitutionalization plan ends 
this year. The question is—are 
we now ready to begin a new 
real commitment for life for 
the mentally ill and retarded?" 
concluded Sen. Backman.

Mayor Theodore D. Mann of 
Newton, chairman of the 
Massachusetts Criminal 
Justice Training Council, 
recently convened the first 
training program in rape in¬ 
vestigation far police officers. 

In his opening remarks, 
Mayor Mann noted that “in 
1974, the state legislature 
passed a bill requiring all 
police departme nts to establish 
or participate in rape in¬ 
vestigation units. These units 
are to be staffed by officers 
that have been specially 
trained in the investigation of 
rape. Further, the legislature 


mandated that the training 
council provide an approved 
training program for these 
investigators." 

Twenty-five officers have 
been trained in the first five- 
day program, held at Brandeis 
University, under the auspices 
of the Massachusetts Criminal 
Justice Training Council. The 
program prepares these of¬ 
ficers to coordinate similar 
training programs for ap¬ 
proximately 600 police 
throughout the state who have 
been assigned to local rape- 
investigation units. 

The training emphasizes the 
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psychological impact of rape 
on the victim and the role the 
police officer can play in 
dealing with this type of per¬ 
sonal crisis. An actress por¬ 
trays a rape victim to enable 
the officers to practice coun¬ 
seling and interview 
techniques. 

The course covers 
Massachusetts rape statues, 
invetigation and evidence- 
collection techniques, and the 
special problem of the child 
victim. Reviewing the 
proces involved in designing 
the training program, Mayor 
Mann said the Criminal Justice 
Training Council had been 
greatly assisted in planning 
this program by an advisory 
group of women who have 
reviewed the curriculum and 
our training plans and have 
made many helpful 
suggestions. 

Mann stressed the im¬ 
portance of this unique 
program. "We foresee a state¬ 
wide capability to deal mere 
effectively with the crime of 
rape, both from the per¬ 
spective of investigation and 
prosecution and, of equal 
importance, from the per¬ 
spective of services to the 
victims of such offenses." 
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Eliot Cohen files 
condominium bill 


Wards 4 and 6 face changes in next election 


A bill regulating the con¬ 
version of apartments to 
condominiums, written by 
Eliot Cohen, president of the 
ewton Board of Aldermen, was 
heard by the Committee on 
Urban Affairs of the legislature 
last week. 

Action on the bill is not ex¬ 
pected soon. 

Cohen served on a committee 
appointed by Mayor Theodore 
Mann to study the effects of the 
conversion of apartments to 
condominiums in Newton. 

Cohen's bill, submitted by 
State Rep. Peter Harrington, 
differs from the others sub¬ 
mitted and heard at the same 
hearing in that it requires 
acquiescence of 35 percent of 
the tenants in a building 
proposed for conversion to a 
condominium. 

Other provisions of the bill 
are the requirement that a 
letter of intention, setting forth 
the name of the owner, the 
location of the property, and 
the prospective date of con¬ 
version, be submitted with a 
notice of intention and a 


disclosure to the attorney 
general. 

The disclosure shall contain, 
among its 11 specified items, 
evidence of financial 
arrangements to assume 
completion of the project, a 
detailed statement pertaining 
to the financing of sales of units 
to purchasers, a copy of the 
agreement or rules pertaining 
to the control and managment 
of the project, and a statement 
of the maintenance and 
operational costs. 

The attorney general will 
have the power to accept or 
reject the conversion under 
ohen’s bill. 

Tenants are further 
protected by stipulations that 
they be iven 60 days' right of 
first refusal to buy die dwelling 
unit and that they cannot be 
evicted, except for non¬ 
payment of rent, for a period of 
six months or until the ex¬ 
piration of the current lease, 
whichever is longer. 

The chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee on Urban Affairs is 
State Sen. Joseph Timilty. 


Pines would phase out 
special-justice system 


Rep. Lois G. Pines ID- 
New ton) called for passage of 
legislation that she sponsored 
with the Massachusetts Bar 
Association calling for phasing 
out the special-justice system 
in Massachusetts. 

Under the present system, 81 
district court judges serve 
part-time, are paid on a per 
diem basis regardless of the 
number of hours they serve, 
and are barred from presiding 
over civil cases. Special 
justices are allowed to preside 
only over criminal and juvenile 
cases. 

Rep. Pines said, “A public 
official must consider himself 
a servant of the citizens. A 
system that permits a person 
to be a lawyer in court in the 
morning and a judge in that 
same court in the afternoon 
tends to instill skepticism and 


distinct in the public and must 
not be allowed to continue." 

The proposed legislation 
provides that vacancies in the 
office of special justice would 
not be filled. When any three of 
the part-time special-justices 
posts become vacant, two new 
full-time Judges would be 
appointed in their places. 

“The position of a judge who 
also functions as an attorney 
has been criticized consistently 
since 1919 by judicial reports of 
the Commonwealth." She 
continued, "Chief Justice 
Franklin Flaschner of Newton 
has been fighting for many 
years to effect this much- 
needed reform in the 
Massachusetts district court 
system." 

Similar legislation was filed 
by Governor Michael Dukakis 
and Justice Flaschner.

Although the aldermanic and School 
Committee elections are almost nine 
months off, the signs of impending change 
can be seen already. 

The most drastic turnover will occur in 
Ward 4, where all three aldermanic seats 
may be vacated. 

Aid. David Jackson, who has served for 
eight years, has said that he "absolutely" 
will not run again for alderman but is 
seriously coasidering running for School 
Committee. 

The Ward 4 School Committee member 
is Manuel Beckwith, who has served since 
1956. 

Jackson said he ade a commitment to his 
family some years ago that he would give 
up the aldermanic post, and feels that 
being a member of the School Committee 
is far less time-consuming than being an 
alderman. 

Aid. Egelson may have a difficult time 
being reelected next time if he decides to 
run again. He has been outspokenly 


critical of the Mann administration’s 
collective-bargaining policies and the 
amounts of money involved in settling 
negotiations with the city's labor force. 

Egelson was nearly defeated in 1973 by 
Nick Nardone, who is being mentioned as a 
candidate again. 

The experted vacancy created by the 
election of Ward 4 alderman Richard 
McGrath to the position of state 
representative may not turn out to be a 
vacancy after all. 

McGrath may decide to seek reelection 
as alderman and fill both Jobs. He will 
probably not decide until April. 

• Sheila Farnese has declared her in¬ 
tention to seek office, as has Priscilla 
Leith. Farnese has long been active in 
Auburndale affairs; Leith has emerged 
politically fairly recently in response to 
building activities on Washington Street. 

Others mentioned are Jay Goldman, a 
former campaign worker for William 
Carmen, a three-time candidate for 
mayor, and Leonard Frisoli, a former 
candidate for alderman. 


Ward 6 will lose three-term Alderman 
Michael Lipof, who will soon be moving to 
a new house in Ward 8. 

Lipof has not decided yet whether he will 
run for alderman from his new ward. 
Right now there is no announced vacancy 
in Ward 8, which is represented by Alan 
Barkin, Eliot Cohen and Wendell 
Bauckman. 

Bauckman has been been an alderman 
for more than 30 cars. 

The most likely person to announce a 
candidacy for Lipof’s seat is Ethel 
Sheehan, who almost won a place on the 
Board of Aldermen in 1973, when she last a 
contest to Joan Saklad in Ward 6. 

Sheehan is well known in liberal 
Democratic circles. Lipof is a moderate 
Republican, but one that can usually be 
counted on the to support Mayor Theodore 
Mann. 

Aid. Ernest Dietz will probably again 
face Theodore Gross in a bid for reelection 
as Ward 6 alderman. 

Lipof says he has heard several names 
mentioned as potential candidates for his 
seat, but declined to mention any.

Greater Boston Councils, 
People vs. Handguns and 
others. 

In testimony Harrington 
said, “I ask for your close 
attentin because your decision 
this year will have a thun¬ 
derous repercussion. 

"The majority of the people 
of Massachusetts want a strong 
ban on the private ownership of 
handguns." 

Harrington also advised the 
legislators, “If a bill cannot be 
worked out within the 
legislative process this year, 
then the question will go to the 
people in form of a binding 
referendum at the next state 


election in November, 1976." 

Harrington continued, "Last 
year, after prorogation I and a 
few others gave up our August 
summer vacation to collect 
signatures to put the question 
of gun control on the ballot and 
we had the following results: 
Newton, yes 23,055, no 5,498; 
Brookline, yes 12,331, no 3,126; 
Wellesley, yes 7,162, no 2,239; 
Winthrop, yes 4,918, no 1,948. 

In conclusion, Represen¬ 
tative Harrington said, “Mr. 
Chairman, I present these 
facts to you and I support that 
they represent a message from 
a cross-section of the citizens fo 
the Commonwealth. A 
messgae that foretells what 
will happen when the question 
of gun control is left to the 
voters of Massachusetts on 
Nov. 2, 1976." 

Harrington was followed by 
Middlesex County Sheriff John 
Buckley who said, "There can 
be no doubt about the fact that 
the small, deadly handgun 
plays a devastating role in the 
growing number of firearm 
homicides and woundings in 
our state and across the 
Nation. 

"The real crime," Buckley 
continued, "is our failure to 
act, our failure to implement 
meaningful handgun control." 


Also appearing in behalf of 
stricter gun control laws was 
Rabbi Terry R. Bard, Temple 
Shalom, Newton, who said, 
“Effective gun control 
legislation guarantees in¬ 
dividual freedom to the extent 
that it reduces external threats 
upon private lives. 

“A san e society does not 
need to allow its citizens the 
right to possess firearms save 
in the event of a national id- 
saster. Indeed, the possession 
of such instruments notes a 
society more for its barbarism 
than for its humanity and 
freedom." 


more positive signs have 
emerged, demonstrating that 
there is sufficient mandate for 
a new gun law. 

"Last November, for in¬ 
stance, no Congressman who 
supported gun control was 
defeated for re-election; 
moreover, 27 Congressmen 
who had in the past supported 
legislation favorable to gun 
owners were defeated. And 
polls continue to show 
deepening public concern for 
gun legislation, a fact further 
attested to by the growing 
number of gun lobbies. 

"In this century, at least 
800,000 Americans have been 
killed by privately owned 
gusn—more than the battle 
deaths in the Revolution and all 
later wars together. And yet, in 
spite of such a grisly toll, the 
gun lobby continues to claim 


that the Second Amendment 
gives citizens an absolute right 
to bear arms, an argument 
which is a serious misin¬ 
terpretation of the intent and 
language of the Second 
Amendment. 

"In fact, the government can 
regulate private ownership of 
guns as much as it desires, as 
long as the militia, which is, in 
our case, the Massachusetts 
National Guard, is not disar¬ 
med. 

"Further, strong gun control 
legislation Is necessary to 
foster an atmosphere of open 
and fearless debate without 
which a free society can't 
survive. Ours is a country 
whose long knd proud tradition 
of public officials going and 
traveling among the people has 
been tragically marred by 
political assassinations in the 


past decade. Our society has a 
right to protect itself. 

"I strongly urge this Com¬ 
mittee to favorably recom¬ 
mend passage of Senate Bill 
1092; if such legislation can 
begin saving lives by 1976, the 
nation will have that much 
more genuine cause for 
celebration on its 200th an¬ 
niversary.”

Higher 
state taxes 


A careful study of the staggering 
financial problems confronting Governor 
Michael S. Dukakis and the state govern¬ 
ment by experts in that field has led to the 
conclusion that it will be impossible to 
avoid an increase in state taxes this year. 

Governor Dukakis, who is striving 
desperately to escape the need for raising 
state taxes, does not yet concede that a tax 
hike is inevitable. But he does not seem 
nearly as firm in his no-tax-incrcase stand 
as he was in last fall's gubernatorial cam¬ 
paign 

Top legislative leaders also declare 
that it will not be possible for Dukakis to 
cut state spending to the point where he 
can prevent a rise in state taxes. 

However, they are not prepared to say 
what kind of tax proposal or package could 
win legislative approval at a time when the 
state's economy is depressed and one out of 
every 10 members of the state's work force 
is unemployed. 

"It is time we stopped trying to kid 
ourselves and confronted the issue," 
asserts House Speaker David M. Bartley, 
an extremely keen and able student of state 
government. "We need more money," adds 
Bartley. 

State Senate President Kevin B. 
Harrington, like Bartley, a conscientious 
public figure, voices the hope that the 
state's budget can be balanced without 
enacting new taxes, but he is very doubtful 
this can be done. 

While Harrington and Bartley don't 
come right out and say so, it seems evident 
that they believe a majority of legislators 
would not agree to the kind of budget 
reductions Dukakis would have to make in 
order to avoid the need for higher state 
taxes 

For example, the law-makers would 
not consent to large-scale layoffs of state 
employees, cuts in welfare allowances for 
destitute families or slashes in ap¬ 
propriations for educational purposes 

A suggestion has been made in a 
telecast by one Boston television station 
that tuition fees be increased at state 
colleges and universities. Most law-makers 
are not enthusiastic about that idea. They 
are fearful a hike in tuition fees would 
deprive many deserving students in 
families of modest means of the right to go 
on to college after graduating from high 
school. 

Nobody in a high position at the State 
House is interested in predicting what kind 
of new taxes will be enacted in order to 
provide the additional money the state 
needs to pay its bills 

The legislative spokesmen recognize 
that there is no such thing as a painless tax 
and are quite willing to allow any proposals 
for new or additional taxes to originate 
with Governor Dukakis. 

Seasoned Beacon Hill observers point 
out, however, that the only action which 
could be taken in the coming months and 
made retroactive to the start of the year 
would be an increase in the state income 
tax. 

A one per cent hike in the present five 
per cent tax on earned income would yield 
about $174 Million a year. Governor 
Dukakis probably will need more than that 
in additional funds to get his budget into 
balance.

Black History Week observed

In 1926, Carter G. Wilson, a noted black 
historian, founded the National Society for 
Study of Negro life and History. This 
organization celebrated a Black History 
Week to make people aware of the type of 
contributions blacks have made to society. 

Black History Week, Feb. 9-15, is now an 
internationally observed week that focuses on 
the history of the black people. 

Newton North’ High School celebrated 
Black History Week for the first time this 
year. 

"We (Black Teachers at Newton North- 
B.T.A.N.N.) feel it's a necessity that the 
school be exposed to a black cultural event. 
Black History Week is just a beginning. We're 
Just making a dent in increasing awareness of 
black culture and what it is,” said METCO 
counselor Charlayne Murrell. 

"Most suburban schools try to have some 


kind of celebration. Normally they have one 
or two all-day affairs," said English teacher 
Inez Dover. 

"We dedicated each day of the week to one 
or more of the "seven principles of 
blackness”: unity, self-determination, 
collective work, and responsibility, 
cooperative economics, purpose, creaUvity, 
and faith," explained Ms. Murrell. 

Ms. Dover added, "We then chose speakers 
to fit these themes.” 

The speakers inclluded John Boone, former 
Commissioner of Corrections and Current 
Director of Urban Affairs, Jacqui Adams, 
Midday News anchorwoman and reporter for 
Channel 7, Olive Jones, a musician currently 
affiliated with the Elma Louis School of Fine 
Arts, and Paul Parks, Secretary of Education 
for the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

Boone's talk ranged from childhood ex¬ 
periences with racial prejudice to correc¬ 
tional reform. 

"I am concerned with justice because I 


have been the target of injustice all my life," 
said Boone. 

Jacqui Adams discussed and answered 
questions on TV reporting and broadcasting. 

"Most people think that TV is glamorous 
but it is actually hard work," said Ms. 
Adams. 

She also commented, "It seems unfortunate 
to me that there are not more blacks up in 
front. Boston is really behind the times about 
blacks in reporting and broadcasting.” 

Ragtime pianist Olive Jones traced the 
history of black involvement in music. 
Accompanied by NNHS student Scott Karas 
on the drums, Jones played a selection of folk, 
gospel, ragtime, show tunes, and blues. Some 
of the songs were: "Let Us Break Bread 
Together", "Magnetic Rag”, "Entertainer", 
and “I’m Just Wild About Harry". Ms. Jones 
was also accompanied by student Linda 
Jordan on the tambourine in "Run Chillun 
Run". 

The final speaker, Paul Parks, author of the 
Racial Imbalance Act, and one of the 


originators of MTCO, spoke about 
desegrigation aiid racism. 

Mr. Parks stated, "We must look ahead and 
not into the past. We must commit ourselves 
to ending racism. 

"The value of another person must never be 
judged on physical appearance. It should be 
judged on the content of his character." 

One NNHS committee, the Beal House 
Council, contributed to the week's programs 
by arranging for the Autobiography of Miss 
Jane Pittman film to be shown on Tuesday 
and Wednesday. 

Student response to Black History Week 
was positive. 

"It went really well," said Holly Turner, a 
member of the Black Student Union. 

“The speakers were very interesting. The 
whole week was really good," said a junior 
girl. 

"We're going to plan future projects and 
continue to do things of this nature, "Ms. 
Dover concluded.

New Low in Reporting 
On Channel 7 Program 

Television Channel 7 dropped to a new low in poor taste 
recently when persons appearing on its Sunday night "Sixty 
Minutes" show, hosted by Mike Wallace, engaged in a 
combination of mud-slinging, rumor-mongering and 
character-assassination. Whatever it was, it was not 
responsible news reporting. 

Columnist Jack Adnerson was among those who told of 
the stories they didn't print about excessive drinking and 
"womanizing," also described as “fanny-grabbing," on the 
part of prominent public officials. But this time they 
reported verbally the stories they did not consider suitable 
to publish in a newspaper. 

It was plain from gossip by the news hawks and hens that 
they consider the newspapers maintain higher standards of 
journalism than do the television stations and networks. On 
television they could give expression to their bad taste and 
poor manners which had to be restrained when they were 
writing for responsible newspapers. 

For example, one newsman said he had received a tip 
that Senator Edward M. Kennedy had been arrested for 
drunken driving in Massachusetts. He sent a reporter up 
here to check out the story and found it was wrong. He did 
not publish the rumor since it had no foundation in fact or 
truth. 

Since it was untrue, why gossip about false rumors on 
television? When did that become responsible Journalism? 
When Ted Kennedy runs for reelection in 1976, some of the 
people who watched that program will be talking about the 
time they heard on TV that Ted was nabbed for drunken 
driving, forgetting they bad heard a false rumor discussed. 

The newsman, incidentally, said he received the tip from 
a person close to former President Nixon. He apparently 
was a bit confused because he named two different persons 
as giving him the erronerous information. 

One of those named as being the tipster spreading false 
information (relayed to the TV viewers), was recently 
released from prison. 

Another news writer reported for the edification of his TV 
audience that he received information that the late 
President John F. Kennedy "did a little womanizing” but 
that he didn'twrite a story about it because he didn’t think it 
was news. He didn't specify when JFK allegedly did the 
"womanizing" or explain whey he brought the matter up on 
a television program if it wasn't worth a newspaper story. 

Rumors that former President Richard M. Nixon in¬ 
dulged in heavy drinking at Camp David and passed out 
from too much liquor also were discussed in some detail. It 
seems that columnist Jack Anderson wrote about this but 
that the Washington Post did not print the article. 

The New York Times declined to publish a story about 
Senator Russell Long being drunk on the Senate floor. Long 
used to have u problem with liquor but no longer does, 
according to the gossipers. 

Senator Harrison Williams of New Jersey used to be 
drunk in the morning, and the first time former Senator 


Harold Hughes, himself an ex-aicoholic, showed up In the 
Senate, he was accosted by a drunken Senator, the 
gossiping TV reporters continued. 

One woman reporter on the show said she did not believe 
the fact that she had an affair years ago with a Senator was 
news but that she did believe it was news when a 
"womanizer” in Congress "grabbed every fanny in town." 

The newscasters deplored the fact that lobbyists provide 
call girls for members of Congress, observing that this 
practise is dishonest 

Some of the veteran newsmen on the show such as Peter 
Lislgor of the Chicago Daily News obviously were appalled 
at the trend of the discussion. Lislgor remarked that he 
reported the activities of the Senators on the Senate floor 
but not In their bedrooms. 

Pres. Ford Sees Ted 
As Strongest Threat 

At this time next year, campaigning in New Hampshire’s 
first-in-the-nation Presidential Primary will be nearing a 
climax. 

Present indications are that a record number of can¬ 
didates for the Democratic Presidential nomination will be 
striving for the psychological advantage and impetus they 
would gain from a victory or even a strong showing in the 
Granite State. 

What the Democratic field lacks in quality, it will not 
make up in quantity although New Hampshire will see a 
multi-candidate contest for the right to stand against 
President Gerald Ford. 

Although Democratic politicians have done an effective 
job of picturing Ford as honest but dumb and unable to give 
the nation the dynamic leadership it needs in this period of 
inflation and economic recession, there is some doubt that 
any of the Democratic possibilities now being mentioned 
could defeat him. 

Ford himself believes Senator Edward M. Kennedy is the 
strongest candidate the Democrats could pit against him. 
He also expects the Democratic National Convention will be 
deadlocked, that Ted will yield to a draft call and then pick 
Senator Henry M. Jackson as his Vice Presidential running 
mate. 

A Cape Cod newspaper recently predicted that Jackson, if 
nominated for the Presidency, would tap Ted Kennedy to be 
the No. 2 man on the ticket with him, but Jackson himself 
asserts he has no reason whatever to believe Ted would 
accept the Vice Presidential nomination. 

On the basis of what Ted Kennedy himself has said, this 
writer does not believe Ted would accept a draft even if the 
Democratic convention is deadlocked or the Democratic 
party is faced with probable defeat in the 1976 Presidential 
nomination. 

Ted Kennedy's decision not to seek the Presidency next 
year apparently is tied in with the physical condition of his 
brave young son whose leg was amputated because of bone 
cancer. If the youngster's condition changes, Ted might 
also change his mind about running. 

Most political pundits believe Senator Jacksou is the front¬ 
runner in the Democratic Presidential sweepstakes. 
Jackson has launched a well financed and smoothly 
organized campaign for tbe Democratic nomination for 
President. 

But history has seen one front-runner after another 
knocked down in competption for Presidential nominations, 
and many political experts think Jackson may have made a 
mistake in putting himself out front too soon as an inviting 
target for those who like to draw a bead and fire away at the 
front-runners. 

Seuator Edmund Muskie was considered the Democratic 
front-runner at this stage four years ago, but his 
Presidential hopes were washed away by b flood of tears in 
an emotional speech he made before a New Hampshire 
newspaper office. 

Contesting in the New Hampshire Primary a year from 
now will be such Democratic celebrities as Senator 
Jackson, Alabama Governor George Wallace, Georgia 
Governor Jimmy Carter, Senator Lloyd Bentsen of Texas, 
Congressman Morris Udali of Arizona and former Senator

ZURICH — In neighboring Ital fewer newspapers are sodl 
per million population than in any country in Western 
Europe. In this country, more newspapers are sold per 
capita than anywhere in the world. 

Led by Zurich's internationally respected "Neue Zurcher 
Zeitung," which ranks in European prestige with "The 
Times" of London and "La Monde" in Paris, Switzerland 
has 504 newspapers. It has 743 technical magazines whose 
total circulation is also so wide abroad that it exceeds 
Switzerland’s adult population by 50 per cent. 

Thus Switzerland is not only a highly literate, but a highly 
informed nation. 

On Geneva's Restoration Monument you can see an ex¬ 
cerpt from the Ordinance of 1536 proclaiming compulsory 
education for all children. Prussia followed this, but not 
until 284 years later, ost European countries did not require 
it until after World War I. And today the great universities 
at Basel, Berne, Fribourg, Geneva, Lausanne and Zurich 
are magnets for students from every' country. 

Most newspapers are published in German. The language 
balance in this country is much more out of balance than 
generall supposed. More than 74 per cent of the Swiss speak 
a dialect of German (Schwyzerdutsch), a dialect so gut¬ 
tural that there's a standing joke here that "Schwyzer¬ 
dutsch isn't a language; it's a disease." Only 21 per cent 
speak French, less than five per cent Italian. 

Interestingly enough, however, Polish-bom Ludwik 
Zamenhof conceived in Switzerland in 1887 the "universal" 
language, Esperanto. 

It is a poor, inland country. The odds against prosperity, 
as well as independence, have always been large. About 23 
per cent of the nation is rock, ice or icefield. Switzerland's 
sole natural resources are scenery and waterpower. Yet 
next to Britain and Belgium, this is the world's most in¬ 
dustrialized nation. 

Switzerland faces world comptition without coal, oil, 
bauxite, tin, iron, lead or even enough timber for her wood. 
Nevertheless, the Swiss import their requirements and 
convert them so successfully that the per-capita wealth is 
the envy of the world. 

In addition to the great financial institutions, there are 47 
private banks, controlling billions of dollars, that operate 
essentially as investment portfolio managers. The majority 
hesitate to take a client with less than $100,000 to invest. 
Ordinarily they invest this roughly 40 per cent in the United 
States, 40 per cent in Switzerland and 20 per cent in all other 
markets combined. % 

The people are sovereign — really sovereign. It takes a 
foreigner 12 years to become a citizen and they are limited 
to 8,000 a year. 

Any citizen can secure a national vote by collecting 50,000 
signatures. But the issue must achieve approval by a 
majority of all voters, as well as a majority in each of more 
than half the 26 cantons (states). 

The whole country turns out for elections (usually on 
Sundays) but, ironically, a constitutional provision in this 
intensely democratic country denied women the vote. 

Amending the Swiss Constitution is even more difficult 
than changing our own. Yet the Swiss amended theirs in 
February 1971 and, for the first time in history and by a 2-to- 
1 vote, the men allowed women the right to vote in federal 
elections. The right doubled the eligible voters to 3.7 
million. And today women in elected office are com¬ 
monplace. 

The horror which Beneva-bom Henri Dunant saw on the 
Solferino battlefield in 1859 caused him to call an in¬ 
ternational conference in Geneva in 1864. This produced the 
Geneva Convention for the treatment of war prisoners and 
established the International Red Cross. Its motto is "I Am 
with the Wounded" and its emblem is Switzerland's flag in 
reverse. 

There is an inspiring harmony of good judgment, charity, 
valor and individual self-reliance to be seen here. The Swiss 
believe profoundly that a nation can advance only behind its 
shared values nor will it be stronger than these values. And 
the values cannot be manufactured to suit a moment, a 
government, a policy or a person. 

As one result, the Swiss government’s performance for 
the people is probably the best in the world.

That lineup of candidates is not likely to send New

It is unfortunate that I must 
take the time during this wind¬ 
up phase of the enrollment 
committee's work to respond to 
last weeks article by Eleanor 
Siegel on our committee 
deliberations. The errors and 
misinformation however, are 
too glaring and damaging to 
remain uncorrected. 

In the first place the motion 
passed referring to school 
building utilization was far less 
restrictive than the one quoted, 
which had been defeated by the 
committee. The passed motion 
reads, "the utilization of a 
closed school should be a factor 
in a decision to close a school." 

At no point during last weeks 
meeting nor at any previous 
meeting have I ever stated that 
I support school closings 
should populations drop below 
the 300 level. 

During earlier studies I did 
state that consolidation should 
be considered If Individual 
school populations fall sub¬ 
stantially below their historic 
capacites. This is a far dif¬ 
ferent ball game. Obviously 
decisions to close a particular 
school are not nor should they 
be the enrollment committee's 
function. I have and shall 
continue to express concern 
over the educational impact 


resulting from very low 
populatinn schools. 

One must consider the 
vitality of a school in terms of 
numbers as well as 
curriculum. I am concerned 
over dimished opportunity for 
programing, social interaction, 
and parent enrichment which 
must of necessity to a con¬ 
sequence of low population 
schools. 

Hopefully, parents who are 
agitating to maintain all 
schools open will reflect, as 
well, on these matters. In 
addressing this issue the 
committee has tried hard to be 
creative in developing ways to 
increase enrollment in low 
population schools. 

The cultural affairs proposal 
introduced at the meeting, was 
researched and presented by 
Lois Alexander, not me. 

Finally, the information 
concerning the cost of day care 
was presented as data which 
would be verified the following 
week. The corrected figures 
are as follows: after school K- 
6, $18-125; full day care, an¬ 
ticipated about $50, with ad¬ 
justments for additional 
children in a family and so on. 

In short, Ms. Seigel, at times 
reporting has been better.

Protecting our wildlife 


To the Editor: 

We have in Newton two men 
in public service who have 
done an outstanding job in a 
statewide battle to eliminate a 
major cruelt to our wildlife. 

I am speaking of State ep. 
Richard McCrath and Officer 
Charles Rivers of the Newton 
Police Department, animal 
control division. 

Let me explain. 

As many people know, a law 
was passed last year to ban the 
use of steel jaw leghold traps 
on land in Massachusetts. This 
trap inflicts extreme pain and 
suffering on any animal that 
steps into it Although it is set 
for fur-bearing animals, it 
catches many non-fur-bearers 
including a good number of 
domestic pets. 

The law becomes effective on 
July 1, but the 847 licensed 
trappers in this state have not 
accepted its mandate. This 
year, he filed two bills in the 
legislature that would, if 
passed, negate the effects of 
the law. 

Rep. McGrath, newly 
elected, found that one of his 
first public hearings on these 
bills was 10 hours lang and 
very involved. He was at¬ 
tentive to the testimony offered 
on both sides of the issue and 
decided to support the animal 
protectionists. 

Rep. McGrath gave his 
maiden speech In the State 


ouse in defense of the law 
which bans the cruel trap on 
land. As a listener in the 
gallery, I can say he did ex¬ 
tremely well and more than 
deserved the traditional ap¬ 
plause that follows a 
legislator’s first speech. 

He was effective and in part 
this was due to Officer Rivers’ 
contribution which was very 
pertinent. 

Officer Rivers has had direct 
experience trapping wild 
animals, particularly racoons, 
very successfully in an humane 
trap, the box trap which cat¬ 
ches animals alive and 
unharmed. 

His written testimony read 
by Rep. McGrath showed 
clearly that trapping need not 
be inhumane to be effective as 
the proponents of leghold traps 
would have us believe. 

As a citizen of Newton and an 
active lobbyist on behalf of 
animal rights in this state, I 
was quite proud of these two 
men. 

Animal protection often gets 
treated as a minor issue. 

People fail to realize what 
cruelty can do to the per¬ 
petrator as well as to the 
victim. I think the concern of 
Rep. McGrath and Officer 
Rivers reflected a sense of 
humaneness we need to have 
more often in our lives.

seling coverage to 24 hours a day and has 
enlarged its medical examination facility. 

Multi-Service has been trying to move to 
larger quarters for some time now and 
I.owell Haynes hopes that a big yellow 
frame house in Newton Centre may be the 
answer. 

Owned by the First Baptist Church, 
which has offered to lease the house to 
Multi-Service, it has 15 rooms. 

Its size will give more room for coun¬ 
seling, an adequate examination room, 
and space for meetings, besides two 
bedrooms for residential counselors. 

The "Multi" performs a variety of 
services for young people from Newton, 
Wellesley and Weston, from giving them a 
place to stay for a day or two or three when 
they cannot stay at home because of 
family discord, to medical examinations. 

In between counseling accounts for 
about half the caseload, and medical 
questions and problems account for more 
than one-third. 

The Multi-Service Center answers 
questions about birth control and venereal 
disease and does medical examinations for 
VD and pregnancy. 

Lowell Hayne, director of the Multi, 
explains its function as serving the kids 
"who have no place else to go.” 

When a girl comes in who thinks she may 
have a venereal disease, one of the doctors 
who volunteer their time will test her. If 
the test Ls positive, no treatment is given, 
but the girl is referred to a hospital. 

Pregnancy counseling, Haynes says, is 
done with regard to the girl's wishes about 
keeping the baby, her relationship with the 


baby's father, and her relationship with 
her family. 

In counseling about birth control, strict 
confidentiality is maintained. 

The crisis at home that precipitates a 
young person's seeking short-term refuge 
at the Multi-Service Center is usually 
resolved by bringing the parents into the 
center for counseling. In fact, the center 
does not accept any teenager without 
notifying the parents very shortly about 
where their child is. 

In cases in which counseling does not 
bring about at least a truce between 
parents and child, Multi-Service refers the 
family to Families Extended or a similar 
alternative-housing organization. 

"Usually once through a crisis," Haynes 
says, "there is no need to see the young 
person on a long-term basis.” Twelve 
sessions is about the maximum number of 
visits. 

Since Haynes became director the Multi 
seems to have settled down somewhat 
from its earlier method of operation. 

Haynes, from Colorado, has a degree in 
theology from Boston University, has 
served as campus minister, has directed a 
drug prevention program, and was the 
director of a social-services program, all 
in Massachusetts. 

He is counting heavily on being able to 
get permissive use from the Board of 
Aldermen for the use of the Centre Street 
house so the Multi-Service Center can 
continue its help to Newton's young people. 

The Land Use Committee will hold a 
public hearing on the petition March 10.

The Newton Community Development 
Foundation was granted extension of 
permissive use for another five years to 
build 50 units of low- and moderate-income 
housing at Hamlet Street because of the 
lengthy litigation that has gone on so far 
and is expected to continuefrom opponents 
of the housing program. 

In other action, the Board approved 
$35,000 for payments resulting from 


collective bargaining for clothing all 
allowance ($55 per man) and use ot per- 
snal vehicles by water-meter readers. An 
additional $83,000 for longevity pay for the 
city’s labor force was held. 

The Board also approved the Election 
Commission notification of the 
preliminary election on Sept. 30, the 
regular election on Nov. 4 , and the 
deadline for filing nomination papers of 
July 29.

Quinn indicated the authority would be 
interested if an empty school were made 
available for housing for the elderly. When 
asked if the greatest obstacle to low in¬ 
come housing came from neighborhood 
opposition, Quinn replied this "was so only 
in terms of family housing." 

The other resource person, Miller, 
stated that CETA, Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act, were 
authorized to pay rent up to $ 1,000 per 
month. The problem with putting CETA 
office in a school was that it generates a 
great deal of traffic. 

Another area of difficulty in utilizing a 
portion of the school is the lack of adequate 
transportation throughout the city. Most 


groups have expressed a need to be near a 
good transportation system. 

Although day care provisions were 
viewed favorably infant care was 
overlooked. The report, prepared by Joyce 
Picard, put the beginning day care ages at 
2.9 months. Observer Claire Stern was 
distressed by the committees omission of 
infant care and said “this is the first 
educational use you have flatly refused to 
examine." 

The public meeting on Feb. 25 will be 
held at Bigelow Junior High auditorium at 
8 p.m.

in the 70’s, some girls feel this should include the 
heavy contact sports such as football and hockey. 

None of the athletic physical education teachers 
interviewed were in favor of girls participation in 
these sports. Although there are two girls, Rose 
Evans and Debby LeBlanc, who play on the hockey 
team at Warren Junior High School. 

George Winkler was the only head of athletics 
who said that if a girl tried out and had a signed 
letter of permission from her parents, he would go 
before the school committee to support her efforts. 

Ronayne said he was “100 percent against it" He 
says "hockey is a very hard sport to control from 
the viewpoint of the stick... I worry sick about the 
team every day ... its the nature of the game.” 

The very nature of such injuries led pediatrician 
E. Manning Sears to comment that these sports are 
not "for many men." Dr. Sears says "a good case 
could be built for not having pre-adolescent boys 
playing these sports." 

Dr. Sears stated he would not like to see boys 
encouraged to play these sports. He would like to 
see a shift in emphasis to "a different kind of 
athletic activity such as gymnastics... activities 
one could carry on for life, not activities that a 
select number can play." 

Like Sears there are many proponents of "life 
sports" who see great benefits from this type of 
program. One unresolved question about this type 
of emphasis is the problem of how to develop a high 
level program for the gifted athletic students. 
Davidson suggests taking heavy contact sports 
out of the school and putting them into the 
recreation department, thus having the physical 
education program schools strictly for education. 

Edward Asaley, boys athletic instructor at 
Meadow brook Junior High School, disagrees 
feeling that the educational goals of the program 
would be unmet. 

NOW has been pressing the school committee to 
undetake an analysi. of the entire sports program. 
For admittedly, while girls have been 
discriminated against, it is possible that boys have 
been discriminated against, since only a small 
percentage of them can participate in few ac¬ 
tivities. 

All the female athletic instructors agreed that 
for athletics for girls to go the route that boys have 
is not the answer. Davidson says "boys athletics 
have missed the boat and have gotten out of hand.” 

While all of these people are pointing at an 
overhaul of the athletics program, the girls are 
continuing to make inroads not only in par¬ 
ticipation, but in earning awards for their par¬ 
ticipation. 

Recently the awards system at Newton North 
was revised due to a brouhaha begun when the 
girls did not receive felt letter awards. Two 
parents most active in that protest were Ruth 
Kramer Baden and Nancy C. Ruggiero, both 
members of NOW. As a result the girls received 
their letters, without any fanfare, this Tuesday in 
the principal’s office. According to Baden, this was 
satisfactory, however, in the future, she poped the 
ceremonies would be public. 

NOW, in cooperation with the school system, has 
been responsible for a questionnaire polling the 
girls in Newton schools about their interests and 
what they want out of an athletic program. 

And hopefully these girls won’t feel as the women 
now who are in their twenties. According to 
Davidson, "they are the biggest group of women 
active in athletics because they are realizing too 
late what they have missed.”

Engagement rings out of style? 

Paul W. Allen, manager of Shreve Crump 
and Low Co. in Chestnut Hill Mall laughs at 
this seemingly outlandish thought and says, 
"Oh heavens no! We still sell them and the 
main difference today is, about 85 per cent of 
the girls who know their engagement is in the 
offing will come in and shop ahead of time for 
ring. Then they bring the young man in. Oh 
yes," he added, "girls pretty well know what 
they want!" 

We visited Mr. Allen to determine en¬ 
gagement ring trends since spring 
usually heralds the announcements of 
engagements and other such happy events. 

Which diamond shape is most popular? 

Answer: The solitaire diamond ring is 
most in demand and the round dia¬ 
mond ranks first with the oval and pear 
shapes following. Young girls don’t seem to 
choose the marquise (pointed at both ends)', 
the emerald cut or square shape. 

Are young people spending large sums on 
diamond rings today? 

Answer: A good one carat diamond will 
run about $2,500; however I do find that some 
of the young people tend to choose smaller 
stones because theyprefer something less 
conspidous. Also, they want a better stone 
even though the price is higher. A smaller, 
more perfect stone seems to be in demand 
rather than one they could buy elsewhere 
which can boast sire but not quality. 

What type of settings are preferred? 

Answer: Girls who have a lot of gold 
jewelry ask for gold and others who prefer the 
look d silver request white gold. Simple 
settings, like the old fashioned Tiffany or 
four-pronged setting is desired. 

Are friendship rings a thing of today? 

Answer: We get very little call for 
friendship rings such as rings with pearls or 
chips and a colored stone. Instead they are 
buying semi-precious stone rings in settings 
with and without diamonds. 

What is the trend in wedding baids. Do 
they match the engagement ring? 

Answer: A great many do choose mat¬ 
ching bands, but most of the settings are very 
plain in white or yellow gold whichever 
matches the engagement ring. Later on, for 
an anniversary or on the occasion of he birth 
of a child, a band with stones is purchased. 


How should one go about shoppie for an 
engagement ring? 

Answer: First of all, it is most important 
that yew trust your jeweler. If you do n't have 
faith in him, go elsewhere because you are 
actually at the mercy of the jeweler. 
Secondly, you should try on many rings-do 
this when you are not in a rush and ch oose the 
one that looks beautiful on your hand. 


There are no rules governing the 
“correct" shape diamond for certain 
hands. Sometim es couples cone n and the girl 
will try on 15-20 rings until they both finally 
agree on the one that is best for her. 


The most important thing is to choose the 
ring that is flattering and not take the 
jeweler’s opinion-itshould be "right” for 
them. 


Wiat about the color of a diamond-what 
should they look for? 


Answer: I suggest that they do not get a 
diamond that is tinged with yellow. Everyone 
talks about the "blue white” diamond, and 
it’s almost non-existent. The real pure white: 
are excellent I would further suggest that 
you stay away from stones where you can see 
visual carbon spots... these are flaws. Also, 
avoid a diamond that doesn't sparkle or have 
any life. 


Are diamond rings generally thought of 
as an investment? 


Answer: Yes, a great many people have 
invested in diamonds. However, I think this 
practice has been blown up out of all propor¬ 
tion. The engagement ring you buy for under 
a thousand dollars is not really an in¬ 
vestment. The stone will increase in value , 
over a number of years but people sometimes 
have the Idea that they can come in, buy a 
ring fer $900 or $1,000 and in two years they 
can get their money bade. Well, they’re not 
going to. If the ring is kept for 10 or 15 years: 
and traded in towards a better and larger 
stone, it is possible that .they can get their 
money back and maybe a little more, but the 
i dea of an in vest ment means you've go t to buy 
topquaiity and a large stone, $ 8,000 to $ 12 , 000 , 
car, then be termed an investment. The 
average engagement ring should never be 
purchased with thoughts of investment in 
mind. 

What is the care that should be given to 
diamond rings?

MOUSSE AUCHOCOLAT 
5 egg whites, at room temperature 

4 teaspoon cream of tartar 

1 cup sugar 

2 teaspoons lemon juice 

5 egg yolks 

4 teaspoon salt 

4 squares unsweetened chocolate, melted and cooled 
One and two-thirds cups heavy cream 


Beat egg whites with cream of tartar till soft peaks 
form. Gradually add three-quarters cup of the sugar, 2 
tablespoons at a time. Beat well after each addition. Con¬ 
tinue beating until soft peaks form. Next, with same un¬ 
washed beater in smaller bowl, beat egg yolks with salt 
until thick and lemon colored. Gradually add remaining 
sugar, beating well after each addition. Next beat in lemon 
juice, melted chocolate; add one-third cup cream until 
ixture is smooth and thickened. Beat remaining cream until 
stiff. Fold with chocolate mixture into egg whites. Gently 
turn into 2 quart serving dish. Spread evenly. To serve 
decorate with additional whipped cream and chocolate 
curls. Refrigerate 24 hours before serving. 


FROZEN ORANGE SOUFFLE 
6 egg yolks 

2 and % cups heavy cream (2 cops for souffle and 4 cup 
for topping) 

4 cup sugar 

3 oz. (one-third cup) orange-flavored liquor 


Combine egg yolks and sugar. Beat until thick and 
lemon colored. Fold in 2 cups of the whipped cream. Fold in 
orange flavoredliquor. Fill either individual cups or a large 
dish or bowl (unbreakable for freezer). I use a large brandy 
snifter. Sprinkle top with powdered cocoa if desired. Freeze 
for at least 2 hours (can be made days ahead of time). Top 
with additional whipped cream. Serve frozen.

It's not necessary to be familiar with the 
French language or its cuisine to 
thoroughly enjoy dining at Maison Robert 
restaurant located on the ground and first 
floor of Boston’s converted Old City Hall 
on School Street. 

Subdued lighting warms the beaiiy of 
polished butternut panelling and the 
sparkle of handsome crystal chandeliers 
dominates the formal atmosphere of 
the first floor dining room, the ground 
floor lining room is slightly below s treet 
level and with its restored vaulted brick 
ceilings and walls is the ideal place for an 
intimate lunch or dinner. 

Handsome Lucien Robert, in addition to 
his chef's hat, also wears the hat of owner- 
manager and does it in a quiet but firm 
manner. Though a confessed perfectionist, 
he smiles as he says, "At home it is my 
wife who does the cooking, and very well, 
I might add. I never criticize her food 
preparations, but here, as well as at 
Maitre Jacques (his other restaurant in 
Charles River Park), everything rr- t be 
just so! Nothing else will da” 


In speaking about his birthplace on a 
farm in Normandy, France there’s a 
wistful note in his voice as he recalls, 
"Even now I remember the happiness of 
waking up on the farm to the sound of birds 
singing. . . somehow their seng was more 
beautiful than any I’ve heard since." 

His Wisconsin born wife, tall, slender 
Martha, could easily have used the ercuse 
that active eight year old triplets and their 
older brother and sister occupy too much 
of her time to allow any involvement with 
her husband’s restaurants. However, she 
derives much pleasure in doing all the 
public relations work as well as overseeing 
special touches such as daily fresh flowers 
for all tables. 

If French cuisine has turned you off 
because of memories of food heavily 
blanketed with rich cheese sauce, be 
reassured — at Robert’s restairants 
dishes are exquisitely prepared with 
delicately flavored sauces that just cry out 
for sopping the plate clean. Carefully 
trained chefs (two of whom are young 
women) take great pride in their art. 

Ordering is simplified because all menus

ore written in English as well as French,* 
and should you have a question, thire is 
someone to assist you. Lucien Robert 
would be delighted to have you organize a 
party and place the complete planning of 
dinner in the hands of his competent staff. 
At Maison Robert there is a bar and four 
dining rooms; the largest room seats 
about 70, the smallest 8. 

Martha Robert has graciously offered 
the following recipes for you to prepare in 
your own kitchen — they are amazingly 
uncomplicated even for the novice cook. 
FILLETS OF SOLE MARGUERY 

3 tablespoons butter 

14 tablespoons chopped shallots (or 
onion) 

8 fillets of sole or flounder one-thkd to 
4 pound each 
16 cooked shrimp 
16 oysters 

16 thick slices of mushroom 
Salt and pepper 
, 1 cup dry white wine 

4 cup water 
Juice of 4 lemon 
4 cup white sauce 
1 egg yolk 

one-third cup heavy cream 
Melt butter in a large shallow pun or 
skillet, add shallots (or onion) and arrange 
fillets side by side on them. Place 2 
shrimp, 2 oysters, and 2 mushroom slices 
on each fillet, season with salt and pepper, 
and add white wine, water and lemon 
juice. Cover pan closely and cook about 12 
minutes. Carefully lift each fillet with its 
toppings to a large ovenproof serving 
platter. (Place them side by side or 
slightly overlapping; do not pile one on top 
of another.) Code liquid in pan until 
reduced to 4 its original quantity, add 
white sauce and cook, stirring constantly, 
until it is smooth and slightly thickened. 
Add one-cup heavy cream and reduce a 
little; season carefully, beat in 1 yolk, pour 
sauce over all and brown lightly under 
broiler. Serves 8. 

MEDALLIONS DE VEAUCHASSE UK

SOUFFLE AU CITRON 

6 eggs 

2 cups sugar 
14 pkgs. gelatin 
5 lemons 

10 at. heavy cream 
5 oz. water 

Using waxed paper or otha - paper make 
a "collar" for your souffle dish. Tie with a 
string. Seperate eggs; place yolks, sugar, 
grated lemon rind, and the strained lemon 
juice (which has been heated slightly 
beforehand) into a large bowl. Put bowi 
over pun of simmering water and with 
electric or hand mixer beat until very 
thick and mousse-like. (Don’t worry — this 
sometimes takes 19 or 15 minutes). 
Remove from heat and whisk until cooL 
Dissolve the gelatin in the 5 oz. cold water; 
heat and pour into yolk mixture. Quickly 
fold in the already whipped heavy cream 
and tie stiffly beaten whites. Turn into 6 
inch souffle case and chill. Before seiving, 
remove paper collar and decorate top with 
piped rosettes of whipped cream (this is 
optional). 


CHOCOLATE SWISS PIE 

1 pkg. (6 oz.) semi-sweet chocolate 

1 pkg. (8 oz.) cream cheese 

4 cup light brown sugar 

2 egg yolks 

2 egg whites 

1 cup heavy cream, v/blppcd 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

Melt chocolate over double boiler. Beat cream cheese 
with brown sugar. Add one egg yolk at a time. Beat well, at 
least 5 minutes to combine thoroughly. Beat whites till stiff. 
Fold chocolate into cream cheese mixture. Fold whipped 
cream in next. Also fold in whites. Pour into graham 
cracker crust pie shell. Decorate with chocolate shavings if 
desired. Freeze at least 6 hours before using. Should be 
frozen solid. Can be made days ahead. Serve frozen. Top 
with additional whipped cream if desired.

COFFEE POUND CAKE 
One-third cup Instant coffee 

4 cup hot milk 

2 sticks butter or margarine 

4 eggs 

2 cups all purpose flour 

2-4 teaspoons baking powder 

Dissolve instant coffee in the hot milk and let stand 
until cool. In large bowl of electric mixer, cream butter or 
margarine and sugar. Add eggs, one at a time beating well 
after each addition. Sift flour with baking powder and add 
dry ingredients alternately with cooled coffee mixture. 
Beat until batter is smooth Grease a loaf pan 11 x 4 x 3- 
inches and line with waxed paper; grease paper also. Pour 
in batter and bake in 325 degree oven for 1-4 hours or until 
cake tests done. Dust with sifted confectioners' sugar when 
cake is cooled.

Fry salt pork 
till crisp. Remove bits of pork; reserve. Add 4 cup clam 
liquid, 14 cups water, potatoes, and onion to fat. Cook, 
covered, till potatoes are tender, 15 to 20 minutes.

The 
committee will name the 
recipient of a full-tuition 
scholarship that Brandeis will 
award for the freshman year.

A day 
trip to Massada, another to an 
Arab Druze village, and a visit 
to the Golan Heights were also 
shared by the Interfaith 
Mission group. 

Rabbi Rothman said, "The 
group returned with a new 
understanding of Israel’s 
determination to live in peace 
with its neighbors and a new 
resolution to help make that 
vision a reality."

Pet Care Corner

SAVE MONEY ON FOOD: 
In these days of high food 
prices, there are a lot of things 
the home owner can do to save 
a few dollars on the food bill. 
One of these is to get back to 
old-fashioned cooking. The 
price of convenience in food is 
high. Homemakers are buying 
foods that are pre-washea, pre¬ 
peeled, pre-cooked, pre¬ 
packaged and almost pre¬ 
digested for us. These pre¬ 
packaged foods are very 
convenient and may save time 
in the kitchen, but they add to 
your weekly food bill. 

Take for example, cole slaw. 
Ready made, it costs about 40 
cents a pound. Cabbage (fresh) 
costs about 10 cents a pound. At 
this rate, cabbage costs about 
300 per cent more in the cole 
slaw form purchased at the 
store. Of course, you have to 
allow a little for the cost of the 
dressing, but with a little 
vinegar you can make your 
own for pennies. 

Last year was a good cab¬ 
bage year, and cabbage right 
now is a bargain, so it might be 
added to your menu regularly. 
Incidentally, cabbage is one of 
the oldest begetables grown, 
coming originally from China 
(we think). The term cole slaw 
is derived from the English 
word for small cabbages, 
coleworts. Cabbage is high in 
vitamin K and U, and is helpful 
in healing ulcers.

If you wait 
until they are orange yellow, 
they are too old and the flesh is 
coarse and tasteless. Keep all 
fruit picked so the vines con¬ 
tinue to produce for a long 
time. Many of our modem 
squash hybrids take little 
space and will produce 
abundantly. 

Butternut and acorn types of 
winter squash are worth 
growing also. These are not 
troubled by borers as much as 
the others are.

In the special Indoor Gar¬ 
dening section of the show, 
many of the New England 
plant societies will demon¬ 
strate how to grow and care for 
individual varieties. Included 
in this section will be the Bay 
State African Violet Society, 
the N.E. chapter of the 
American Gloxinia and 
Gesneriad Society, and the 
Buxton Branch of the 
American Begonia Society. 
Growing plants indoors under 
artificial lifht is also becoming 
very popular, and the New 
England Chapter of the Indoor 
Light Gardening Society of 
America will demonstrate 
many methods of growing 
plants In a basement, office or 
living room. 

A very educational exhibit on 
houseplants will be one by the 
Margaret C. Ferguson 
Greenhouses at Wellesley 
„ College showing how to 
" propogate plants by stem and 
leaf cuttings, seeds, layering 
and grafting. 

Many different types of 
houseplants will be spotlighted 
in this mammoth festival, 


including cactus and other 
succulents by Carter's Cactus 
of Tewksbury and African 
Violets by Handy Greenhouses 
of Holden. 

Two major garden settings 
will involve large tropical 
foliage plants so popular today 
in home and office decorating. 
Landscaped Interiors of Boston 
will do an "Indoor Jungle," 
and Harbor Greenery, also of 
Boston, will show how easy it is 
to care for tropicals. 

Many other houseplants will 
also be featured in the 
Amateur Horticulture section 
of the show, where amateur 
growers from all over New 
England compete for prizes 
presented by the Horticultural 
Society. 

Bonsai is a fascinating In¬ 
door hobby, and members of 
the Bonsai Study Group and the 
Northeast Bonsai Association 
will demonstrate this Japanese 
art of creating majestic trees 
in miniature. 

Covering 24 acres with 
dazzling spring gardens at the 
Armory site, the Flower Show 
will also include a number of 
other special features. 

Preservation of our natural 
resources, the N.E. Wildflower 
Society, the Mass. Audubon * 
Society, and the Habitat 
Institute for the Environment. 

A special garden for the 
handicapped will be designed 
by the Easter Seal Society, and 
how to save money with a home 
vegetable garden will be 
demonstrated by the Gar¬ 
deners and Florists Club of 
Boston. 

But the main emphasis of the 
Flower Show is beauty, with 
the lop nurseries from all over 
New England preparing 
colorfu, Spring gardens and the 
famous yellow-flowering 
acacias from the Slone Estate 
returning to the show once 
again. 

The Flower Show will open 
on Saturday, March 15, at 
noon, and will continue through 
Sunday, March 23. General 
admission is $3, and children 
under 12 are admitted free 
when accompanied by a 
parent 

The Flower Show can be 
easily reached by the MBTA's 
Green Line or by a special free 
shuttle bus from the Boston 
Common Underground Garage 
after 6 p.m. on weekdays and 
all day on weekends. 

Sponsored for 104 years by 
the non-profit Horticultural 
Society, the Flower Show is the 
oldest and largest continuing 
extravaganza of its kind in the 
country. 


Non-smokers group 
to organize Monday 


“Non-smokers unite.” The 
call goes out from the 
American Lung Association of 
Boston, whose FANS group 
(Fresh Air for Non-Smokers) 
will be holding its 
organizational meeting next 
week at Boston's Faneuil Hall. 

FANS is a citizen action 
group concerned with 
protecting the non-smoker's 
right to breathe clean air 
unpolluted by cigarette and 
tobacco smoke. 

Targeted for action by FANS 
are existing laws which permit 
smoking in most enclosed 
public places In 
Massachusetts. 

According to Lung 
Association Health Educator 
and FANS organizer, Cynthia 
Cohen, the majority of the 
public are non-smokers. 
"Fifty-eight percent of adult 
men and seventy percent of 
adult women do not smoke. 
Combined, this means that 
sixty-four percent of the 
population over 17 years of age 
are non-smokers," she said. 

Miss Cohen points to recent 
American Medical Association 
studies which show that one out 
of six, or thirty-four million 
Americans, are adversely 
affected by "second hand" 
tobacco smoke. 

"Most of these people will 
experience a general stinging 
of the eyes and tearing or a 
minor allergic reaction. But 
there are many, particularly 
those who suffer from chronic 
heart and lung disease, who 
may react violently, triggering 
a fatal or near-fatal attack," 
she said. 

Miss Cohen noted that it has 
taken eleven years since the 
Surgeon General's first Report 
on Smoking and Health for 
smoking effects on the innocent 
bystander, the non-smoker, to 
be recognized as a significant 
public health problem. 

Many states, including 
Arizona, Connecticut, Florida 
and Utah, have taken the lead 
in legislating against smoking 
in public places. Last month. 
New York City began enforcing 


a public health ordinance 
which imposes a fine of up to 
one thousand dollars and one 
year in jail for smoking in 
enclosed public places. 

A similar law with less 
severe penalties is currently 
being considered by 
Massachusetts Legislators. 

Miss Cohen said that FANS 
will begin an intensive cam¬ 
paign to reverse the social 
acceptability of smoking in 
enclosed public places. She 
said the group will accomplish 
its goal through public 
education and by supporting 
House Bill 4055, the state’s 
proposed no-smoking law. 

FANS will hold its First 
meeting on Monday night, 
February 24, 6:30 p.m. in 
Faneuil HalL A ceremonial 
signing of a Non-Smoker's Bill 
of Rights will take place prior 
to the meeting. Featured will 
be an address by State 
Representative Lois Pines, 
sponsor of House Bill 4055. The 
public is Invited.

HUMAN MILK 

UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa. 
(UPI) — Food scientists at 
Pennsylvania State University 
are trying to determine if 
beneficial micro-organisms in 
human breast milk can protect 
babies from intestinal disor¬ 
ders. 

Dr. Kurosh Ostovar of the 
university’s College of Agricul¬ 
ture said certain micro-organ¬ 
isms are able to lower the 
acidity of a baby’s stomach. 

He and his associates want to 
find out to what extent micro¬ 
organisms creating the acidity 
are passed on from the mother 
through breast feeding. 

Human milk is probably the 
most widely consumed food in 
the world, yet it is one of the 
least studied, the doctor said. 
Some nutritionai and composi¬ 
tional data are available, but 
very little is known about the 
microflora in human milk.

Egg & you 

Current controversy about 
eggs and cholesterol has many 
homemakers wondering about 
the value of eggs In the diet 
Fear no more! Eggs are here 
to stay. 

Most doctors now recom¬ 
mend that patients with high 
cholesterol levels limit the 
number of eggs consumed to 
four per week. Although this 
recommendation does change 
the eating patterns of the "2 
eggs and bacon every mor¬ 
ning" people, ir ahouls nor 
pewawnr peovlwm ro moar 
' mweix na. 'rhia iimlr 
ppliwa ro rhw pwoplw qho 
h cw vwwn sciaws vy 
doctors to limit their intake of 
saturated fats. Unfortunately 
for them, eggs are a source of 
highly saturated fat which 
produces cholesterol. 

Other Americans should 
continue to eat and enjoy eggs. 

It is during these times of high 
food prices that eggs become 
an especially important part of 
our diet. Eggs provide high 
quality protein which Ls an 
adequate substitute for the 
more expeasive meat protein 
we generally consume. Two 
eggs provide the same amount 
of protein as one serving of 
lean beef at about one third the 
cost. And eggs are plentiful 
now, so prices are down. 

Proper storage is important 
to maintain high quality of 
eggs. Eggs should be selected 
from refrigerated display 
cases and should be 
refrigerated as soon as 
possible after purchasing. For 
best flavor, eggs should be 
used within one week, 
however, older eggs can be 
used in cooking without ap¬ 
preciable changes in flavor or 
texture in your product. 
Cracked eggs should only be 
used in dishes that will be 
thoroughly cooked, as 
sometimes they contain 
bacteria which can cause food 
poisoning. 

Eggs can be frozen for future 
use: 

If yolks are to be used for 
unsweetened food, add 2 
teaspoons of salt to each pint If 
for desserts, add 2 tablespoons 
of sugar, honey or corn syrup 
to each pint. You will, of 
course, do well to label the 
yolks accordingly. To use, 
thaw in the refrigerator for 8 to 
10 hours; at room temperature 
for 4 to 5 hours. 

If you prefer t package whole 
eggs, stir in with them 2 
, tablespoons of sugar or com 
syrup or 1 teaspoon of salt to 
each pint. In packaging, allow 
a small head space for ex¬ 
pansion during freezing. 

Try some of these low cost 
main dish recipes: 
POTATO-EGG RAPTURE 

3 eggs 

2 cups milk 

4 tablespoons flour 

2 teaspoons salt 

5 medium potatoes, grated 

6 tablespoons of butter or 
margarine 

Dash of pepper 
1 small onion, chopped 
Beat eggs, add milk, flour, 
salt, potatoes end onions. Melt 
butter in bottom of baking dish 
and spread evenly over bottom 
and sides. Pour in the egg- 
potato mixture and bake in a 
375 degree oven for 50-G0 
minutes or until casserole is 
set. Serve hot. Garnish with 
chopped parsley. Serves 4-6. 
ZUCCHINI CHIP OMELET 

3 tablespoons butter 

1 medium onion, thinly sliced 

1 clove of garlic 

2 lbs. zucchini, cut In cubes 
14 teaspoons salt 

4 teaspoon pepper 

2 eggs, unbeaten 
4 cup of milk 

one-third cup grated Par¬ 
mesan cheese 

4 cup coarsely-crushed 
potato chips 
Paprika 

Heat oven to 350 degrees, 35 
minutes before serving. In 
butter, in large skillet or 
chicken fryer, saute onion 
slices and garlic until golden. 
Remove garlic; add zucchini; 
salt and pepper. Cook covered, 
5 to 7 minutes or until zucchini 
is fork-tender. 

Meanwhile, beat eggs with 
milk and cheese. In 14 quart 
shallow casserole combine 
zucchini and egg mixtures. 
Sprinkle with chips and 
paprika. Bake about 20 
minutes or until firm and set. 
Serves 6.

Natures 

Ways

Audubon Society 
Since bulldozer operators 
seldom are botanists, the 
situation is likely to become 
worse. 

But, at this point, the first 
survey by America's 
professional botanists in¬ 
dicates that no fewer than 10 
percent of the 20,000 native 
plant species, subspecies and 
varieties in the continental 
United States are threatened 
by extinction. 

Since the American 
Revolution about 100 species 
have reached the status of 
extinction, or presumed ex¬ 
tinction. Some of them haven't 
been seen for a century. 
Another 750 plants are clearly 
endangered, some of them 
existing nowhere except in a 
small secluded spot. An ad¬ 
ditional 1200 species have been 
dwindling badly in recent 
years and show signs that they 
may be on the road of no- 
return. 

On Hawaii, the situation is 
even worse. Unfortunately, 
those mid-Pacific islands 
always have been treated with 
the abandon demonstrated on 
the mainland. Islands lack the 
flexibility needed for recovery 
since their areas of refuge are 
too small. The State of Hawaii, 
as a result, has become a sort 
of ecological basket-case. At 
least 50 percent of Hawaii's 
native plants either arc extinct 
or endangered. 

The botanical disaster lias 
been measured by the 
Smithsonian Institution, rather 
than by the U.S. Fish & Wildlife 
Service which oversees the 
declines in birds, mammals 
and reptiles. As a result, the 
botanical survey shows signs of 
being far more scientific and 
with less political input than 
wildlife decisions have 
received. One wonders if the 
Endangered Species Act might 
function more efficiently 
through a transfer of all en¬ 
dangered species decisions to 
the Smithsonian. 

To form its list, the 
Smithsonian sent computer 
print-outs of all plant species 
subspecies and varieties that 
may be ailing from civilization 
to the tearing herbariums, 
college botany departments 
and outstanding botanists of 
the United States. It requested 
strikeouts of all scientific 
names that might not be valid, 
removal of plants that show 
improved population status, 
and the addition of any 
overlooked plants that may 
need protection. The print-outs 
received weeks of con¬ 
templation by experts all over 
the nation. 

The Smithsonian an¬ 
nouncement noted: 

"Every species or variety of 
plant has a uniqae type of germ 
plasm, or gene pool, with its 
own genetically coded 
characteristics and values. 
When a plant species is ex¬ 
tinguished, the gene pool 
cannot be duplicated and is lost 
forever....Imagine the lass to 
mankind if we had destroyed 
the cinchona before 
discovering quinine's an- 
timalarial qualities. It Is 
estimated that 50,000 new 
chemical compounds can be 
discovered in plants, including 
some with important medical 
uses....” 

One can be certain that the 
loss is not in weeds, for the 
disappearing plants are the 
sort that avoid man’s gar¬ 
dening and lawnkeeping. In 
fact, the introduction of foreign 
plants associated with 
agriculture and lawns has had 
a role in forcing out native 
plants.

Although the Influenza 
vaccine is the only specific 
protection against catching the 
flu, there are some general 
measurers which may be 
helpful to prevent or at least 
control the virus.

And if you do get an upper 
respiratory infection—a 
typical cold—treat it with more 
respect than you normally 
would. That is, stay home and 
get plenty of rest until you are 
over the major symptoms. 
Your respiratory membranes 
are more susceptible to other 
diseases at such times. Also, by 
staying home you don't spread 
your germs to others. 

Above all, if you develop true 
influenza-like symptoms, be 
sure to consult your physician. 
This is particularly important 
for those persons who have 
chronic lung and heart 
problems and for anyone 
whose symptoms persist for 
more than a few days. 

Some common flu discom¬ 
forts are chills, headache, 
muscular pains, and lack of 
appetite. Other irritations are 
puffy and burning eyes, 
blocked hearing, dry cough, 
sore throat, nausea, 
exhaustion, and fever. Tem¬ 
perature goes up quickly 
during the first day... usually 
to 101 or 102. Then t reaches a 
peak, probably not higher than 
103. The fever lasts from three 
to seven days. With a decrease 
in fever, recovery is swift, 


though fatigue and a loose 
cough for a few weeks are 
common. 

According to Dr. Welch, 
some general advice for flu 
sufferers is to "stay in bed as 
long as the sickness Is severe.. 

. and probably for two days 
after the fever is gone. Keep 
the room temperature 
moderate and the humidity 
high. Flu sufferers with a high 
fever should take a lot of fluids 
and perhaps take something 
like asperin to ease the pain 
and help bring down the fever. 
But again, the family physician 
can prescribe the best course 
of action."

NEWTON — Disappointing, aggravating, depressing, 
miserable, shocking ... All these words describe what the 
District Tournament was to the Newton South wrestling 
team last weekend.

TOUGH LOSS 

Nathanson's loss in the semi-finals was the toughest pill 
for Coach Aredis Koyoyian and his assistant, Chuck Flur- 
witz, to swallow. Nathanson was beating his opponent 
pretty well (5-1) when suddenly his Milford conuterpart 
came to life and reversed Nathanson, putting him on his 
back and regained control, but not until he had given up five 
points. 

About a half minute later, Nathanson again was put on his 
back and again he fought his way out of it, losing three more 
crucial points in the process. To win the match, Peter either 
had to pin his man or get back the points in the third period. 
He failed to do either, and the Milford grappler had a 
startling 9-7 upset win. 

The loss may do Peter more good than harm. First, it 
takes off the pressure as far as being undefeated goes, and 
second, it may make him a more serious wrestler. Peter 
has even admitted that ever since he pinned a Waltham 
wrestler in 13 seconds, he hasn't been performing as well as 
he should. Now that he has tasted defeat for the first time 
this year, look for Nathanson to wrestle up to his potential in 
the States.

Boston builders advise 
consumers on condominiums 


BOSTON — Many housing 
economists predict that about 
50 per cent of the population of 
the United Slates will live in 
some type of condominium 
development within the next 20 
years. 

That means that a lot of 
people should be concentrating 
on understanding the concept 
and the rights and respon¬ 
sibilities of condominium 
ownership before signing any 
papers. And the trend affects 
both cities and resort areas. 

According to spokesmen at 
the Builders Association of 
Greater Boston, condominium 
ownership is created by special 
property laws in each state 
permitting individual dwelling 
unit "estates” to be created 
within a larger property estate. 
Whatever is not delineated in 
the individual estates - such as 
the land and the structural 
parts of the buildings - is part 
of the common individual 
estate owned jointly by the 
individual owners. Con¬ 
dominiums, which are usually 
operated on a non-profit basis , 
sometimes also contain 
commercial units. All unit 
owners pay a share of the cost 
to maintain and operate the 
common areas, in addition to 
any mortgage payments they 
may have assumed. 

Taxes and special 
assessments must be levied 
against the individual units 
separately and not against the 
whole condominium. Therefore 
an owner’s title is not en¬ 
dangered by default by other 
owners on tax or assessment 
payments-nor by an defaults of 
others on mortgage payments. 
There are a number of im¬ 
portant documents governing 
the various aspects of con¬ 


dominium ownership. Among 
the principal ones are: 

Enabling Declaration...Also 
called the master deed or plan 
of ownership, this enables the 
condominium to come into 
legal existence and authorizes 
the directors of an owners' 
association to administer its 
affairs. One of its sections must 
describe the units and common 
elements, while another 
establishes the ratio of each 
unit to the total of all units. 

Bylaws .... As contrasted 
with the primary laws 
established in the declaration, 
the bylaws, or secondary laws, 
control a condominium's in¬ 
ternal government Encom¬ 
passed are plans for ad¬ 
ministration, an outline of 
owner responsibilities and a 
description of the respon¬ 
sibility of officers and direc¬ 
tors. 

Purchase Agreement... The 
statements in this subscription 
form, to which a budget and 
schedule of estimated monthly 
assessments are attached, are 
the basis on which purchasers 
are solicited. It acts primarily 
as a sales contract, tells the 
buyer what his individual unit 
contains and informs him 
about thp other condominium 
document*. 

One of the major con¬ 
siderations for a condominium 
purchaser is to understand the 
precise size of the entire 
development. I* it what you see 
or does the developer plan to 
enlarge it by adding more land 
and other condominium or 
rental units? And does the 
developer have the right to do 
so according to the conditions 
in the declaration?

sient occupancy is permitted. 
At condominium developments 
with Federally insured mor¬ 
tgages, Federal Housing 
Administration requirements 
specify that a family unit 
cannot be rented for transient 
or hotel purposes. 

Such purposes are defined as 
a rental for a period of under 30 
days or a rental in which 
normal hotel services are 
provided. Owners may, 
however, have the right to 
lease their units for residential 
purposes. The Boston Builders 
Association advises owners to 
check the condominium 
documents. 

A third consideration is 
whether there are restrictions 
n the right to resell units. In 
F.H.A. regulated con¬ 
dominiums, for example, 
restrictions such as the right of 
first refusal to the con¬ 
dominium association are not 
permitted. 

Finally, you should deter¬ 
mine if there are any hidden 
lease-hold costs. Some con¬ 
dominium developers will keep 
the ownership of certain parts 
of the project-typically the 
recreational facilities and 
sometimes the land under the 
buildings-and lease them back 
to the buyers for an extended 
period-say 99 years. 

Under these circumstances, 
where the developer retains 
full ownership while giving the 
leessee control of the property 
ubder kease, there may be high 
rental charges in addition to 
the monthly condominium 
assessment Failure to pay 
these rental obligations could 
lead to foreclosure on your 
investment.

Black box costs phone 
company millions

Clarke Dewey Wells 
elected minister 


Enchanting, corny, and bold 
picture postcards from the 
turn-of-the-century are on 
exhibit in the glass cases 
through March at the Newton 
Free Library, 414 Centre 
Street, Newton Comer. 

Selected from the extensive 
collection of Stephen and 
Margot Kruskall of Newton, 
the cards reflect the sen¬ 
timents of the era. 

Postcards, once only a 
penny, were a most important 
and popular form of com¬ 


munication. They were con¬ 
sidered works of art as well as 
a record of their times and 
depicted the strength, interests 
and love of the American way 
of life. 

Cards with a printed one-cent 
stamp of the Statue of Liberty 
were issued in the United 
States in 1973, though post¬ 
cards were used in Europe as 
early as 1669. 

According to Margot 
Kruskall, who researched the 
history of the picture postcard, 


the American picture postcard 
officially came into existence 
in 1893 when a private greeting 
card publisher Charles W. 
Goldsmith received a charter 
from the government allowing 
his firm to print views of the 
World’s Columbian 
Exploration. 

By the beginning of World 
War I the number of different 
post card designs in existence 
was in the millions. Along with 
the upsurge in the production 
of cards came the "postcard 


collecting craze," with the 
period 1902-1924 considered 
postcard’s golden age. 

Holiday cards were an art, 
perfected in Germany where 
cards were printed with 
technical proficiency, and with 
the added dimension of em¬ 
bossed design. American 
publishers sent their designs to 
Germany for publication. The 
cards were then returned to the 
United States for distribution. 

With the beginning of World 


War I America had to publish 
its own art work, and with its 
still inferior printing 
techniques the sale of post¬ 
cards fell dramatically during 
the war years. By the time the 
war ended, the postcard 
writing American public had 
become used to the unem¬ 
bellished, relatively plain 
holiday cards, and publishers 
began once again to turn their 
interests towards the lucrative 
greeting card business.

Residents talk about 


declining enrollment 


One of eight Newton residents, who 
spoke at the Feb. 25 public hearing held by 
the Citizen’s Advisory Committee on 
Declining Enrollment, expressed a 
positive reaction to the possibility of 
closing or consolidating a school. The 
speaker, Wally Bemheimer who has been 
monitoring the committee for Beethoven 
School, stated that if Beethoven were 
closed, his children would attend another 
“good" school in Newton. 

Bemheimer saw the issue not as one to 
save a school, but as a tax saving alleged 
would be which he 11.50-2.00, “nothing to 
sneeze at." 

He stated that the neighborhood school 
concept was used as a “shibboleth" and 
said the issue was really "redrawing 
district lines and expanding the 
neighborhood...I don't see what’s so great 
about homogeneity...there’s nothing 
wrong with a little diversity.” In addition 


to broader neighborhood lines, Ber- 
nheimer stated he was in favor of middle 
schools. 

However, while Bemheimer was in 
favor of closing or consolidation, Dr. 
Frances Korten urged the committee to 
recommend waiting several years to close 
a school. Dr. Korten reiterated her 
statement that the population will begin to 
swell in the 1990's and asked the com¬ 
mittee to recommend “extreme caution in 
closing an elementary school.” 

Marion Knapp, from Countryside 
P.T.A., added that Chapter 766 had im¬ 
plications which were unknown in terms of 
numbers and facilities. She also cited as 
unknown factors "in and out migration of 
the elderly," homebuying, rate of turnover 
and economic factors. She too urged 
waiting several years. 

Although Ines Kellner's youngest child 
attends junior high school and she is not 


directly affected, she urged the committee 
to consider factors such as walking 
distance to schools and stated that in 
recommending a school closing, Newton 
might ultimately "end up with nothing to 
offer except proximity to Boston." 

Ralph Tolbert, who is president of the 
Underwood P.T.A. said he was speaking as 
an individual and stated that the busing 
needed to carry out the consolidation of 
schools was “not an adequate solution 
because of cost and energy con¬ 
sumption...those interested in en¬ 
vironmental quality should establish 
programs less dependent on technological 
resources.! 

John Stewart, a member of the Lower 
Falls Improvement Association’s Com¬ 
mittee on the Future of Hamilton School, 
told the committee he would submit a

A $69,874,000 recommended total city 
budget for 1975-76 will be officially 
presented to the Board of Aldermen 
tomorrow (Friday) by Mayor Theodore 
Mann. 

The recommended budget shows an 
increase of 8.7 percent over the actual 
amount appropriated last year, according 
to spokesmen for the mayor, although last 
year's budget was passed at $61.3 million. 
Additional appropriations for bonding of 
teachers' salaries, money put into budget 
reserve for solid-waste disposal and salary 
increases, and other items brought the 
total well beyond the $61.3 million. 

Broken down into its two components, 
the 1975-76 budget asks $31,903,000 for the 
School Department and $37,971,000 for 
municipal government. 

The increase for both branches of 
government is 8.7 percent. 

How much can be cut by the Board of 
Aldermen during their month-long review 
of the budget is only a matter for con¬ 
jecture. City Hall sources claim that thus 
one is one of the tightest budgets if not the 
tightest ever submitted. 

Mayor Mann pointed out the new 1975-76 
budget includes a 10 percent increase for 
labor and also takes into consideration the 
substantial increases in costs of fuel and 
utilities. 

As originally submitted by department 
heads to the mayor's office, the budget 
requests would have amounted to a 20 
percent increase over last year. 

On the basis of the only available yard¬ 
stick for tax increase until revaluation has 
been completed, the additional $6 million 
that will have to be raised could add $16 to 
the tax rate. (Generally, $375,000 is equal 


to $1 on the tax rate.) 

But by the end of this fiscal year, 
revaluation of all Newton's real estate will 
have been completed and the tax rate will 
probably be halved, though the dollar 
assessment of homes will be doubled. 

Offsetting the $16 increase will be 
various sources of income, such as federal 
revenue sharing. 

The budget procedure and format were 
drastically revised this year. 

Instead of 11 different kinds of pages, the 
now single-volume document has only four 
, a personnel summary, a budget sum¬ 
mary, a a detail sheet of expenditures and

In spite ol a reduction in size offered by 
the developer, the Land Use Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen denied 5-0 a 
petition by P&M Associates to build a 
kosher nursing home on Waltham Street, 
West Newton. 

Aid. Matthew Jefferson was strongly in 
favor of retaining the land in a single¬ 
family zoning district. Jefferson, who is 
one of three aldermen representing Ward 
3, where the home would be located, was 
supported by a large delegation of 
neighbors who oppose the proposed use of 
the land. 

The outright denial of the petition means 
that unless a major change is made in the 
plan it cannot be resubmitted until one 
year has elapsed. 

A change in the plan for 27 apartments 
proposed for 613-629 Watertown St., 
Newtonville, caused the Land Use Com¬ 
mittee to look more favorably on the the 
proposal and hold the petition, despite 
objections from a neighbor, Alec Head of 
67 Walnut St. 

Head said the architect had been 
"railroaded by Cartesian coordinates" 

(straight lines), and would prefer a curved 
building on the site instead of the two at¬ 
tached boxlike structures. 

l.and Use Committee Chairman Joseph 
McDonnell said if the proposal were for 23 
townhouses he would vote for it, but would 
not go for the 27 units, 20 two-bedroom 
apartments and 7 one-bedroom units. 

Former Chairman Alan Barkin 


suggested that since the rest of the 
neighborhood seemed not to object 
strongly to the proposal, the architect and 
the abutters "sit down together, then come 
back in 30 days” with an agreement or at 
least a more acceptable plan. 

A "sense of the committee" vote was 
favorable on the petition from the Sidney 
Hill Country Club to build five indoor and 
four outdoor tennis courts where now exist 
six outdor outdoor tennis courts, 

Sidney Hill dropped its request for two 
outdoor paddle tennis courts. 

Still to be completely worked out is the 
size of the 20 parking spaces, which Sidney 
Hill wants to have substandard size. More 
work will have to be done on the parking 
arrangements with the Planning 
Department before the committee can 
take a real vote and refer the matter to the 
Board for a vote. 

As could be expected, the Newton 
Housing Authority was anted a extension 
of permissive use to build 36 garden 
apartments for the elderly and four 
apartments for low-income families. 

The earlier suggestion by McDonnell 
that the Housing Authority abandon plans 
for an office at the development and in¬ 
stead construct three more apartmenLs 
was followed in part — the office has been 
dropped' but the number of units remains 
the same. 

All votes of the I .and Use Committee are 
recommendations to the full Board that 
must be voted on by the Board. 


A 

policeman's 
wife is...

‘ I will never say I'm sorry my husband 
is on the police force," says Kathy Max- 
cey, near the end of an interview that was 
really like a rap session with Kathy and 
three other police officer’s wives. The 
women were brought together to discuss 
the life of a patrolmen’s wife. The other 
women were Gail Salemme, Alberta 
Fitzpatrick and Cheryl Scalzi. 

The wives were bright, affable and 
articulate. They talked in ‘he cozy comfort 
of Gail Salemme’s living room before a 
roaring fire kept blazing by Gail and some 
of the other wives who alternately 
replenished the fire with wood. 

They discussed the hours their husbands 
work matter of factly, talking about the 
long lonely nights. They didn't complain. 
They only stated the realities. 

Although the wives agreed the hours 
were the "first hardest fact of life" for a 
patrolmen's wife, the second hardest fact 
was the salaries. 

Beginning patrolmen's salaries are 
$198.45 a week. The maximum patrolmen's 
earnings are $227.29. The maximum 
sergeant's salary is $268.24 and the Chief of 
Police in Newton earns $24,848.76. As a 
result, the wives explained, the patrolmen 
are willinq to take on extra duty when they 
can to supplement their income. 

Although they were concerned about the 
salaries, they focused primarily on the 
hours. Each patrolmen works nights, not 
just for a short stint, but for years and 
years at a time. They work a continual 
cycle of four days “on" and two days off. 
The hours are rotated so that on alternate 
twodays'they work 11 or 11:30p.m. to7:30 
a m. On the other two alternate days' they 
work from 3:30 p.m. to 11:30 p.m 


The four and two schedule means that 
families can only spend one weekend in 
five or six weeks together. The other 
problem is that on some days the husbands 
are sleeping while their families are 
awake. 

Gail finds she needs to vacate the house 
on those days taking her two small 
children out so that husband, John, a light 
sleeper, can get some rest. Yet Alberta's 
husband, Bob, can sleep through the noises 
of tlieir four children. 

Because the women can't count on their 
husbands to be home, they have to become 
quite independent. The ones in this group 
are the hardier ones. Some marriages 
don’t last. Alberta explained that "some 
husbands have to take day patrol because 
their wives are so wrought up." Gail said 
the divorce rate among police officers is 
quite high. 

"Being alone so much," says Alberta, 
"you grow up and mature faster than girls 
our age." Kathy pointed out that "you take 
on the budget and do things ordinarily 
other wives ask their husbands to do." 

"Because I can't count on him to be 
home, I always line up a sitter,” says 
Gayle. But the wives bemoaned the fact 
that sitters are expensive and aren't 
always available, except in the case of 
Alberta, who “has a terrific mother-in- 
law.” 

A patrolman’s hours can wreak havoc 
with a social life. Kathy said, "you go to 
funerals alone, weddings alone and people 
don't understand...my family is beginning 
to wonder if I have a husband." The 
women talked about the hurt of con¬ 
fronting sorrow alone while other wives 
have their husbands comforting them. 


Weekends are a problem. Cheryl ex¬ 
plained that "friends have to be reminded, 
because they are not living that kind of 
life." At first Cheryl said she was reluctant 
to venture out alone, "but now if my 
husband is not going to a function, I will go 
myself.’. "1 couldn't do it at first because I 
wondered what others would think." 

All of the women admitted that the 
women's liberation movement helped 
them “adjust to singleness” by having the 
independence of women more acceptable 
to society. As Alberta observed, "we are 
not looked upon an as an oddity.” 

Gayle told of taking her family to church 
every Sunday. “I used to see families and 
feel hurt that John wasn’t there...now I 
realize that if he could be there, he 
would...it doesn’t bother me, it's just 
another fact of life." 

The odd hours the men work also means 
that the wives can't cook a normal supper. 
"We're eating dinner when he’s up only 
two hours." Shopping lists can't be 
stabilized. Gayle asks her husband, "what 
do you want, breakfast, lunch or supper?" 
Kathy contends with the situation by 
always having steaks ready and whipping 
up a dinner at 11 p.m. 

However, the stark fact is that the men’s 
eating habits “are bad...it catches up with 
them." They said most police have bad 
stomachs. Along with stomach ailments, 
the young wives say, also comes back 
troubles. For instance, Cheryl's husband’s 
back troubles began after catching a little 
girl who jumped to him from a window 
during a fire. 

In addition to physical stress, the wives

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Beckwith wants to cut 
school budget further

School Committeeman 
Manuel Beckwith tried to urge 
reconsideration of the com¬ 
mittee's $31,9 million operating 
budget for fiscal year 1976 at 
Tuesday night's meeting, but 
agreed to table the motion 
because two members were 
absent, 

Herbert Regal was out of 
town on vacation and Alvin 
Mandell had other personal 
committments for the night. 

After Superintendnent of 
Schools Aaron Fink withdrew 
change of plans for the 
baseball diamond at Newton 
North High, and after a 
monthly report on support ser 
‘ices, Beckwith urged the 
administration to meet with 
department heads and prin¬ 
cipals to see if it may be 
"possible to save many tens of 
thousands of dollars." 

Superintendent Fink 
responded by saying he sub¬ 
mitted a very tight budget to 
the committee, and that was 
why the committee had such a 
hard time reducing it. 


Beckwith said he "wouldn't 
expect him (Fink) to bring In 
an inflated budget" 

What he meant was that the 
economy has worsened since 8 
the budget deliberations 
began, and that he was only 
making a request from the 
administrati on' not a criticism 
of its practices 
Committeewoman Joan 
Needleman, who seconded 
Beckwith's motion, said, ‘ It 
seems to me this budget has 
been put to bed." 

She recommended the 
committee begin now to 
evaluate teachers, program, 
and meet with department 
heads to get ideas for next 
year's budget 
Mrs. Needleman also 
recommended a citizen's 
committee be formed to "in¬ 
vestigate the whole school 
process." 

In response to a clipping 
from the Brookline Chronicle 
mailed to all nine committee 
members by aldermanic 
Finance Committee Chairman 
Sidney Small, Chairwoman 
Fleanor Rosenblum handed 
out a comparison between the 
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per-pupil costs of the Newton 
and Brookline school systems, 
le article noted that the 

The Chronic Brookline 
superintendent submitted a 
budget to the Brookline School 
Committee asking for "an 
austere 1.5 percent increase." 

Rosenblum's half-page sheet 
noted that the number of 
Brookline students divided into 
their operating budget yields a 
per-pupil cost of $2,193, com¬ 
pared to Newton's rate of $1,769 
per pupil, with the cost of the 
junior college excluded. 

The School Committee 
Chairwoman said, "I think Aid. 
Small has to check a little more 
into his facts before sending 
them all around the town . “ 

"As usual, the alderman is 
pushing his favorite theme 
without knowing what he's 
talking about," she concluded. 

Mayor Theodore Mann 
questioned Mrs. Rosenblum as 
to whether the budo ets were 
comparable, and she said they 
were both "opearating 
budgets" for the schools. 

In a telephone interview 
Wednesday morning, Com¬ 
mitteeman Mandell said he 
questioned the compar ison of 
the two school system budgets, 
since Brookline is smaller and 
and since ihas its ad¬ 
ministrative costs spread over 
fewer pupils, the Brookline 
budget may include other uses 
of the school buildings.

IMewton-Waltham contracts 
may be signed today

The contract between 
Newton and Waltham for 
Newton's disposal of the two 
cities’ rubbish was expected to 
be approved In essence by 
Waltham's City Council 
Wednesday night, though not 
without a fight 
Newton's Board of Aldermen 
has already contract, approved 
the but the Waltham City 
Council, for reasons unknown 
to President Joseph Goode, 
received the contract only last 
week, he said. 

One thing that rankles the 
city council is what Goode 
called "government by crisis," 
In which a measure is 
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presented to the city council for 
almost instant action. 

Newton Alderman Richard 
Bullwinkle has referred to 
similar occasions in Newton as 
the "flavor of the month.” 

Goode said Tuesday that he 
didn't see how Waltham could 
approve the contract by the 
expiration date of the bid price, 
March 1. 

The city council of Waltham, 
for one thing, does not like the 
imposition of aroute to and 
from the Newton incinerator 
building where the transfer- 
haul station will be built by 
SCA Disposal Services. 

The outcome of the Newton 
Health Department and the 
state Department of Public 
Health consideration of the 
incinerator as the site for a 
transfer-haul station also is of 
concern to the Waltham City 
Council, Goode said. 

(Paul Moan, Newton Health 
Department administrative 
assistant, said this week that 
he anticipates no problem with 
the use of the site for transfer- 
haul. A public hearing must be 
held on the matter, however. 
No date has yet been set.) 

Goode suggested that 
perhaps Newton could go 
ahead and sign the contract 
with SCA by March 1 in order 


to make sure that the bid price 
will remain in effect ; then 
after Waltham and Newton 
have resolved what appear to 
be only minor differences in 
their contract with each other 
(in which Newton is the prime 
contractor) the two cities could 
execute their contract with 
each other. 

But Newton's City Solicitor 
Howard Levine has said that 
"the SCA contract is not 
geared to being signed alone." 
Both contracts must be signed 
at the same time, Levine said. 

Whether SCA would further 
extend its bid price, already 
extended several times since 
the original bid was submitted 
and accepted last August, is 
doubtful. 

According to Goode, Robert 
Cheney of SCA has told Mayor 
Arthur Clark of Waltham that 
“March 1 is it." 

If Waltham makes any 
changes in the Newton- 
Waltham contract, Newton will 
then have to review and ap¬ 
prove the changes. NORE 

It is conceivable, therefore, 
that the contract will be 
shunted back and forth, 
although all expectations point 
to a signing of both contracts 
today (Thursday). 


F. A. Day change ok'd 
by building committee 


The $500,000 conversion of 
the old F.A. Day School was 
approved by the aldermanic 
Public Buildings Committee 
last Thursday night’ but the 
committee voted against ap¬ 
propriation of funds to make 
the site meet the recom¬ 
mendations of the Design 
Review Committee. 

By a 4-A-l vote, aldermen 
approved the sum to make the 
old junior high school into new 
school administration 
headquarters, hopefully by 
January, 1976, effecting the 
closing of two of the three 
buildings that the ad¬ 
ministration now is housed in. 

Next, the Finance Com¬ 
mittee must approve the ap¬ 
propriation and then it must 
meet final approval of the 
entire Board.

The Policewomen's 
Association grew out of the 
formation of the Newton 
Auxiliary School Patrol or 
Crossing Guards instituted as 
the first of the female traffic 
supervisors in 150 to protect 
youngsters to and from Newton 
schools. 

When they were first ap¬ 
pointed, a group of 20, they 
were planned to relieve police 
officers for patrol service. 
However, they soon developed 
a greater value in the fact that 
they not only provided 
protection, but also were in¬ 
valuable as teachers of safety 
and inculcated school children 
with an awareness of traffic 
dangers and the ability to 
maintain attitudes of safety 
throughout their waking hours. 

In the 25 years of service the 
policewomen have supervised 
over 300 million corssings 
without incident. 

The group has grown from 


(he original 20 to the present 
force of 76, including "spares" 
and 10 who double as meter- 
maids. 

According to Chief Quinn, 
"Our force of ladies, and I 
might point out that the 
children and parents of Newton 
have named them Police 
ladies, rather than crossing 
guards, are the finest group in 
the country." The chief added, 
"I may be prejudiced in my 
thoughs, however, they have 
released our police officers for 
full police service, and have 
provided our community with 
an invaluable service, for our 
most recious children.

Employers, schools 
must cut commuting 


The 25 percent reduction in 
number of employee parking 
spaces for employers of more 
than 50 people ordered last 
year by the U.S. En¬ 
vironmental Protection 
Agency has been scrapped in 
favor of a new plan to cut down 
on the use of cars by one 
commuter alone. 

The new plan will apply to 
employers of more than 50 
people and schools and colleges 
with 250 or more commuting 
students. 

Under the new EPA 
regulation, such employers 
and educational institutions 
will be required to take steps to 
get their employees or students 
into car pools or onto mass 
transit. 

Other parts of the EPA plan 
to reduce motor-vehicle air 
pollution Include the establish¬ 
ment of a state-operated car- 
pool program, scheduled to be 


ready by June 30 of this year, 
and a semiannual inspection 
program for automotive 
pollution control devices. 

The plan to decrease the 
number of vehicles used for 
single-passenger commuting 
would start with the largest 
businesses or schools first. 
Facilities with 400 or more 
commuters will begin im¬ 
plementing the plan in Oc- 

-399 commuters, in February, 
1976; those with 100-199 com¬ 
muters, June, 1976; and those 
with 50-99, in December, 1976. 

The full plan will be debated 
at public hearings on March 20 
and 21 at the Transportation 
Systems Auditorium, 
Department of Transportation, 
Kendall Square, Cambridge. 

Hearings will begin at 10 
a.m. both days, and there will 
also be an evening session at 7 
p.m. on March 20. 


Lack of ZBA members

MBTA offers no hope 
for cleaner stations

have to learn to deal with emotional stress. 
They say they can tell by their husband's 
faces what has occurred. "Sometimes, it 
makes us closer,” says Kathy, "we ap- 
preicate more what we have." 

"They are family men," says Alberta, 
"and cases with children diq in their 
hearts.” The men take the human aspect 
of their job seriously and Cheryl told of the 
night she heard her husband call the 
hospital as soon as he came home to find 
out how someone was. 

One wife mused, “it's a wonder more 
police don't have breakdowns...maybe it's 
because of their wives.” 

Not all of the wives wanted their 
husbands to be police officers. Cheryl, 
whose father is a captain on the Newton 
police force, knew very well what a 
policeman'sl life was like. "I used to see 
my mother lying on the couch, lying there 
all alone, and I would say, ‘I’ll never be 
like you...I’ll never be alone like you." 

"I was against it," said Alberta, "and I 
still am'" am, but my husband decided 
before he met me and I had to live with it." 

The risks their husbands take are woven 
into the fabric of these women's lives. One 
wife described the night of the Cambridge 
riots as the “worst night of my life.” Also 
having a gun in the house is something 
most of them are apprehensive about. 
Alberta’s husband removes the bullets and 
puts the gun in a locked case with the 
handcuffs through the chamber. 

Only one of the wives, Gayle , is com¬ 
fortable around a gun. Gayle grew up in 
the California country and learned to shoot 
there. She says she can shoot “on a par 
with John." 

For the most part, the women were 
introspective and revealed the kind of 
restlessness prevalent in their generation. 
As Gayle said, "we think we have a life, 
and an equal share in our lives.” She said 


that in her parent's generation, mothers 
regarded themselves “as dedicated 
slaves." 

"We have an awakening and see that we 
are not too old to go to school...our parents 
wouldn't think cf it.” The other women 
agreed with her when she expressed the 
opinion that “when my kids go to school. 
I'm not here to service my family. .1 will 
do something with my life." 

Cheryl also pointed out that the wives 
were trying to make their own husbands 
"more aware and more independent." All 
of them felt that motherhood was not the 
be all and end all of their life. They all 
wanted more. Gayle spoke of going back to 
school when her husband John completes 
his studies. 

The wives had some regrets about not 
thinkinq they could do more while they 
were in school. Gayle said, “I took a 
business course, but I realize 1 could have 
done better now.” The only one who had 
been to college was Kathy who graduated 
from a junior college. Cheryl, who had 
been a bookkeeper, said she had thought of 
doing something else, but with the 


economy the way it is would might "stick 
to what I know." 

Earnings were important to them. As 
Alberta said, "you want a check for 
something you did with your own mind." 
And Cheryl said that when she was 
working, she was "elated to bring money 
into the house.” 

The issue of accepting policewomen on 
to the force and the wives tough stance 
against this was brought up by the women. 
They were still bitter and mentioned that 
Chief Quinn avoided meeting with them. 
They also expressed concern about 
inadequate training for all police and were 
were angry at having been "stereotyped" 
in the press. 

But thse these women do not fit into any 
set of conventional notions. Just as the 
image of police officers is 
changing..."they are not just Joe the 
dummy,” says Kathy, So is the image of 
their wives changing. 

Because these young women don't want 
to remain static. Proud of their husbands, 
grateful for job security, they also want to 
be proud of themselves.

The two men do not’ 
hoewever, clean the stations, 
and according to Carey the 
only time the stations are 
really cleaned is upon request. 

Aid. Saklad suggested signs 
in the stations asking people 
not to litter. 

Although both the city and 
the MBTA have put trash 
barrels at the stations, the 
barrels are vandalized, the 
MBTA spokesmen said. They 
said they were looking into 
fixed-position barrels. 

The condition of the parking 
lots at the MBTA stations is the 
responsibility of the lessee who 
operates the parkino lot. 

Nothing much was promised 
by the MBTA representatives 
except help with a public 
relations campaign to en¬ 
courage citizens to initiate 
cleanups of the stations.

Final approval was given to 
the funding of the Newton 
South automotive teaching 
center last week, and the 
Board of Aldermen is expected 
to vote affirmatively Monday 
night, after almost four years 
of efforts to make the center a 
reality. 

The new building, to be 
located on Brandeis Road 
across from the school, will be 
of ribbed metal construction 
and will cost about $ 100 , 000 . 

During the four years, the 
cost of the building went from 
an estimated $20,000 (School 
Department first figures! to 
$160,000. After the Board of 
Aldermen balked at that 
amount Building Com¬ 
missioner Gene Larson came 
up with the idea of a metal 
building, which would require 
no architect and would 
therefore save time and 
money. 


Despite School Department 
objections to a metal building, 
the Board approved it. One 
concession made to ap¬ 
pearance of the building was 
the incorporation of a lip 
around the foundation that 
would allow the installation of 
a brick facing at some later 
time, if it were desired. 

One good thing arising from 
the delay is that Comptroller 
Larry Marino has now found 
that bonding two-thirds of the 
$100,000 is no longer necessary, 
since the $68,000 can now be 
taken from surplus.

Dispute Over Ouster 
Of Part-Time Judges 

A sharp dispute has developed as to the best scheme for 
removing part-time judges, who also practice law, from 
Massachusetts courts. 

Reform -minded groups and individuals, Including 
Governor Michael S. Dukakis, believe it does not serve the 
purposes of justice for a lawyer-judge to sit part-time In the 
black robes of a jurist, then put on a business suit and 
practise law, possibly in the same courtroom. 

Former Governor Francis W. Sargent went through the 
motions of trying to phase out the special justices, but he 
appointed 71 special justices, and 54 of the present 81 part- 
time judges were named by him. So he didn’t do much 
toward clearing up a situation he supposedly deplored. 

House Speaker David M, Bartley and State Senate 
President Kevin B. Harrington have told Governor Dukakis 
they will support the passage of some bill calling for a 
phase-out of the part-time judges. 

Whether they will achieve the enactment of a bill, 
which Is acceptable to Dukakis, is uncertain. The part-time 
judges, who would prefer not to be disturbed, have a con¬ 
siderable political muscle and are in the process of using it. 

The Massachusetts Bar Association has filed a bill 
which would give the part-time judges the choice of step¬ 
ping down from the bench or giving up their law practices 


Editorial 

Free ride 

For years the judges at all state levels in 
Massachusetts got a free ride on the 
generous pensions they received when they 
retired from the bench 

Unlike all other state employees, they 
paid nothing whatever into the state's 
retirement fund. They put in nothing but 
took a lot. 

That is one of the reasons the state 
retirement fund has dropped to such a 
dangerously low point that tax money 
probably will have to be pumped into it in 
the near future so that state employees, 
who have paid a percentage of their 
salaries into the retirement fund all their 
adult lives, will not find the cupboard bare 
when they reach the time of retirement. 

One reason the judges were allowed to go 
on year after year without paying their fair 
share into the retirement fund was that 
many of the legislators were lawyers who 
practiced before the jurists. 

They didn't want to rock the boat. Par¬ 
ticularly. they didn't want to fall out of 
favor with a judge, especially when a case 
they were trying before him might be 
calied either way. 

If this was not an abuse of the pension 
system, it certainly came very close to 
being one. 

Now a bill is pending before the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives 
which provides that all state judges in 
Massachusetts except the seven jurists in 
the state's Supreme Judicial Court be 
required to pay seven per cent of their 
salary into the state retirement fund. 

That's fine as far as it goes. It will help 
to correct a situation which is unfair to just 
about everyone in Massachusetts except 
the judges. 

But why exclude the Supreme Court 
jurists? Why should they continue to get a 
free pension ride at the expense of 
everyone else? 

They are well paid. They live comfor¬ 
table lives in these difficult times. They 
certainly should pay their fair share into 
the state retirement fund. 
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and becoming full-time circuit judges who would be 
assigned to whatever district courts needed them at a 
particular Ume. 

Governor Dukakis told the legislative committee on the 
judiciary he is unalterably opposed to the Bar Association 
measure. While he didn't say so directly, listeners gained 
the impression he would veto that bill if it is approved by the 
legislature and sent to his desk. 

Dukakis claims that back through the years some of the 
poorest appointments made to the bench in Massachusetts 
have involved special justices. He argues that giving the 
part-time judges a full-time status if they want it would nol 
serve the purposes of judicial reform in this state. 

The Governor has his own plan for phasing out the 
special justices. Like the Bar Associations and other 
competent legal observers, he does not advocate throwing 
out the special justices against their will. 

He proposes a phase-out, suggesting that no new special 
justices be appointed but that two new full-time district 
court cirruit judges be appointed each time three special 
justices retire, die or otherwise leave the bench. 

Speaker Bartley to 
retire from politics 

House Speaker David M. Bartley will retire from 
politics later this year, probably some time in the spring, in 
order to spend more time with his family. 

He will be appointed to the presidency of a slate- 
operated college in Western Massachusetts, not far from 
his Holyoke home. 


Representative Thomas W. McGee of Lynn, now the 
Majority leader in the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives, will succeed Bartley as House Speaker. 

Representative William Q. MacLean, Jr., of Fairhaven, 
now the Majority Whip in the House, will move up to 
become House Majority leader, second to the Speaker, in 
the legislative chain of command on the House side. 

Either Representative George Kcverian of Everett or 
Representative Barney Frank of the Back Bay, both con¬ 
sidered extremely able legislators, will be the new Majority- 
Whip under McGee. 

If Kcverian is named to the third ranking post in the 
House, Frank probably will be made vice chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Committee and assigned to the 
difficult, time-consuming job of working out the huge state 
budget. 

Keverian, chairman of the House Election Laws 
Committee, was the law-maker who carved out 240 House 
districts after the voters adopted a constitutional amend¬ 
ment providing that the state should be divided into 240 
House districts. 

In the November election the people approved still 
another amendment to the Slate Constitution which 
reduced the size of the House from 240 to 160 members, 
effective in the 1978 election. 

Speculation already has started on Beacon Hill as to 
who will map out the 160 new districts if Keverian is oc¬ 
cupied with other matters in 1977, as he well may be. The 
job of carving out the districts is a monumental one, and 
Keverian has proved himself a master at It. 

Belief developed during the campaign last fall that 
Governor Michael S. Dukakis might back another legislator 
against Lynn's Representative McGee for the Speakership 
if Bartley stepped out. 
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But Dukakis and McGee made their peace al a con¬ 
ference in the Dukakis campaign headquarters last fall, 
and Dukakis wiil not make the mistake ex-Govemor 
Endieott Peabody made when he tried to dictate the elec¬ 
tion of a House Speaker. 

David Bartley, a former school teacher and basketball 
player, has been an excellent Speaker, Bartley and State 
Senate President Kevin Harrington have worked hard to 
improve the Image of the State legislature. 

Recent surveys have indicated that the often-maligned 
Massachusetts Legislature in some respects is one of the 
best state law-making bodies in the United States. A large 
share of the credit for that appraisal belongs to Speaker 
Bartley and Senate President Harrington. 

Bartley probably could have won election as Governor 
if he had remained in politics. But his wife found his deep 
involvement in politics a difficult burden, and he will move 
from the Speakership back into the educational field 
because of her. The guessing here is that Bartley will be 
just as good a college president as he was a Speaker.

Dukakis Sees Raises 
From New Viewpoint 

Notes from the backs of envelopes: 

Governor Michael S. Dukakis apparently views 
legislative pay raises in a different light than he did when 
he was a member of the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives. 

Dukakis has declared that he would oppose a raise for 
the law-makers. As far as we can ascertain, however, when 
Dukakis was a House member, he supported every pay 
raise bill which would benefit himself. 

Now he receives *40,000 a year as Governor and is 
opposing a raise for legislators who get * 12,600 annually and 
arc feeling the pinch of the times. 

The current joke in Washington is that Henry 
Kissinger, who apparently has a very high regard for 
himself, is the first Secretary of State under whom two 
Presidents have served. 

One of the most respected woman columinists in 
Washington reported recently that former Vice President 
Spiro Agnew is bitter at former President Nixon for not 
heeding Agnew’s plea that he halt the investigation which 
ultimately forced Agnew to resign in disgrace from the Vice 
Presidency. Gossipy Charles Colson declared the other day 
the Nixon was very' much involved in the negotations which 
led to Agnew’s resignation. Colson was vague and did not 
supply any details. 

Suffolk County District Attorney Garrett H. Byne ap¬ 
parently is the only District Attorney in Massachusetts who 
does not have a private practice of law on the side. Attorney 
General Francis X. Bellotti has given up his practice and 
does not allow his assistant attorneys general to practice 
law on the side. That means some of them take their jobs at 
a financial sacrifice. 



The dual 
school 
system 

Analysis by Gus Tyler 


WASHINGTON - The Prince Georges 
County, Md. school board is about to set up 
a dual educational system with three 
"conservative” and three "liberal" 
schools, allowing students the option of 
choosing their kind of thing. The board 
members already have voted for the 
establishment of the “basic alternative 
schools,” the so-called conservative type. 
Now a motion to set up "nongraded” 
schools to encourage students to pursue 
their special "interest and talent" is also 
likely to be approved — perhaps 
unanimously. 

In this way, a fairly sophisticated county 
is trying to resolve what has been an 
irreconcilable difference on educational 
philosophy. 

And if the school district is rich enough, 
it ought to be able — at least for the 
moment — to satisfy its warring factions 
without ever settling the war. 

In hundreds of school districts across the 
country, similar confrontations are taking 
place, not started by the children but by 
their parents, who — in some unfortunate 


instances — have not been hesitant to use 
their children as weapons in the struggle. 

In most cases, the parents have 
disagreed less about the schooling per se 
than about the kind of life for which the 
school is supposed lo prepare the child. 
For instance: 

While some parents demanded that their 
children be taught how to spell and to 
subtract, other parents insisted that both 
were unnecessary in an age when the 
electronic media would replace the written 
word and when computers would make 
arithmetical skills obsolete. 

More broadly, the argument is over 
whether the world will look for people who 
have been taught by "rote” or by 
"reason,” who have been trained for 
disciplined performance or allowed to 
blossom in their own way. 

But need this be an "either-or" choice? 
There can be no learning without rote. 
English spelling cannot be taught as an 
exercise in "reason." The mathematician 
or accountant who must multiply, the 
dentist who drills teeth, the pianist playing 


Liszt, the surgeon cutting into an ab- 
dqmen, the typist doing a manuscript, the 
cameraman doing a TV show, the pilot 
guiding his precious plane must all learn 
Iheir basic skills through rote repeated 
endlessly. 

Indeed, only after one masters the 
“tools" of the trade does it become 
possible to imagine and illumine the 
ceiling of the Sistine Chapel. 

Likewise, the outside world is no 
"upgraded" classroom. Life is a tough 
teacher, constantly putting us through 
rough tests, with little patience for 
grownups who continue to act like flower 
children. 

And yet a school so rigid that it does not 
allow for the special disabilities of a 
student confuses standards with a strait 
jacket 

Isn't it time then, to develop balanced 
schools where skills are taught by rote to 
be applied by reason, and where per¬ 
formance is pushed so that children may 
learn to survive and succeed in a life that 
is not always just fun and games? 


How long a life for the Executive Council?

(Editor's note: Gov. Michael S. Dukakis 
has filed legislation calling for a con¬ 
stitutional amendment to abolish the 
Executive Council, an ancient and sometimes 
mysterious arm of Massachusetts state 
government, The history and functions of the 
council are examined in this United Press 
International news analysis.) 

BOSTON (UPI) — Considerable pressure is 
growing in Massachusetts to abolish the 2W- 
year-old Executive Council, sometimes called 
the Governor's Council. 

Gov. Michael S. Dukakis has made its 
abolition one of his top legislative priorities 
and House Speaker David M. Bartley says he 
will support the governor. 

Proponents of abolition see the council as 
an archaic vesliture of colonial government 
which unpedes responsible gubernatorial 
authority and leads to political corruptions. 

The case for abolition is strong. The council 
over the years has used its powers over 
governors to extract numerous political 
favors and it has on occasion been ob¬ 
structionist. 

But there is another side to the issue, a side 
which is best explained through the history of 
the council. 

Massachusetts is one of three states that 
has a council. The others are Maine and New 
Hampshire. 

The Massachusetts Executive Council was 
called for in the Massachusetts Bay Colony- 
charter of 1691. At that time it consisted of 40 
members elected by the House of 
Representatives. It functioned as the upper 
branch of the legislature and had additional 
responsibility of approving appointments 
made by the colonial governor. 


The governor was appointed by the king. 
The council, therefore, was a check on the 
king’s power over the colony. 

When the colonies won their independence 
the framers of the Massachusetts con¬ 
stitution, oldest in the nation, kept the council 
as a nine-member body in the executive 
branch. The members were appointed by the 
legislature. 

In 1855 the constitution was amended to 
make the council a populalry-elected eight- 
meinber body presided over by the lieutenant 
governor. 

• From 1855 through the mid 1960’s the 
legislature strengthened the council, giving it 
a wide range of powers including approving 
most gubernatorial appointments and state 
contracts. 

Public outrage over the wheeling and 
dealing of the council during this period led to 
passage of an initiative petition restricting 
the council’s powers. 

Today, the council's major functions are 
approving the governors appointment of 
judges and members of quasi judicial boards 
like the Public Utilities Commission and ap¬ 
proval of pardons and commutation of 
sentences for criminals. 

The council also has the responsibility of 
approving treasury warrants and some public 
landtakings. 

Dukakis proposes the judicial screening 
functions of the council be taken over by an 
appointed committee and that the other 
duties be performed solely by the governor or 
the appropriate administrative agency, 

Abolishing the council would remove 
politics from the process selecting judges and 
approving pardons. But in doing so it would 
remove a check on the governor's power. 

Paul Chernoff, chairman of the state’s 
parole board says he has had no difficulty 
getting the board's pardons and commutation 
recommendations approved by the council. 


Chernoff said the only time requests have 
been turned down involved a series of cases in 
which the council disagreed with the board’s 
policy. The cases involved individuals con¬ 
victed of marijuana possession before the law 


was liberalized. The board recommended all 
persons sentenced under the old law be 
released when they had served the maximum 
sentence under the new law. The council 
disagreed.

Representative I-ois Pines has 
forwarded a bill in my name 
which bans a new signal known 
as the white flashing walk 
light. 

This useless light operates in 
the following manner: The 
driver gets a green light to go 
straight, left or right. At this 
same moment the walking 
person who has waited his turn 
sees words which blink 
"walk”; if he steps off he is in 
the path of the unsuspecting 
turning cars. 

Both drivers and pedestrian 
are signaled in conflict . . . 
supposedly the walker is to 
know that the light means 
"walk with caution or watch 
out for turning cars." The 
driver has little warning, for he 
is moving on the green light. 
Supposedly the driver will stop 
in time, for he must at all times 
defer to the pedestrian. You 
and I know they don't defer, 


especially in a sialized in¬ 
tersection. 

Please, anyone who has ever 
had a problem as a pedestrian 
should now join me at the State 
House Room 443 March 10 at 
10:30 a.m. to testify to the 
banning of flashing white walk 
light — House Bill No. 4174. 

Think about this: The 
elderly, handicapped, children, 
blind, mothers with toddlers or 
carriages have enough trouble 
crossing now ... we certainly 
do not need to be signaled to 
cross with a car turning upon 
us. In most cases it has come 
into Massachusetts through 
TOPICS improvements 
projects. 

Few knew of flashing walk 
until it was in permanently. 
Thus far we have banned it in 
Newton. I^t’s come together 
and ban it everywhere in the 
Commonwealth. 

If you can’t come in person 
won’t you write me or state 
legislators of the Tran¬ 
sportation Committee, State 
House, Boston.

After reading Mr. Ash’s 
series of letters, I got the 
feeling that Meadowbrook is 
not a good school. 

I am a satisfied ninth grader 
at Meadowbrook. 

One of Mr. Ash’s arguments 
was that the curriculum of 
Meadowbrook is too flexible, 
not offering basic English and 
grammar skills. Meadowbrook 
does not offer a course entitled, 
"English," but courses dealing 
with writing and grammar are 
offered. Tales of Horror, 
Writing Workshop, Hero and 
Advertising are just some of 
the courses offered dealing 
with English, but not in a strict, 
formal drilling classroom. 

Not everyone learns as much 
as they are capable, of lear¬ 
ning. Some kids that do not 
want to work do pick "goof-off" 
courses, but even these courses 
are geared to teach the so- 
called problem student. 

Courses offered range from 
the American Revolution to 
Future Shock. Science courses 
also vary, Weather, the Human 
Body, Love and Sex, Being 
Human are just a few of the 
courses taught. 

All teachers are different, 
some teach in a strict at¬ 
mosphere, others don’t. 


If a student learns better in a 
strict atmosphere, he or she 
should take courses with a 
stricter teacher. I have. 

In ninth grade letter grades 
are given at the end of each 
term. This year I find myself 
working more for the grade 
than learning. An evaluation is 
given to all students for each 
class.

Without going into the pros 
and cons of the personnel pay 
increases, it appears 
singularly poor bargaining 
psychology to put the cart 
before the horse, particularly 
when the funding mechanics 
for any negotiated increase 
already exist in the form of 
submitting additional budget 
requirements to the Board of 
Aldermen. Ah! But perhaps 
this is the very nub! For such 
submission to another body 
might subject the School 
Committee to the objective 
scrunity of a more fiscally 
responsible group who would 
be in a position to question and 
even defy the decisions of 
irresponsible fiscal autonomy. 

Throughout the many 
meetings the pleadings for 
responsibility by the writer and 
more eloquent others such as 
Don Levitan, Aid. Sid Small 
and Pres. Wendell Kravitz of 
NCE, were either ignored 
outright or deemed destructive 
criticism. The suggestion has 
been made that those who 
question are more concerned 
about fiscal matters than 
"quality education," however 
the credibility of the view can 


t>est be tested by the fact that 
those questioning have more 
children in the Newton schools 
than do members of the School 
Committee and it is difficult to 
believe we desire any 
deterioration in the "quality" 
of education. 

Throughout the public and 
private secotrs of America 1 
people are concerned with and 
realistically facing up to 
dismal economic reality by 
belt-tightening and cutting off 
the fat. In the face of 
growinunemployment lines, 
impending city-wide 
revaluation (which will hit 
hardest those less affluent), 
general inflation and declining 
enrollments the fiscal budget 
can only be regarded as in¬ 
defensible and unconscionable. 

However, in the last 
analysis, we the citizens, 
voters and taxpayers deserve 
what we get, for the School 
Committee is elected on a city¬ 
wide basis and the members 
chosen as our best represen¬ 
tatives in these matters. 

I became a candidate (albeit 
unsuccessful!) in the last 
election in order to afford a 


concerned and accountable 
voice in the aforementioned 
matters. It is a particularly 
bitter and frustrating pill to 
swallow when my suceesful 
Ward 5 opponent abstained 
from the final budget vote 
because she teaches in 
Wayland and feels she should 
not vote for or against 
teachers’ salaries! Just whom 
is she representing? 

Until the citizens decide to 
elect a responsive majority to 
the School Committee, I trust 
the "rip-off" will proceed ad 
nauseam.

Committee members run as 
many times as they want, 
rescinding the present charter 
restriction of a four— term 
limit. 

This vote was unanimous, as 
was defeat of Jackson’s motion 
to prohibit an alderman from 
holding another elected public 
office. 

With a vote of 5-0-1, with Joan 
Saklad abstaining, the com¬ 
mittee approved reducing the 
number of signatures required 
for a referendum after a Board 
of Aldermen or School Com¬ 
mittee vote. 

The reduction would require 
only five percent of the 
registered voters on a petition 
to be gathered in 20 days, 
compared to the 10 percent 
presently after the vote of the 
required to be gathered in that 
time Board or the School 
Committee on a specific item. 

The main argument for the 
reduction was that only five 
percent of the registered voters 
voted on the charter itself 
during a reular election, and 
only three percent were in 
favor. 

Aid. Saklad abstained 
because she had submitted a 
revision that would keep the 10 
percent, or 5,000 signatures, 
and increase the time span for 
collecting them to 25 days. Her 
measure was not considered at 
the meeting. 

After lengthy debate, the 
committee unanimously 
defeated Jackson's rescission 
of an alderman’s power to 
reconsider a vote within 24 
hours after it passes by the 
Board. 

Aid. Mark White and Jason 
Sacks noted , as Jackson did, 
that the reconsideration 
provision , as is the charter Ls 
often used as a delaying tactic 
provision "to charter,” which 
means one member may 
postpone action on a motion 
when it is first introduced until 
the next meeting of the Board. 

. Board Presid ent Eliot 
Cohen said the charter option is 
needed to protect the minority, 
and the reconsider ation 
ould rather have abused and 
still available option he w for 
someone who changes his or 
her mind. 

He suggested it would be 
wise for aldermen to charter 
something at the beginning of a 
meeting if they plan to to speed 
up the proceedings of the 
board. 

The committee also passed 
unanimously a revision of 
Jackson’s recommendation to 
clarify the section of the 1972 
charter that says no Board 
until.. action will be effective 
except in cases of emergency. 

Neighborhood councils 
T. Gary Jones, of Duncklee 
Street, Newton Highlands, 
came to the meeting to ask that 
neighborhood council mem¬ 
bers be considered city officers 
so they can benefit from the 
immunity and indemnity 
granted to city officials. 

Although neighborhood 
councils only presently serve in 
an advisory capacity , the 
charter allows the Board of 
Alderen to delegate the 
councils substantive authority. 


Jones' concern was that a 
council may at some time 
unintentionally be the chan ce 
cause of an accident, such as 
the posting of a sign which 
could limit a be driview and a 
car accident. 

Argument among committee 
members centered around 
trying to read the intent of the 
Charter Commission when it 
specifically exempted 
neighborhood councils from 
being "city agencies," but 
gave no specific limitation for 
thc9 members. 

Attempts to solve the 
problem ranged from ish the 
which he says serve Aid. 
Sack's idea to abol .... no 
greater function than the 
neighborhood improvem ent 
associations, to Legislation and 
Rules Committee Chairman 
Thomas Concannon’s 
suggestion that it was a 
deliberate oversight of the 
Charter Commission, esident 
Cohen raised the possibility 
that if the 

Pr members of the councils 
were considered city officials, 
they would be eligible for 
retirement. 

Jones said he would be 
willing to allow a restriction on 
this privilege. 

Cohen moved that the matter 
be held ove r for intent of the 
the next committee meeting 
until the Charter Commission 
could be researched. 

In other action, the com¬ 
mittee app roved Sept. 30 as the 
date for the preliminary 
election for aldermen and 
School Committee members, 
and Tuesday, Nov. 4, as the 
election date, with polls to be 
open from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. both 
days. 

The items passed in com¬ 
mittee may appear before the 
complete Board of Aldermen 
Monday night at its regular 
meeting.

to the Billerica House of Correction and 
bail was set at $100,000. 

Both defense and prosecution lawyers 
said they expected the case would be 
reported out by the Grand Jury next week. 

Johnston, who was a student this year at 
Newton North High School, pleaded in¬ 
nocent to the murder charge at his 
arraignment Jan. 16, and spent the 
following 40 days under psychiatric ob¬ 
servation in Bridgewater State Hospital. 

He is accused of killing Robert P. 
McGettigan, a cab driver, who was found 
shot to death in the parking lot of the 
Holiday Inn in Newton Lower Falls Jan. 
15. 

Judge Nixon began the proceedings by 
reading a statement from Dr. James 
Christy of Bridgewater, the doctor who 
examined Johnston. 

The letter said Johnston was "respon¬ 
sible for his actions at that time...and is 
competent to stand trial." 

Newton Det. I.t. Richard E. Duffy then 
testified, reading from a statement he 
composed recounting the alleged con¬ 
fession Johnston made the night of Jan. 15. 
in which the officer said Johnston ad¬ 
mitted shooting McGettigan, 19, of 20 
Riverside Rd„ Watertown. 

Duffy testified that he witnessed the 
autopsy performed on McGettigan and 
that entry marks of six .22 caliber bullets 
where found on his body. 

Defense attorney Munroe Inker said 
after the hearing that the admissability of 
the confession, obtained at approximately 
3:30 a.m., "depends on whether ty was an 
intelligible waiver by Johnston when he 
signed a card waiving his right to remain 
silent and obtain an attorney.” 

Officer William G. Sheehan testified that 
he responded to a call at 2:27 a.m. at the 
Johnston home. 


When he entered the kitchen, he 
testified, he saw the defendant shaking hLs 
father by the collar. 

Sheehan said the father yelled, 
"Richard, Richard, what happened?” 

According to Sheehan, the defendant 
was yelling, "That goddam movie 'Death 
Wish.' Why did you let me see it? He's 
dead, he's dead I know he's dead. I shot 
him in the head." 

Officer Thomas Fleming testified that 
he arrived at the house after Sheehan and 
was handed a .22 caliber bolt action, single 
shot rifle by Johnston's father who asked 
the officer if the gun had recently been 
fired. 

Fleming said he sniffed the chamber of 
the gun and said it had been recently fired, 
at which time he handed the gun to Officer 
Ronald J. Perault and left to go to the 
Holiday Inn, about a quarter of a mile 
from the Johnston home. 

Fleming told the court that shortly after 
he arrived at the Holiday Inn, Officer 
Peter T. Russo told him to go to the P-1 
section of the parking lot where, Fleming 
testified, he saw a body that was "bleeding 
profusely." 

Fleming testified he checked the body, 
which was about three or four feet from a 
wall near a car, but could not find a pulse. 

In his statement of Johnston's con¬ 
fession, Duffy said Johnston told him he 
had gone to Mary's Cafe in Lower Falls 
Jan. 15 after having supper at home. Duffy 
testified Johnston told him he had four 
drinks and then bought brandy and a quart 
of milk. 

Duffy said Johnston told him he then 
went to the Holiday Inn at about 9 p.m. and 
drank the milk and brandy in a men's 
room. Johnston, Duffy said, had, at one 
time, worked at the Holiday Inn. 

According to Duffy, Johnston said he 
then went to Magoo’s in West Newton at 
about midnight and had “a few more 
drinks” with four friends. 


Outside the establishmenL apparently 
alone, Johnston told Duffy he was knocked 
down and kicked in the head by some 
people who were not identified in the court, 
Duffy said. 

His friends took him home, Duffy told 
the court, and then Johnston apparently 
called a cab at 1:53 a.m,

formal report. Stewart was critical ot the 
"procedure elected by the school com¬ 
mittee to examine this problem." He said 
it is “not totally consistent with the best 
educational methods" since the committee 
did not have the "time, the basfc 
organizational structure nor the resour¬ 
ces.” 

Many of the other speakers stressed 
preserving the neioghborhood school 
concept. A plea for after school day care 
space was made by Elizabeth A. Ornstein. 
Speaker Rodney Meyer from Angier 
School said their community "was united 
in their desire to keep their school open." 
He cited Angier as the "Waban community 
resource." 

The last speaker, Bonnie Armor from 
Bowen School expressed concern over the 
fact that the report prepared by Vincent 
Silluzio, director of research and planning 
for Newton schools, recommended that 59- 
GO students be incorporated into Bowen 
School, should a school be closed. Mrs. 
Armor pointed out that recently she had 
complained because there were 29 
children in her child's classroom. She 
asserted that "redistribution could cause a 
severe problem which should be con¬ 
sidered. There can be no optimum 
education if the classes are crowded." 

The CACDE report is due before the 
School Committee on March 17.

Upper Falls people plead for 
keeping Emerson School open 


Drinan acts to register 
210 million guns in US 


A comprehensive statement 
on why the Emerson School is a 
vital, necessary force in 
Newton Upper Falls and why it 
should remain open in the 
future has been sent to 
members of the School Com¬ 
mittee, Supt. of Schools Aaron 
Fink, the Citizens Advisory 
Committee on Declining School 
Enrollment and other Newton 
city officials. 

The report, entitled "A 
Community Concept," was 
written by an ad hoc com¬ 
mittee of the Emerson PTA 
under the chairmanship of 
Grace Vinciguerra and 
FredsonT. Bowers. It includes 
information about all aspects 
of the school and the com¬ 
munity gathered by parents, 
teachers, and residents. 

A brief history and a 
socioeeonimic profile of Upper 
Falls emphasize the central 
position of Emerson in com¬ 
munity activities. As well as 
being the only school in the 
area, it serves the functions of 
day care center, sports and 
recreational facility for all 


ages, teenage drop-in center on 
weekends, and an educational 
focus for all of Upper Falls. 

Emerson has after-school 
programs in arts and crafts, 
music, athletics, and Scouting. 
A branch of the Newton Free 
Library is at Emerson. 

Parent involvement is ex¬ 
tensive in all phases of its 
activities, including the school 
library, private tutoring, and a 
mothers' group, as well as the 
programs mentioned above. 

Emerson is one of two 
Newton schools receiving Title 
I funds for additional teachers, 
staff and materials, both 
during the school year and for 
its summer program. 

Enrollment for 1974-75 shows 
a significant increase at 
Emerson, contrary to a 
decrease predicted by the 
School Department's Research 
and Planning Office. 
Enrollment for 1965-74 declined 
only 2 percent, while it declined 
9 percent in the school system 
as a whole. 

A survey of Upper Falls 
residents for this report in¬ 


dicated strong community 
support of the numerous 
programs and not a single 
opinion in favor of closing the 
school. The report concludes 
with a summary of the reasons 
why keeping Emerson open is 
necessary for the whole area it 


serves. 

Accompanying the copy of 
the report submitted to the 
head of the School Committee 
is a petition signed by 583 
Upper Falls residents against 
possible closing of Emerson in 
the future.

U.S. Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan recently called upon 
the Congress to enact tough 
new gun control laws to reduce 
the tragic number of deaths 
and injuries caused by the 210 
million privately owned 
firearms each year. 

Testifying before the Sub¬ 
committee on Crime of the 
House Judiciary Committee, 
Drinan stated that "of the 
many vital issues facing the 
Congress, few generate more 
controversy, and few Issues 
are more important or com¬ 
pletely related to the quality of 
life in this country than the 
issue of federal gun control." 

"Our claim to be a civilized 
nation cannot be sustained 
until effective and enforceable 
gun control laws are passed," 
Drinan said. 

"We are a people who have 
become habituated to violence 
in our daily lives. Nothing 
demonstrates this fact better 
than the 210 million privately 
owned firearms in the United 
States and the 25,000 gun 
. deaths that occur each year. 

"We can no longer allow this 
unchecked availability of 
firearms to continue.” 

Drinan urged the Sub¬ 
committee on Crime to report 
two pieces of legislation which 
he has already introduced in 
the 94th Congress. The 
"Personal Safety Firearms 
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sponsored by the 
Congressman, provides for the 
registration of all firearms, the 
licensing of all gun owners, and 
bans the sale or delivery of 
"Saturday Night Specials," an 
inexpensive type of handgun. 

A second bill, the "Handgun 
Control Act of 1975" (H.R. 
1601), would ban the posession 
of handguns and handgun 
ammunititon to all except the 
police and government 
agencies, security guard 
services, licensed pistol clubs, 
and antique collectors. 

“It is my contention," 
Congressman Drian declared, 
"that we will not have ac¬ 
complished our end of bringing 
about real gun control until the 
great majority of firearms are 
registered in the names of their 
true owners, and every in¬ 
dividual gun bearer is 
satisfactorily licensed. 

"By enacting tight 
registration and licensing 
provisions," Drinan continued, 
"I believe that the Congress 
would go a long way toward 
remedying major loopholes in 
our existing but ineffectual gun 
control laws. 

"Incompetents and felons 


could not buy guns with hardly 
a question asked. And the 
federal government would at 
least be going on record as 
meaningfully opposing the 
suicidal increase of firearms 
on our streets today," he 
concluded.

To be heard this week was H. 
4057, which would assure the 
rights of patients as health 
consumers. 

Rep. Pines emphasized that 
H. 4096 "does not exempt 
doctors from liability for 
malpractice. It does not allow 
doctors to perform sterilization 
procedures or abortioas on 
minors without consent of the 
parent. It does not require 
doctors to act against their 
religious beliefs, It would 
simply allow a doctor to treat a 
minor as he would any other 
patient; that is, the minor 
could consent to his or her own 
medical care in regard to 
contraception." 

"At present, abortion is the 
major form of birth control for 
minors,” stated Rep. Pines. 
"Contraception is a preferable 
means of birth control." 

"By restricting minors 
access to birth control in¬ 
formation and supplies we are 
consigning them to a punish¬ 
ment based on age alone, 
which would not, and con¬ 
stitutionally cannot, be meted 
out to an adult in the same 
situation,” Rep. Pines said. 


H. 4057 would require 
compliance — without the 
request of the health consumer 

— with the following: 

— emergency care without 
reference to financial 
resources until after the crisis 
has passed except where 
regulated by federal law. 

— the consumer's right to know 
exactly what is being paid for. 

— the consumer’s right to know 
what a facility and practitioner 
can and cannot treat. 

— the consumer's right to 
make fully informed choices as 
a responsible adult regarding 
treatment and follow-up care, 
and his consequent right to 
know all material facts about 
his affliction, treatment and 
diagnostic procedures, their 
alternatives, risks, discomfort, 
and indignity, and information 
in his record. 

— the consumer’s right to seek 
consultations and textbook 
information. 


— the consumer’s right to 
dignity as a human being, 
unprejudiced treatment, 
presence of a friend or relative 
during treatment, visitors and 
the like. 

— the consumer's right to 
confidentiality except where 
precluded. 

— the consumer 

s right to refuse, limit, or 
terminate treatment either on 
the spot or by prearrangement. 

The bill would also require 
consumer representation in all 
policy-making boards. 

H. 4057 would apply only to 
physical health care. Although 
the rights of mental patients 
are an equally important 
problem, they are sufficiently 
different to warrant totally 
separate legislation. 

H. 4057 would apply to 
patients in hospitals, nursing 
homes, and related facilities 
who are being treated 
primarily for physical 
anomalies.

A panel will address issues 
related to children’s legislation 
and the up-coming children’s 
budget at the Mar. 4 meeting of 
the Newton-Weston-Wellesley 
Council for Children at 8:15 
p.m. At 7:15 p.m. the Council 
will hold its annual election of 
the board of directors. 

Sonny Kravitz is chairman of 
the nominating committee. 
The Council’s board is made up 
of 25 persons; 13 are con¬ 
sumers and 12 are providers.

“specific pieces of legislation 
may be jeopardized by the 
Governor's (cuts in human 
service programs)...they are 
an act prohibiting admission of 
persons under 18 to 
Bridgewater State Hospital 
and an act extending the age of 
children from whom reports of 
abuse are required from 16 to 
18 years of age." 

The panelists at the meeting 
will be Elton Klibanoff, 
Director of the Office for 
Children; David Parachini, 
Director of Region V, Office for 
Children; Representative 
David Mofenson, chairman of 
the House of Representative’s 
Joint Committee of Human 
Services and Elderly Affairs 
and Senator Jack Backman, 
chairman of the Senate Social 
Welfare Committee.

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Sweaters button-up spring look Information 




How many sweaters do you own? Most 
women are sweatered for every occasion, 
from supermarketing to nightclubbing. 
They love their crunchy-knlt sweater- 
jackets, their furry-collared cardigans, 
their sleek little tanks, cropped crewnecks 
and their good old classic turtles... 
there's always room for one more sweater 
in their wardrobes. 

One of the newest sweaters is frankly 
pretty, obviously feminine with a delicate 
lace-look that Ls expected to be a winner 
for spring. Pointille, to borrow a word 
from the French, is the look of open-work 
crocheting, a tracery of tiny holes pat¬ 
terning the knit. 

Sometimes the lace inspiration tran¬ 
slates to a webby all-over knit, or an eye- 
intriguing Irish crochet feeling. They’re 
bound to cause a sensation when worn as a 
flirty nighttime fashion. Whatever the 
interpretation, the lacy sweater’s a cool 
and airy warm-weather-months approach 
that will be popular with the young and 
slim. 

Most important, these lace-inspired 
sweaters are knit in yams of bright 
"Orion” acrylic...a particular type of 
"Orion” that works beautifully in these 
fragile patternings. It knits finely, 
delicately, with a subtle sheen reminiscent 
of the once-upon-a-time silk knits. 
Machine-washable, non-crushable, shape- 
retaining, they're ideal for traveling and 
vacations. 

Thin and supple as a blouse, Rosanna 
knits a pretty sweater for all seasons, in 
year-round yarns of bright "Orion” 
acrylic. Frosted with strips of pointille 
knit, gathered gently at the shoulders, it 
bells ever so lightly around the wrists. 
That scoop of a neckline is the perfect 
frame for pins, clips or necklaces. 
Available in black, white, clear blue, 
violet, mist sun-yellow and peach mist, the 
sweater retails for about $20. 

Wearing pants? You may opt for the long 
pull of a tunic-sweater crocheted as a 
great topping for pants, big skirts or as a 
covering over a bathing suit. The 
roominess that is so important this year is 
evident in this sweater with its dropped 
shoulders and wide cuffy sleeves. 

It’s the wise girl who has full knowledge 
of how to care for her sweaters, regardless 
of their content. From the Consumer 
Service Department, Best Foods, the 
following advice: 

Long, short, clipped, ribbed, fluffed, 
puffed, nubbed...sweaters have one thing 
in common, and that is there are a few 
basic rules for their care and feeding that 
will lengthen their lives and keep them 
always bandbox new. 

1. It’s elementary—with all of the new 


types of sweaters available, there is yet to 
be one introduced that will shrink or 
stretch as you want it to. Buy the right 
size. No matter how you try, if it doesn't fit 
when new, it never will. 

2. Hang tag reading is a vital step to 
understanding your sweater—it will tell 
fiber content and may give Important tips 
on how to launder sweater. 

3. Tender, loving care. Once you've worn 
the sweater, be sure that it is clean before 
storing. If a plastic bag or box or a 
mothproof container is provided with your 
sweater, store in that If not, loosely fold it 
in fresh, white tissue paper. Slip the hang 
tag into the plastic bag or box or tape it to 
the outside of the paper wrappinq. Store 
sweater on a shelf or in a drawer and do 
not overcrowd it. NEVER hang a sweater 
on a hanger, even if it looks deceivingly 
like a jacket or blouse. Because sweaters 
are knit, not woven, and are usually soft 
and delicate garments, they will stretch 
when hung and may become distorted by 
the shape of the hanger. 

4. A quick check of a sweater before 
laundering will help you to spot par¬ 
ticularly heavily soiled areas and to 
pre treat them. Give these areas such as 
round the neckline, armholes or sleeves, 
the extra cleaning boost of liquid detergent 
or a soap or detergent solution. GENTLY 
rub it into the sweater. Do not pull or 
roughly rub. 

5. Fibers such as wools, cashmeres and 
blends deserve a little extra care. Always 
wash them by hand and avoid agitation: 
agitation is a major cause of shrinkage. 
Before laundering, draw an outline of the 
sweater on brown wrapping paper or white 
freezer paper, NEVER on newsprint. Soak 
the sweater for 10 minutes in lukewarm 
water, using a light-duty or all purpose 
detergent or in cold water with cold-water 
detergent or a specialty product designed 
for wool. Squeeze suds gently through—do 
not lift the garment out of water as its 
weight may cause it to stretch out of 
shape. 

Rinse thoroughly through at least two 
rinses, or until the rinse is clear—then add 
a fabric softener to the final clear rinse 
(such as Nu-Soft). This will reduce pilling. 
Fill the cup just half fun; pour into the 
rinse water and then immerse the sweater 
again. Squeeze through the solution for 
several minutes. 

6. Use a squeezing motion to remove 
water—do not wring the sweater as this 
will distort 1L To remove extra moisture, 
roll the sweater in a terry towel. Next, 
place the paper pattern on a towel spread 
on a flat surface. Put the sweater on top 
and block to the shape of paper outline. 
Smooth out ripples and trims; pull 


grosgraln ribbon edgings taut so that their 
proper length is returned. Dry sweater 
away from artificial heat or sunlight. 

7. A light steam pressing gives an extra 
nice finish to sweaters. Set your iron to the 
lowest point on the "steam" range. Press 
on the wrong side only and lightly raise 


and lower the iron as you move up and 
down the sweater. Do not push the iron as 
this will stretch and pull the sweater out of 
shape. 

So if you want to get your wardrobe of 
sweaters in shape for spring; treat them 
with love and kindness. 


Food and fashion

Across the kitchen counter 


Perhaps your family craves steak 
while your budget limits you to hamburg. 
You’re not alone... most homemakers are 
looking for ways to "extend" the ex¬ 
pensive protein foods, therefore it’s wise to 
ixperiment with new and wondrous ways 
to enjoy hamburger. 

Ground beef is generally available in 
two types: regular or lean. Ground chuck 
contains some fat and is more juicy; 
ground round is leuner and less juicy. One 
pound of ground beef can be counted on to 
make four patties. When combined with 
other foods in a casserole, this one pound 
of beef will serve 5-6. 

Some good cooks say that 4 cup ice 
water or milk will make for a more tender 
and juicy hamburger; also try to handle 
ground beef as little as possible. Another 
good tip: If you've had trouble browning 
meatballs in the past, thoroughly chill 
meatballs before browning process—you’ll 


find the meatballs hold their shape much 
better. 

Meat loaf has long been a family 
favorite. The recipe we offer here brings 
out the goodness of vegetables which cook 
with the meat loaf producing a delicious 
stew-like flavor that is hearty and 
satisfying. 

MEAT LOAF AND 
VEGETABLE DINNER 
2 pounds potatoes 

1 pound fresh carrots 

2 eggs 

V* cup milk 

1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 

2 teaspoons salt 

4 teaspoon pepper 
14 cups bread crumbs 
4 cup chopped onions 
4 cup chopped green pepper 
Vi cup snipped fresh parsley 
14 pounds ground beef chuck 


2 tablespoons melted margarine 
4 pound fresh mushrooms 

Wash and pare potatoes. Scrape 
carrots. Cook potatoes and carrots in 
small amount of boiling salted water in 
covered saucepan; drain. Beat eggs; stir 
in milk, Worcestershire sauce, salt and 
pepper. Mix in crumbs, onions, green 
pepper, parsley and meat. Shape into meat 
loaf. Place in large shallow baking pan. 
Bake in preheated 375 degree oven for 15 
minutes. Place potatoes and ca.rrots 
around meat. Drizzle margarine over 
vegetables and return to oven and bake for 
30 minutes. Lightly wash mushrooms and 
arrange over meat loaf and vegetables; 
bake for 15 minutes longer. 

MEAT LOAF IN A POTATO RING 
1 pound lean ground beef 
1 can (8 oz.) tomato sauce with 
mushrooms 

4 cup soft bread crumbs 
1 egg 

4 teaspoon salt 
1 small clove garlic, crushed 

3 potatoes, pared and cut In 4 inch slices 

4 cup chopped onion 

1 envelope (% oz.) brown gravy mix 
1 cup water 

Combine beef, 4 cup tomato sauce 
with mushrooms, bread crumbs, eggs, salt 
and garlic. Shape into a 7-inch round loaf 
in a deep flinch pie plate. Overlap potatoes 
in ring around loaf; sprinkle with onions. 
Combine remaining tomato sauce with 
mushrooms, gravy mix and water; pour 
over meat and potatoes. Bake at 375 
degrees for 1 hour; cover with foil and 
continue baking 15 to 20 minutes. Spoon off 
fat if necessary. Serves 5. 

ITALIAN MEAT SAUCE 
(From Better Homes and Gardens 
Ground Meat Cook Book) 

In Dutch oven combine 1 pound ground 
beef, 1 cup chopped onion and 2 cloves 
garlic, minced; cook till meat is browned 
and onion is tender. Drain off excess fat. 
Add 1 can (28 oz.) tomatoes, cut up; 1 can 
(16 oz.) tomatoes, cut up; 2 cups water; 1 
can (6 oz.) tomato paste; V« cup snipped 
parsley; 1 tablespoon brown sugar; 14 
teaspoons dried oregano leaves, crushed; 
1 teaspoon salt; 4 teaspoon dried thyme 
leaves, crushed; and 1 bay leaf.

Combine ketchup and water; pour over 
meat balls. Cover; bake at 350 degrees for 
14 hours. Serve hot. This recipe may 
easily be cut in half. 

SUPPER IN A SKILLET 
1 pound ground beef 
4 cup dry bread crumbs 
1 egg, beaten 
4 teaspoon onion salt 
1 tablespoon shortening 
1 can (104 oz.) cream of potato soup 
Vi cup water 
1 cup canned green beans 
one-third cup chopped, canned tomatoes 
Dash pepper 

Combine beef, crumbs, egg and onion 
salt. Shape into 16 meatballs in skillet;

/ V STUFFED CABBAGE 

1 large head cabbage 2-3 pounds 
2 pounds ground beef 
2 eggs, beaten 
1 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 
2 tablespoons molasses 
1 cup water 
1 can tomato soup 
1 small can tomato sauce 
Juice of 2 lemons 
4 cup brown sugar 
4 cup granulated sugar 
4 cup raisins 

Trim core of cabbage. Place cabbage In large pot one- 
third full of wfeter. Cover and allow cabbage to simmer for 
15 minutes. Cabbage leaves will then separate easily. Trim 
thick membrane of cabbage leaf. In bowl, combine meat, 
eggs, salt and pepper. Place a heaping tablespoon of meat 
mixture on cabbage leaf and roll, tucking in sides. Place 
rolled cabbage in pressure cooker or large pot; cover with 
molasses, tomato soup, sauce, lemon juice, raisins, sugars, 
salt and water.

Scout Webelos program 
improved and expanded 


Webelos...to many people, 
it’s just a strange-sounding 
word. 

But to the Newton District of 
Norumbega Council, Boy 
Scouts of America, it 
represents one of the major 
focal points of this year's Cub 
Scouting efforts. 

And to Anthony Gentile, who 
was recently appointed the 
first Webelos program 
chairman for all of Newton, it 
spells much hard work - and 
many rewards - in the months 
ahead. 


Anthony Gentile 

The Webelos program is 
actually only a part of the total 
Cub Scout program, but it is a 
very important part for both 
the boys and the Scouting 
leaders. It is the part of Cub 
Scouting devoted to 10-year-old 
boys, those boys in transition 
between the Cub Scouts and the 
Scouts (the modern name for 
Boy Scouts). 

Boys in the Webelos program 
tackle bigger challenges than 
tlie younger Cubs, without 
doing any of the things the 
older Scouts undertake. The 
purpose, of course, is to keep 
the older Cub Scouts interested 
in Scouting so that they will 
make a smooth transition into 
a troop as soon as they reach 
the proper age (11 years old or 
in the sixth grade, whichever 
comes first). 

Until recently, the Webelos 
program has received little 
attention, and it has ac¬ 
cordingly failed to hold the 
interest of the maximum 
number of Cub Scouts. But with 
the newly created position of 
Webelos program chairman, 
the concept is receiving much 
more emphasis, and reaping 
greater rewards for Scouting. 

According to Tony Gentile, 


"There is a big dropout from 
Webelos to Scouting. The 
purpose of the new Webelos 
program in Newton is to keep 
the boys interested in 
Scouting; the new concept 
gives boys an insight into what 
Scouting will be like and the 
fun that Scouts have." 

Tony has many events 
planned for the new program, 
the first of which was held 
several weeks ago. It was 
called the "Webelos Jam¬ 
boree," and it consisted of an 
afternoon of games and 
demonstrations of Webelos 
skills. It went so well (about 11 
packs were represented by 
approximately 90 boys) that it 
is now planned as an annual 
event 

Upcoming on the Webelos 
calendar are such events as a 
"Webelos Camporee” in May 
(a family event billed as the 
first event in Newton ever to be 
held solely for Webelos and 
future Webelos boys), and a 
“Webelos Sledding Day" to be 
held this winter at the Nobscot 
Scout Reservation in Sudbury. 

Tony says that the overall 
program idea is to hold at least 
one Webelos event per month 
to aid the boys in learning 
Webelos skills and just to have 
fun. 

In addition to being active in 
Scouting for the past four 
years, Gentile currently 
coaches the Islanders of the 
Newton Youth Hockey League, 
serves as manager-player- 
coach for a hockey team in the 
Watertown Senior League, is a 
trustee of the St. Mary of 


Carmen Society, and is a 
member of the Nonantum 
Children's Christmas Party 
Association and the Sons of 
Italy. Tony works as a heavy - 
equipment operator and lives 
with his wife, Elie, and their 
four children.

Nature's 

Ways

It had happened before, that 
feeling that one should drop 
dead, even though those 
nearby were too polite to 
suggest it. 

The last time it happened, I 
was smoking in a recently 
reupholstered chair at a 
friend's home and burned a 
hole the size of a half dollar in 
(he new fabric. 

The most recent occurrence 
was a few days ago when I 
slammed an automobile door 
and unknowingly flushed a 
covey of bobwhite. The birds 
flew before more than half the 
30 persons, who had stopped at 
that spot for the special pur¬ 
pose, succeeded in seeing 
them. The incident was on a 
South Shore Bird Club trek into 
Plymouth, Mass. 

The covey was a beaut, 
apparently. I didn't sec it. But 
Bruce Sorrie of Manomet Bird 
Observatory, who led the trip, 
said it contained at least 20 
bobwhite and was the largest 
covey he had located in 
Plymouth County. 

Although we felt on 
probation, the rest of the trip 
was impressive. There are 
thousands of common eiders in 
Plymouth Harbor this winter. 

And at Manomet Cliff, south of 
Plymouth Harbor, the harbor 
seals have been plentiful most 
of the winter. As one peeped 
into the eyepiece of a telescope, 
one could study four to six 
harbor seals peeping back, all 
within the area that a 
stationary scope covered. 

Sorrie said that the highest 
count on one sweep of the 
waters off the cliff tills winter 
was 43 harbor seals. That's a 
rather high count for a piece of 
Cape Cod Bay and possibly 
indicates that the Marine 
Mannals Protection Act is 
working. The Act makes 
harassment of seals or whales 
a federal offense. 

Offshore in the bay were 
many old squaws, a duck 
known scientifically as 
Clangula hyemalis, or literally 
“winter loudmouth." Forbush 
spoke of old squaws as 
"perhaps our most loquacious 
ducks. Their resounding cries 
have been likened to the music 
of a pack of hounds." Which 
tells you something you may 
have missed: few species Of 
wild ducks "quack." There 
were red-necked grebes, - 
bufflehead ducks, golden-eye 
ducks and red-breasted 
mergansers off Manomet. 

At Plymouth Harbor, one of 
the smaller gulls, a 
Bonaparte's, flew by, flashing 
the white triangles at the wing- 
tips— a quite different bird 
from the common herring gull. 

On the beach at the harbor was 
a killdeer, a shore bird not due 
in New England until March, 
so probably a winter straggler. 

The South Shore is a winter 
headquarters for another gull 
not too common in New 
England, the ring-billed. At an 
open pond just outside of 
Plymouth center, about 50 
ringbills consorted with a 
mixture of wild and domestic 
ducks. Tne pond also supported 
a couple American coots (the 
birds related to rails and not 
the sea ducks commonly called 
"coots"), a female redhead 
duck, a few pintail ducks and 
some American widgeons. 
There were, of course, many 
black ducks and mallards, and 
a flock of Canada geese, some 
wild and some tame. 


Tips on income 
tax filing 
for veterans 

Here are tips from the 
Veterans Administration on 
federal income taxes for 
veterans filing returns. 

In general, officials noted, 
veterans benefits are exempt 
from federal income tax, and 
need not be reported as in¬ 
come. 

This income tax exemption 
applies to dividends and 
proceeds from government life 
insurance policies, but federal 
estate tax does apply to in¬ 
surance proceeds. Also, in¬ 
terest earned on government 
life insurance dividends left on 
deposit or credit with VA is 
considered income and must be 
reported on federal income tax 
returns, it was explained. 

Among major tax exempt 
veterans benefits are com¬ 
pensation, pension, GI Bill and 
other educational assistance, 
including subsistence 
payments to vocational 
rehabilitation trainees Also 
exempt are grants to service 
disabled veterans eligible for 
specially adapted homes and 
cars, and clothing allowances 
for veterans whose prosthetic 
devices tend to wear out or tear 
their clothing, VA officials 
advised.

aeries of exhibitions devoted to 
the different kinds of art ob¬ 
jects created by our native 
artLsts as well as by sponsoring 
special events devoted to folk 
music and drama at a new 
Bicentennial Exhibition Hall 
and Visitor's Center located at 
100 Arlington Street. 

The series began on 
February 17th with the opening 
of the exhibition "American 
Folk Art: The Hooked Rug." 
This first exhibition provides 
Bostonians with the op¬ 
portunity to see a com¬ 
prehensive selection of what is 
n uniquely native American art 
form. 

Hooked rugs originated on 
the Eastern seaboard and 
became known as “New 
England Rugs.” Some seventy 
pieces dating from the 19th and 
20th centuries have been 
brought together from out¬ 
standing private collections 
and such unique public in¬ 
stitutions as the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in New York, 
the Shelburne Museum in 


Vermont, the Newark Museum 
and Old Sturbrtdge Village. 
The exhibition was first seen in 
New York City at the Museum 
of American Folk Art where It 
was organized by guest 
curators Joel and Kate Kopp. 

Like the more familiar 
patchwork quilts and 
weather-vanes, these rags are 
the results of the ingenuity and 
creativity with which our 
forefathers enhanced the 
utilitarian objects of their dally 
lives. In their hands discarded 
doth and worn garments were 
transformed into objects that 
both protected their families 
from the cold and brought dolor 
and pattern into their homes. 

Animals and people and 
houses are favorite subjects, as 
are farm related activities and 
events of American country 
life. Compositions range from 
a single large cat or house 
dominating the entire rug 
through panoramic land¬ 
scapes. One example 
illustrates a Christmas mor¬ 
ning in a farm house with 


celebrating children scattered 
over the entire surface. 

Color was as Important as 
subject matter and often the 
strips of previously used fabric 
were dyed to achieve a more 
Interesting color or com¬ 
bination of colors. Color ar.d 
subject matter are often in¬ 
timately connected. Bright 
reds, yellows, and blues 
illustrate the lively activity of 
"Around the Christmas Tree,” 
while soft pastels are used for 
the equally Joyous but more 
subdued scene of a wedding 
dance in the rug "Love Plays A 
Tune."

Mortgage rates for home 
loans are coming down, but 
there are few buyers, a mor¬ 
tgage loan expert says.

“People just aren't buying," 
said Jim Thompson, an official 
of the U.S. Savings and Home 
League in Chicago, a trade 
association representing 4,600 
savings banks, 

"In today’s economic situa¬ 
tion, people are skeptical about 
taking on new financial com¬ 
mitments.” 

He said funds are pouring 
into savings accounts at sav¬ 
ings and loan institutions, 
major mortgage lenders, but 
“we have no demand for 
mortgages to take up the 
flow."

But Burns rejected sugges¬ 
tions the Fed under take 
massive stimulation of the 
economy through an 8 or 10 per 
cent increase in the nation's 
money supply —the amount on 
deposit in checking accounts 
plus currency in circulation. 

"We have no intention of 
doing that —not as long as I am 
chairman," Burns told the 
Senate Banking Committee. 
“We can do more. We can do a 
lot more. We can even wreck 
this country. But we're not 
going to do it, senator." 

“The menace of inflation is 
by no means behind us," Burns 
said in opposition to a 
resolution that would direct the 
Fed to pour billions more into 
the economy to fight the 
recession. 

The Fed, under Burn's 
direction, sharply restricted 
monetary growth last spring to 
check inflation. Critics of the 
Fed charge that this action 
accelerated the recession un¬ 
duly. 

In other developments: 

—American Motors joined 
General Motors in cutting 
prices on some models to spur 
sales once cash rebates end 
Friday. AMC’s announcment 
came shortly after the industry 
reported mid-February new 
car sales missed matching last 
year's level by only 210 cars. 
GM's sales were up 16 per cent. 
—Prices on the New York 


Stock Exchange took their 
worst plunge in three months. - 
Heavy selling was prompted by 
investors seeking profits on 
recent gains, more adverse 
news about the recession and 
an unfavorable government 
antitrust decision against 
Xerox. The Dow Jones in¬ 
dustrial index plunged 17.76 to 
719.18, its worst loss since it fell 
22.69 last Nov. 18. 

—The White House said 
President Ford supports a 

minimum price for oil. The 
price floor is advocated by 
Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger but opposed by 
Treasury Secretary William 
Simon, in Vienna, the 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries said it has 
no immediate plans to hike 
crude oil prices or cut 
production. 

—Walter Creitz, president of 
Pennsylvania Electric 
Association, said rising costs 
and lagging utility rates have 
cost the nation up to 200,000 
jobs.

“rebirth" of housing in Boston 
through new construction on 
vacant lots where rundown 
buildings have been torn down. 

Norman McIntosh, at a 
housing seminar sponsored by 
Boston College, said Tuesday 
past efforts to rehabilitate 
property in decaying areas of 
the city "hasn't seemed to 
work." 

"Last month I was heartened 
to see a number of buildings in 
the Blue Hill area had been 
razed creating new space and 
here, 1 believe, lies the 
salvation," McIntosh said. 

"If the land in the blighted 
areas of the city were made 
available, sold to small 
builders in areas of the size of a 
block for a nominal sum, they 
would build housing to meet 


any developing market," he 
added. 

McIntosh said the new urban 
homes could be sold for at least 
15 per cent less than compara¬ 
ble properties in the suburbs. 
He said new shopping areas 
would follow the increasing 
population. 

"Essentially, I see a rebirth 
of housing in the city largely 
through new buildings with 
some rehabilitation of selected 
buildings, although these will 
be more rebuilt than 
rehabilitated," McIntosh said. 

"I foresee this as a continu¬ 
ous process of building, decay, 
rebuilding going on in some 
part of the city at all times," he 
added, "No neighborhood will 
be able to completely avoid the 
cycle nt all tunes, and this, I 
think, is probably a good 
thing."

Adults Fear Dealing with 
Death and the Dying 
By JAMES 0. CLIFFORD 

BERKELEY, Calif. (UPII — 
A University of California 
psychologist thinks children 
are one of his most valuable 
allies in fighting to end the 
sterotype of death as "a 
threatening Grim Reaper." 

Dr. Charles Garfield, whose 
lectures draw an overflow 
enrollment, says his research 
shows that in Western cultures 
fear is the overriding attitude 
toward death and the dying, 

"A perfect example of this is 
the differing way children and 
adults in our society approach 
a terminally ill person," he 
said. 

Garfield said he and his wife, 
Linda, an elementary school 
teacher, joined forces and 
brought children to a local 
veterans hospital. 

"The therapeutic value of 
these kids was incredible," 
Garfield said. 

He said that adults usually 
are "frozen" in their dealings 
with those approaching death. 

"They say, ‘I don't know how 
to deal with him,"' Garfield 
added. "Bui kids aren’t subject 
to these conventions. They'll go 
right in and play with the ill 
person and treat them as if 
nothing is wrong." 

The last thing a terminally ill 
person needs, he said, is for 
people to hide behind a facade. 

Garfield hopes to someday 
establish a “center for dying, a 
hospital that has only ter¬ 
minally ill patients." He is

currently working at the 
University of California 
Medical Center in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

Garfield also lias established 
a free phone-in service for 
those seeking help in facing 
death. 

The service draws on 
counseling resources in 
psychology, psychiatry, social 
work, the clergy, nursing or 
medicine. 

All this is aimed at turning 
the traditional concept of death 
"as a threatening Grim Reaper 
figure to an inevitable stage of 
existence that can often be 
approached without fear, 
confusion and denial." 

Traditional Eastern cultures 
are much more open in dealing 
with the final phase of life, he 
said, even to having "dying 
places" where one can die in 
peace with others. 

"Picking the place to die can 
be very important. Often I've

seen a person want to go home 
to die but the doctor wouldn’t 
let him." 

Garfield recalled a ter¬ 
minally ill cancer patient who 
wanted to return to his bir¬ 
thplace in the East and die 
there. 

"He kept pointing to the guy 
in the bed next to him who had 
tubes hanging out all over him 
and telling the doctor: ‘I don’t 
want to be like that. My time 


has come. Let me die in 
peace.’” 

Doctors still insisted that the 
man not be allowed to return 
home to die. 

Garfield says more profes¬ 
sionals, and particularly physi¬ 
cians, should be trained and 
sensitized in the psychological 
needs of dying patients. 

"Right now most of ray 
students are nurses and cler¬ 
gymen,” he said.
